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Ware Wears Well

"Hey, Coach, they're in a 5-4 defense." 


ndre Ware sat in an equipment 
room in the bowels of Rice 
Stadium, surrounded, by choice, 
by his offensive line from the 
University of Houston. 

The 30-minute television show that 
would reveal the winner of the Heisman 
Trophy seemed endless to Ware. Surely, he 
dispatched the Rice Owls that afternoon 
quicker than this. 

From the moment that the president 
of the Downtown Athletic Club named Ware 
the winner, another game began. 

Would Ware return to play his senior 
season at Houston? He said that day that he 
would. Times change. 

The wait officially ended on March 
16. Less than a week before the deadline, 
Ware announced that he would enter this 
year's NFL draft. Ware seemed slightly 
vague in declaring his intentions, speaking 
of pro football as the next great challenge for 
him. 

"| had to look deep into my heart and 
discover what is real important to me at this 
time," he said at the press conference. "I'ma 
proud and only child of a single working 
mother. She has done such a great job of 
providing for me that | think it's time | re- 
turned all the favors." 

Andre and his mother Joyce, who 
worked at the post office, maintained an un- 
usual relationship. Andre described it as 
more like brother and sister. "We can talk 
about anything," he said. 

His father died of pneumonia when 
Andre was only 7. “Even from age 7 he was 
mature,” recalled Joyce. "He'd tell me, 
‘Mom, I'm going to be a quarterback some 
day.’ | believed him." 
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Ware came out of nowhere to win the 
Heisman. He started only five games the 
year before, including the Aloha Bowl loss 
to Washington State. 

He never talked about the Heisman 
until late in the season. 

“About two weeks ago | was seeing 
polls coming out, and | was first or second," 
he said shortly after being named the recipi- 
ent. “Hey, there's a chance we can win it." 

Ware then said he planned to return 
to Houston for his senior season. At the 
time, that's exactly what he had in mind. 
“My personality is not going to change," he 
promised. "| guarantee it.” 

It didn't. But winning the Heisman 
and the myriad of other awards opened up 
new worlds for Andre Ware. He flew to New 
York and Los Angeles, to Washington and 
Atlanta. He met President Bush and Bob 
Hope, Michael Jordan and Loni Anderson. 
His "friend" Warren Moon took him to the 
Super Bowl in New Orleans. Maybe Ware 
discovered he fit comfortably in the fast 
lane. 

Success didn't change Andre Ware, 
but it certainly changed the way people per- 
ceived him. The metropolis of Houston 
began to shrink around the quarterback. He 
longed to be old Andre again, a college stu- 
dent who played football rather well. "| can't 
go anywhere and not be noticed,” he said. 

Andre Wares show up seldom on col- 
lege campuses. 

"The only question we had was how 
long it would take him," said former 
Houston Coach Jack Pardee, who played 
against and coached a few good quarter- 
backs such as Sonny Jurgensen, Norm Van 
Brocklin, Roman Gabriel, Joe Theismann 


and Jim Kelly. 

"| think he's every bit as good as 
Kelly was with the (Houston) Gamblers, " 
said Pardee. 

“We're talking about a rare individual, 
like a Barry Sanders or Herschel Walker,” 
said John Jenkins, Houston's offensive co- 
ordinator who succeeded Pardee as coach. 
“They need to move on." 

His teammates didn't begrudge 
Ware's early departure. 

"It's a dream of every college athlete 
to make it in the pros, in the NFL," said 
Chuck Weatherspoon, the relentless running 
back. “It was Andre's turn." 

"| expected him to go, looking at the 
financial situation," said defensive tackle 
Tray Hooper. "When you've got a chance to 
go for a million dollars with a year to go in 
school, you can always come back to 
school." 

Actually, Ware needs only 18 hours 
to finish his degree in business. He planned 
to complete the work in the spring. 

"That's a done deal,” said Jenkins. 
"He's not off chasing a rainbow." 

Jenkins figured Ware would fare bet- 
ter in the NFL's supplemental draft than in 
the regular draft. Then he wouldn't be com- 
peting with the rush of juniors coming out 
this year. But the league did away with the 
supplemental, narrowing Ware's choices: go 
now or stay and play. "I really didn't expect 
that," said Ware. 

Until the announcement, Ware gave 
every impression that he would be playing 
for the Cougars in the fall. In truth, he didn't 
decide what he wanted to do until the final 
week. He kept his college options open. 

He signed up for a normal class load

for the spring semester, making no attempt to graduate early. Even if 
he had taken 18 hours in the spring and the maximum number of 
hours the first session of summer school, it would have left him short 


of credits. 


Ware participated in the off-season conditioning program, the 
running and the weight lifting. He attended the meetings, a major 
component of Cougar method football. 

"| haven't had a lot of time to think about (the decision),” he 


said then. 


He reported for spring practice March 5, though he did create 
a stir among the media in attendance by arriving an hour late. He 
wanted to make sure of a few details in his insurance policy before 
taking the field. “Anytime | show up for practice, I'm making myself a 


better player," reasoned Ware. 


He missed most of the weekend activities at school from re- 
cruiting to spring ball. He was off somewhere receiving one award 


after another. 
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The Monday of his final week, he endured a two-hour practice 


in the rain. The day before 
he made it official, he prac- 
ticed again. “It wasn't my 
best practice because my 
mind wasn't in it," said 
Ware. 

"| totally understand 
his decision,” said offensive 
tackle Jason Jessup. "Deep 
down, | was hoping he 
would stay.” 

The magnitude of 
what Ware accomplished fi- 
nally struck him the day he 
walked into the lobby of the 
Downtown Athletic Club in 
New York and checked out 
the Heisman prominently 
displayed there. 

"It puts chills in me," 
said Ware. "You look at the 
names on that thing: Bo 
Jackson, Herschel Walker, 
Marcus Allen, Charles 
White. Those are guys you 
grew up idolizing. To be 
mentioned in the same con- 
versation, | can't come to 
grips with it. Maybe years 
from now, when football's 
over, | will. Earl (Campbell) 
said it may be a while before 
you start to think of yourself 
in that company." 

Ware took time to 
study the portraits of all of 
the former winners in the 
Heisman Room on the 13th 
floor. The ones of Campbell, 
the 1977 winner from Texas, 
and Roger Staubach, the 
1963 winner from Navy who 
went on to quarterback the 
Dallas Cowboys, interested 
him most. 

Seeing his own Heisman made the biggest impact. 

"To actually see my nameplate on the trophy, that made it real- 
ly special," he said. "It's actually mine. I'm going to take it home and 
share it with the guys on the team. Their names are on it, too. You 
just can't see them." 

All season, Ware passed along the credit to his teammates 
during interviews. "This is a big family," he said. "I'm not all for 
Andre. The guys know it. That's why we all get along so well." 

Ware, like many college athletes, wore a gold chain around his 
neck. Instead of carrying his name and uniform number, Ware's sim- 
ply read "UH." 

"A lot of people and organizations don't know how to handle 
success," said Pardee. "I've seen great teams in pro football torn 
apart over Pro Bowl voting. For him to make ita team award takes a 
special individual.”

“At the University of Miami, your goal is to compete for the na- 
tional championship every year," Dennis Erickson said when he re- 
placed Jimmy Johnson as head coach following the 1988 season. 

Not only did Erickson and the Hurricanes compete for the 
1989 national championship, they 
won it. Previously, only Michigan, 
under Bennie Oosterbaan in 1948, 
won the national championship 
with a first-year head coach. 

Miami without question was 
the Team-of-the-Decade in the 
1980s, even though the Hurricanes 
only had the second best record 
99-20-0 —.832 to Nebraska's 102- 
20-0 —.836. 

For openers, the ‘Canes and 
the Cornhuskers met twice during the 
last decade. Miami won the 1983 na- 
tional championship with a 31-30 
upset of Nebraska in the Orange Bowl 
and capped the 1988 campaign with 
a 23-3 rout of Nebraska, again in the 
Orange Bowl. 

Once the Hurricanes got 
rolling, it didn't make any difference 
who was at the helm, either coach- 
ing-wise or quarterback-wise. The 
beat went on as the decade produced 
national championships under three 
different coaches — Howard 
Schnellenberger (1983), Johnson 
(1987) and Erickson (1989), 

And while no team has ever 
won three straight national champi- 
onships, Miami came ever so close ji 
to winning FIVE in a row. Starting 
with the 1983 season, the ‘Canes 
entered a bow! game with a shot at 
the national championship six 
times in seven years. 

In 1985, the Hurricanes were 
No, 2 at the close of the regular 
season. They had a chance to win 
the national championship when 
No. 3 Oklahoma knocked off No. 1 
Penn State in the Orange Bowl, but 
lost to Tennessee 35-7 in the Sugar 
Bowl and finished No. 9. 

The disappointment was even greater in 1986. After holding 
the No. 1 spot for ten consecutive weeks, the ‘Canes dropped a 14-10 
heartbreaker to No. 2 Penn State in the Fiesta Bowl despite a tremen- 
dous 445-162 advantage in overall yardage. 

There was no denying the ‘Canes in 1987. They went 12-0 and 
won it all in what was supposed to be a transition year. 

In 1988, it was again a case of close, but no cigar. How close? 
The ‘Canes were No, 1 for six consecutive weeks until a 31-30 loss to 
Notre Dame. Miami scored with 45 seconds to play and elected to go 
for a two-point conversion that failed. Had the ‘Canes kicked the extra 
point and settled for a tie, they probably would have won the national 
championship, but Johnson would have come under more criticism 
than Ara Parseghian did in 1966 when Notre Dame and Michigan 
State played their infamous 10-10 tie. 
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Craig Erickson will try to lead the 'Canes to a second national title. 


Last year, the record was 11-1. The ‘Canes stumbled against 
Florida State 24-10, but reached the pinnacle by trouncing Notre 
Dame 27-10 in the regular-season finale and downing Alabama 33- 
25 in the USF&G Sugar Bowl. 
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The overall numbers are staggering. The ‘Canes were 52-6 at 
home, 40-11 on the road and 7-3 at neutral sites. Over the past five sea- 
sons, the ‘Canes have the best record in the nation, 55-6-O—.917. In 
regular-season play over that stretch, they are 52-3-O—.946. 

They have won 34 of their last 36 games and 27 of their last 
29 regular-season road games. 

In the decade of the 1980s, Miami squared off against seven 
teams that were ranked No. 1 at the time — and won all seven 
games. 

"Since I've been here, | think I've played in eight ‘Games of the 
Century’, linebacker Bernard Clark said last year. "When you play 
here, you just get used to it.” 

Perhaps the most amazing aspect is that when the decade of 
the 1980s began, the Hurricanes were just treading water coming off 
a6-5 record in 1978, Coach Lou Saban’s last year, and 5-6 in 1979,

"The best football program ever," 
raves NFL draft analyst Mel Kiper. "It's their 
depth and their talent year-to-year. The only 
way they lose is to beat themselves.

They play a 
patty-cake schedule and always are the most 
overrated team in the country. Nobody com- 
pares to Miami.” 

The Hurricanes produced 62 NFL 
draft choices in the 1980s, including three 
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of the first nine selections in the 1987 draft. 
"We're a bunch of hard guys who 
didn't mind putting it all on the line,” said 
defensive lineman Jerome Brown, one of 
those three No. 1s, who plays for the 
Philadelphia Eagles. "We did whatever it 
took to get the job done. A lot of people 
called us unruly. But, you can be as unruly 


as you want as long as you put the W's on 
the board.” 

Three former Miami quarterbacks — 
Jim Kelly, Bernie Kosar, and Vinny Testaverde 
— quickly made a mark in the NFL because 
they played pro-style passing schemes in col- 
lege. Defensive linemen such as Brown, Danny 
Stubbs and Bill Hawkins had uncanny speed 
and polished their pass-rush technique in 
Miami's let-it-loose approach.

Running backs Alonzo Highsmith, 
Albert Bentley, Melvin Bratton and Warren 
Williams could catch the ball out of the 
backfield. Receivers Eddie Brown, Michael 
Irvin and Brian Blades ran every pattern in 
the playbook. Defensive backs Brian Blades 
and Bubba McDowell had a mean streak. 

"You could form an all-star team on 
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what has come out of there," said Joel 
Buschbaum, another NFL draft analyst. “The 
only place where they haven't set the world 
on fire is offensive line and, for some rea- 
son, linebacker." 

Schnellenberger, who left after the 1983 
title season, believes the Hurricanes’ founda- 
tion for domination was built in 1979 when 
Kelly orchestrated a 26-10 upset of Penn State.

"We love to have fun,” adds free safe- 
ty Charles Pharms. "We don't mean any- 
thing bad by it." 

"Obviously, the image Miami has 
gotten has developed over the years,” 
Erickson says. "I really believe we have the 
wrong image. We've toned some things 
down. You don't see us taunting. But when 
we make great plays, we celebrate. We enjoy 
having fun." 

Winning is the real fun and Erickson 
would like to become the first Miami coach to 
win two national championships. Maybe more. 

"There are a lot of players coming 
back," he said. "If we work like we did this 
past year, we'll be an outstanding team.” 

"| guess itis a monkey off my back be- 
cause we did win a national championship. We 
all shoot for that, and that was my goal in 
coaching . . . but the expectations are to win 
another one. Any time you're a football coach, 
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that's what is expected of you. 

“A year ago, they were wondering if we 
could coach. Now, people won't question us until 
September, and then we'll win them all again (hey, 
Dennis, you lost one last year, remember?). 

“Any time you start sitting back on 
your laurels and don't look to improve your- 
self, you'll get your rear end beat. We're al- 
ways looking for new and better ways to do 
it. We want to learn and try to find the best

way for us to continue to keep this program 
where it's at.” 

Some of the changes Erickson plans 
involve the running game. Several Miami 
coaches visited the Kansas City Chiefs’ staff 
to find out how Christian Okoye gained so 
many yards. 

"We're going to spend some time in- 
vestigating a better way to run play-action 
passes and look at some different blocking 
schemes," Erickson said. 

Miami will use a two-tight end set more 
to take advantage of depth at that position and 
the ability of bruising sophomore Steve 
McGuire, who rushed for 519 yards and 10 
touchdowns in limited duty last season. 

Eight starters return on offense, only 
four on defense. To help the pass rush, the 
Hurricanes will experiment with more blitz- 
ing and man-to-man secondary coverage. 

As the song says, it's a long, long way 
from May to December, etc., etc. And when the 
Hurricanes wound up spring practice (actually 
it was April, but that's a different song), Coach 
Erickson hinted that it could be a long, long 
season for Miami's opponents. 

The Hurricanes look better offensively 
than a year ago and almost as good on de- 
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fense, he said. The offense should be im- 
proved because of more cohesive line play, 
a tougher inside running game and an expe- 
rienced quarterback. In addition, the players 
have become more comfortable with the 
one-back offense. 

“The last two games last year — 
Notre Dame and Alabama — brought that 
offense together,” Erickson said. "There had 
been a lot of doubters in the community, and 
some guys on our football team that weren't 
sure because of the change. Those games 
gave us confidence and we came into the 
spring with all that confidence." 

In addition, he said, "My personal feel- 
ing is that we're almost as good on defense as 
we were a year ago, which Is pretty damn 
good." After all, Miami led the nation in scor- 
ing defense, total defense and rushing defense. 

"| don't know that the line is going to 
be as good as the one we had last year be- 
cause | don't think there's ever been a col- 
lege defensive front as good as that," 
Erickson said. "But it'll be one of the better 
defensive lines in the country.” 

Miami's success on the field has 
spilled over to other areas. According to the 
College Football Association, the graduation 
rate rose from 24 percent in 1985 (repre- 
senting the first recruiting class of the 
1980s) to 67 percent in 1988. In 1980, the 
football program generated $3 million in 
revenue. Now, it's well over $10 million. 

Attendance — and the Hurricanes 
traditionally have struggled at the gate — 
has jumped from an average of 24,001 per 
home game in 1980 to 53,106 in 1988 and 
52,634 last year. 

"The better you get, the more it perpet- 
uates itself,” says athletic director Sam 
Jankovich, the man who hired both Johnson 
(from Oklahoma State) and Erickson (from 
Washington State). “The community becomes 
more involved, the more you get on television, 
the more exposure nationally. Then you attract 
better players, better coaches, better adminis- 
trators. It all goes hand-in-hand.” 

On the surface, Miami shouldn't be 
this good. It's a private school and the 
Hurricanes co-exist in a state with the 
University of Florida and Florida State 
University. Look around the country and, in 
most states, the state university is No. 1. If 
it's not, it should be. 

But, there are so many outstanding 
high school athletes in Florida that all three 
schools get great ones and there's plenty left 
for outsiders. 

"We have all the resources to keep it 
going,” Jankovich says. “We have been able to at- 
tract quality people. All we have to do is continue 
to win and not succumb to outside pressures," 
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War Eagle! 

First, some history. 

Auburn's nickname is the Tigers. 

Auburn's battle cry is "War Eagle!" 

Through the years, those two terms have 
often been used interchangeably — and incor- 
rectly. There are hats and T-shirts with Auburn War 
Eagles on them. The news media has been known 
to refer to an Auburn team as the War Eagles. 

In fact, when Auburn plays a road game, 

_ there often is an article in the local paper wonder- 
ing why Auburn has three nicknames — Tigers, 
War Eagles and Plainsmen. 

To set the record straight, Auburn only has 
one nickname — the Tigers. 
“War Eagle!" is a battle cry used by Auburn 
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fans in the manner that Alabama fans yell "Roll 
Tide!" and Arkansas fans holler "Soo-ey Pig!” 

The nickname Tigers comes froma line in 
Oliver Goldsmith's 1770 poem "The Deserted 
Village” which goes: *. . .where crouching tigers 
wait their hapless prey..." 

The term “Plainsmen” comes from a line 
in that same poem — "Sweet Auburn, lovliest 
(sic) village of the plain. . ." 

lt may be confusing, but to Auburn people 
it's very simple. That's why War Eagle VI, 
Auburn's golden eagle mascot, is named Tiger. 

Auburn has one nickname . . . and one na- 
tional championship (1957). At the end of the 1990 
season, Auburn still will have one nickname, but — 
it says here — two national championships. 


In the last nine years, Auburn has won four 
Southeastern Conference titles, including the last 
three. Since Pat Dye came to Auburn in 1981, 
Auburn has won more games and more champi- 
onships than any other SEC school. No SEC team 
has been to more bowls than Auburn since 1982. 

When attempting to forecast a national 
champion these days, it's advisable to look at the 
schedule. Auburn leaves the state of Alabama only 
three times — Mississippi in Jackson, 
Mississippi State and Florida. The Tennessee, 
Florida State and Georgia games are in Auburn 
and the Alabama game is in supposedly neutral 
Birmingham. 

If one of the three untested quarterbacks 
Steps forward to adequately replace Reggie Slack, 
Auburn might have two nicknames — Tigers and 
national champions. 

Auburn will be led by two of the finest line- 
men in the school's history — 280-pound guard 
Ed King on offense and 265-pound tackle David 
Rocker on defense. They are among 14 returning 
Starters and a whopping 56 lettermen. 

Dye, of course, is cooling talk of No. 1. But 
remember that he learned the art of poor-mouthing 
from Bear Bryant, the master. 

"The front-runner (for the SEC race) from 
the beginning has to be Tennessee,” he says. 
“Alabama has to be considered a favorite. You al- 
ways have to look at LSU and Florida... and 
Georgia. . . could win it all. 

"We should have a chance; we ought to be 
in the hunt. | don't see any reason why we can't be 
a fine football team." 

Defending champion Miami has won three 
of the last seven titles and the Hurricanes (second 
in 1986 and 1988, first in 1987 and 1989) are try- 
ing to become the first team to finish in the top two 
for five consecutive years. 

With Craig Erickson directing a potent of- 
fense and tackle Russell Maryland and linebacker 
Maurice Crum leading a nasty defense, the ‘Canes 
could go all the way again. The stumbling blocks 
are road games at Brigham Young (Sept. 8) and 
Notre Dame (Oct. 20) — the end of the bitter and 
controversial series with the Fighting Irish —and 
an Oct. 6 home date with Florida State. 

Shed no tears for Notre Dame. Coach Lou 
Holtz sheds enough for everyone all by himself. 
“It's like starting a job all over again,” sighs 
Lamenting Lou. “Everything will be a little bit dif- 
ferent this year considering we will have a new 
quarterback, a couple of new coaches on offense 
and a couple of new coaches on defense.” 

Ata somewhat lower decibel count, Holtz 
also concedes that "we still have an awful lot of 
positive things going for us. We do have fine ath- 
letes. We do have people with potential.” 

They include wide receiver-kick returner 
Raghib "Rocket" Ismail, tailback Ricky Watters and 
tight end Derek Brown on offense; nose guard 
Chris Zorich, cornerback Todd Lyght and lineback- 
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er Michael Stonebreaker on defense. 

The Irish get Michigan and Miami at home 
but visit Michigan State, Pitt, Tennessee and 
Southern Cal. 

Bo doesn't know from Michigan any more. 
Schembechler is now a baseball man — presi- 
dent of the Detroit Tigers, of all things — and 
long-time aide Gary Moeller takes over in Ann 
Arbor. Bo was nice enough to leave behind plenty 
of players, including mammoth tackle Greg 
Skrepenak and strong safety Tripp Welborne. 

You have to be lucky to go unbeaten, and 
Colorado had some good fortune in its 11-0 requ- 
lar season of 1989 — namely, two horrendous 
non-Calls (clips) on long punt returns that set up 
two touchdowns in a 27-21 victory over Nebraska. 

The Buffs got their comeuppance against 
Notre Dame in the Orange Bowl and have to visit 
Illinois and Nebraska, in addition to a meeting with 
SEC tri-champ Tennessee in the inaugural Pigskin 
Classic. Also, they have just about played out the 
emotion from the death of quarterback Sal Aunese. 
But they won't drop too far with the likes of quarter- 
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back Darian Hagan, tailback Eric Bieniemy, guard 


Joe Garten, punter Tom Rouen and perhaps the 
finest pair of outside linebackers in the nation in 
Alfred Williams and Kanavis McGhee. 

Washington will end Southern Cal's bid 
for a fourth straight Pac-10 championship, and the 
Huskies will do it on Sept. 22 when the Trojans 
visit Seattle. Coach Don James has a solid crew 
led by thousand-yard rusher Greg Lewis, defen- 
sive tackle Travis Richardson and linebacker 
James Clifford. 

Texas A&M would welcome an injury-free 
season from tailback Darren Lewis, a first-team 
All-American in 1988. William Thomas is the lat- 
est in a string of outstanding outside linebackers. 

Florida State has finished second or third 
the last three years, but may be hard-pressed to do 
that again after consecutive October trips to 
Auburn and Miami. Other than that, the Seminoles 
— featuring wideout Lawrence Dawsey and 
linebacker Kirk Carruthers — should breeze. 

Until quarterback Jeff George opted for an 
early pro career, Illinois appeared to have enough 
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to overcome road games at Arizona, Ohio State, 
Michigan and Indiana. 

Remember that even with George, the Illini 
scored more than 34 points only against Indiana 
and Northwestern, and the latter shouldn't count. 
Defense, especially nose guard Moe Gardner, is 
Illinois’ strong suit. 

Tennessee is holding its breath to see if 
star tailback Chuck Webb can overcome his aca- 
demic problems. They're talking national champi- 
onship in Knoxville and maybe two-way sensation 
Carl Pickens can add tailback to his chores at wide 
receiver and free safely. 

Southern Cal is seeking a record-tying 
fourth straight trip to the Rose Bowl (USC did it in 
1966-67-68-69). The 9-2-1 Trojans were eight 
points away from being 12-0 last year. but they re- 
turn only five starters on offense and two on de- 
fense, although quarterback Todd Marinovich and 
tailback Ricky Ervins are nice building blocks. 
Oklahoma's success depends on how well Mike 
Gaddis, one of the nation's best runners, comes 
back from serious knee surgery. Things should go 
smoother in Coach Gary Gibbs’ second year. 

The Shawn Moore-to-Herman (no rela- 
tion) Moore aerial tandem could be enough to 
bring Virginia an Atlantic Coast Conference title. 
As usual, Arkansas will play every game either 
within the confines of the state or in a bordering 
state. The Razorbacks lost Coach Ken Hatfield to 
Clemson and fullback Barry Foster a year early to 
the NFL, but new Coach Jack Crowe gets five 
straight home games to fine-tune a potent outfit 
led by quarterback Quinn Grovey. 

Alabama finally has one of Bear's boys — 
Gene Stallings — as Head Coach and the 
Crimson Tide will be powerful on offense behind 
quarterback Gary Hollingsworth and tailback Siran 
Stacy. The defense needs work. As usual, Brigham 
Young will scare people to death by throwing the 
ball. Holdover Ty Detmer is the top gun. 

Georgia Tech is coming off its best season 
since 1985 (7-4) and the Yellow Jackets will try to 
improve on that with 53 lettermen and 13 starters, 
including free safety Ken Swilling and quarterback 
Shawn Jones. Nebraska has developed a habit of 
stumbling late in the season. With an easy 
September and October, the Cornhuskers should 
win at least nine games for the 22nd consecutive 
season, perhaps the most amazing statistic in col- 
lege football. 

Coach George Perles turned down the 
New York Jets and decided to stay at Michigan 
State, perhaps because the Spartans return 48 let- 
termen and 12 starters (including quarterback Dan 
Enos and record-setting wide receiver Courtney 
Hawkins), plus both kickers, froma team that 
ranked second in the Big 10 in both offense and 
defense. There's a Ford in Clemson's past, not fu- 
ture, and the Tigers may struggle a little — but not 
too much — until Hatfield and the players get to

“It was disturbing that Notre Dame's 
Executive Vice President, E. William 
Beauchamp, a member of the CFA's board of 
directors and the television committee, par- 
ticipated in the negotiations with ABC and 
ESPN and voted in favor of the ABC con- 
tract, as did the entire television committee.” 

Aye, there's the rub. Father 
Beauchamp, the CFA’s secretary-treasurer, 
participated in the negotiations with ABC 
and ESPN. At that point, it seems to become 
a matter of semantics. Notre Dame says 
Father Beauchamp was NOT a member of 
the TV committee but was merely an officer 
of the CFA. 
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That much is true. Hootie Ingram, 
who was then the athletic director at Florida 
State, chaired the CFA's TV committee rep- 
resenting the organization's independent 
schools. When Harvey Schiller, the SEC 
commissioner, left to join the U.S. Olympic 
Committee and Ingram became athletic di- 
rector at Alabama, Ingram replaced Schiller 
as the SEC's representative on the TV com- 
mittee. 

"We asked Bill (Beauchamp) to join 
us on the negotiating team as one of the two 
independent representatives,” says Chuck 
Neinas, Executive Director of the Boulder, 
Co-based CFA. "Beauchamp participated in 
six in-person meetings and four phone con- 
ferences relative to TV." 

It also is true that Notre Dame never 
signed the CFA's new agreement in which 
the organization will switch from CBS to 
ABC starting in 1991. 

But, said Dave Ogrean, the CFA's for- 
mer assistant executive director for televi- 
sion, "The CFA TV committee did not nego- 
tiate with any party without the full belief that 
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Notre Dame was on board." 

Said Neinas: "The CFA believed that 
it had received a commitment from 63 (of 
64) active members to the agreements with 
ESPN and ABC. The University of Notre 
Dame, however, did not sign a formal com- 
mitment form. In the university's letter to the 
CFA, dated Oct. 24, 1989, Notre Dame stat- 
ed, ‘Notre Dame fully expects to be a partici- 
pant in the network and ESPN agreements 
with the CFA. But the University will only 
agree to such participation after they have 
seen the TOTAL package as negotiated’." 

A Neinas relates, "Notre Dame was 
informed throughout the negotiating process 
of all pertinent elements of an agreement 
with ABC. The university received a copy of 
a four-page document outlining the details 
of the ABC agreement that was approved by 
the CFA television committee and endorsed 
by the CFA board of directors. It was not

ou know how the Florida citrus 
crop is depleted when a heavy 
winter frost strikes, leaving ice on 
the branches of the orange trees 
and snow on the grapefruit? 

That's how depleted the pro football 
prospect crop, or at least its premium por- 
tion, appears for 1990. 

The pros salivated when they learned 
that stars such as Illinois quarterback Jeff 
George, Alabama linebacker Keith McCants, 
Syracuse wide receiver Rob Moore, 
Southern California linebacker Junior Seau 
and the reigning Heisman Trophy winner, 
Houston quarterback Andre Ware, would 
pass up their final season of college foot- 
ball. The addition of these stars and other 
good players created one of the most boun- 
tiful NFL drafts in years. 

With all those players turned pro, is 
there any chance 1990 will produce a decent 
crop of seniors? 

"The class that will make up the 1991 
draft will offer little unless underclassmen 
(leave school to) increase the talent pool,” 
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says Gil Brandt, the ex-Cowboys personnel 
chief, who remains close to the talent scene. 

There are others who disagree. Like 
many crops, they say, football talent seems 
to regenerate. 

Consider the first serious defection of 
underclassmen a year ago. Steve Walsh lost 
only one game as a college quarterback 
when he departed from the University of 
Miami a season early and was drafted by the 
Dallas Cowboys. 

With Craig Erickson succeeding 
Walsh at quarterback, the Hurricanes won 
the national championship. Erickson, who 
should be near the top of this year's senior 
prospects, probably is a better pro prospect 
than Walsh. 

Alabama followers fretted when run- 
ning back Bobby Humphrey left school and 
signed with the Denver Broncos, but 
Humphrey was quickly forgotten when Siran 
Stacy helped the Tide finish far better than 
the preseason forecasters said it would. 

The same thing could happen at other 
schools this season. 
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Major Harris took West Virginia to 
unprecedented heights in three seasons as 
the starting quarterback, but when Harris de- 
cided to leave school last winter, Coach Don 
Nehlen had Greg Jones ready. Jones, a 
transfer from Miami, is a pocket-style passer 
for whom the Mountaineers will adjust their 
offense. 

Two years ago, when wide receiver 
Tommy Kane left Syracuse early to become a 
Seattle Seahawk, he was replaced by Rob 
Moore, who became an All-American. 
Moore graduated in May, passing up his 
final year of eligibility, and now he is to be 
replaced by Notre Dame transfer Rob 
Carpenter. 

"Coach Mac (Dick MacPherson) uses 
an expression when this happens," says 
Moore. “He says, ‘The king is dead: long 
live the king.’ | took over from Tommy and 
now Bobby will take over from me.” 

Outside linebacker Junior Seau en- 
thralled the pro scouts, so he skipped his 
remaining eligibility at Southern California. 
But Seau had trouble breaking into the start- 
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ing lineup when Craig Hartsuyker was 
healthy, Hartsuyker returns this season, as 
does Scott Ross, twice an All-Pac-10 inside 
linebacker whom the Trojans tout as a 
Butkus Award candidate. 

"There will be plenty of talent,” says 
Chuck Knox, head coach of the Seattle 
Seahawks. "There is always plenty of talent." 

The early favorite to become 
the first player selected in the 1991 
draft is Florida's giant outside 
linebacker, Huey Richardson, whom 
the pros would have made an early 
first-round choice this year had 
Richardson elected to leave school. 

The pros admire 
Richardson's pass-rushing ability 
and pursuit to the ball, as well as 
his intelligence. Some of them see 
a comparison between Huey and 
Chris Doleman, the Vikings’ de- 
fensive end, as long as 
Richardson continues to get big- 
ger and stronger. 

Many pros feel Richardson 
did the smart thing by staying in 
school. Some of the players who 
rejected their remaining eligibility 
to enter the draft are not consid- 
ered fully prepared. This may in- 
clude George, who has outstand- 
ing skills but, in the opinion of 
one top scout, "Another year of 
college football might have pro- 
vided the maturity he needs.” 

There was little doubt that 
if John Flannery of Syracuse had 
chosen to come into the draft he 
would have been the first center 
selected. Flannery stayed with the 
Orange and should be one of the 
top offensive lineman in college 
football this season. 

This year's crop of offensive linemen 
should be, in fact, better than what was 
available in the last draft. The best players 
should include tackles Stacy Long of 
Clemson, Michigan's monster-sized Greg 
Skrepenak and Terrill Chatman of Alabama, 
as well as guards Joe Garten of Colorado 
and Dean Dingman of Michigan. 

There are better tight ends available 
to the pros than there were a year ago. Chris 
Smith of Brigham Young, Lamonde Russell 
of Alabama and Tim Bruton of Missouri all 
rate highly. 

All-American Todd Lyght of Notre 
Dame likely would have been the first cor- 
nerback chosen had he entered the draft 
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early, so the natural expectation is that he 
will be the premier player at that position 
this season. 

Notre Dame should have a number of 
highly regarded pro prospects again. Chris 
Zorich, the Irish All-American nose tackle, 
seems a natural for the NFL, although he 
has two years of eligibility remaining. Ricky 


Tripp Welborne, a Michigan star. 


Watters, who played running back for Lou 
Holtz as a junior, interests the pros more as 
a wide receiver and return man. Watters 
played wide receiver as a sophomore. Two 
Irish stars return from the ineligible list and 
onto the scouts’ priority list. Mike 
Stonebreaker was a 1988 All-American 
linebacker. That same year, Tony Brooks 
played on a level with ex-teammate Anthony 
Johnson, one of the best fullbacks in the 
1989 draft. 

Miami will have a slew of prospects, 
including Erickson, receiver-return ace 
Wesley Carroll, defensive linemen Russell 
Maryland and Shane Curry as well as 
linebacker Maurice Crum. 

Alabama is another team with many 
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prospects, headed by Stacy, Russell, 
Chatman and place-kicker Philip Doyle. 

Right now, Erickson seems to stand 
alone among the senior quarterbacks, but 
Gary Hollingsworth of Alabama came fast a 
year ago and Bill Musgrave of Oregon has 
the numbers. 

Dan McGwire first attracted attention as 
a freshman quarterback at lowa. 
Mostly it was for his height, 6'8", 
and the fact that he is the brother 
of Mark, the Oakland A's slugger. 
After Dan transferred to San Diego 
State, he attracted more attention 
because of his passing skills. 

If their injuries heal well, 
running backs Tony Boles of 
Michigan and especially Darren 
Lewis of Texas A&M could rank 
right behind Stacy. lowa State 
coach Jim Walden swears that 
Blaise Bryant of his team will 
compete for the Heisman Trophy, 
and the pros respect that. Chuck 
Weatherspoon of Houston's run- 
and-gun offense is intriguing. 

Aaron Craver of Fresno 
State is another back who could 
have come into the 1990 draft 
but stayed in school instead. The 
pros think he made a wise deci- 
sion. The extra experience 
should make him a higher quali- 
ty player for the ‘91 draft. 

Other than Carroll and 
Carpenter, the wide receiver list 
includes speedy Emmanuel 
Hazard, Andre Ware's old collab- 
orator at Houston, as well as ver- 
satile Matt Bellini from Brigham 
Young's sophisticated passing 
game. Richard Buchanan had a 
big junior season despite Northwestern's 
usual struggle in the Big 10. 

Colorado has two interesting defen- 
sive ends, Alfred Williams and Kanavis 
McGhee, who probably will be used as 
linebackers in the pros. Williams stands 6'6" 
and, if he can put on 20 or 25 pounds, he 
might be better suited as an end or a combi- 
nation end-linebacker in the NEL. 

If Russell Maryland had passed on 
his final year at Miami, he probably would 
have been a high-round draft choice on his 
pass-rush skills alone. David Rocker's 
brother, Tracy, was undervalued by the pros 
last year and ended up being a steal for the 
Washington Redskins. David, a three-year 
starter for Auburn, is unlikely to be the victim of 
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the same sort of mistake. 

Randy Holleran of Kentucky may push into the top level of 
linebackers with Richardson, Crum, Ross, Hartsuyker and Stonebreaker. 

Cornelius Price of Houston, who tied for the national interception 
championship with 12, two of which he returned for touchdowns, rates with 
Lyght as a cornerback before his late entry into the 1990 draft. Dexter Davis of 
Clemson and Richard Fain of Florida are near that category, too. 

All-American Tripp Welborne of Michigan, Nathan LaDuke of 
Arizona State and Louis Riddick, a heavy contributor at Pitt since his 
freshman year, are among the best safeties. Free safety Todd Sandroni 
of Ole Miss led the Southeastern Conference in interceptions as a 
freshman and sophomore. Bob Navarro of Eastern Michigan tied 
Price for the national interception title a year ago. 

Then there is the unexpected. What underclassmen will decide 
to enter the draft early? 

"Our scouts will have to take that extra look at the good juniors 
from now on," admits Don Shula, the Miami Dolphins’ coach. 

“We didn't pay much attention at all to the underclassmen, other 


than the top guys, before this,” admits Dick Steinberg, new general 
manager of the New York Jets, “but now you have to cover everything.” 

There are always underclassmen who need no introduction. Certainly 
Rocket Ismail, Notre Dame's speedy game-breaker, is no stranger to the 
scouts. Neither is his junior classmate, Derek Brown, the big tight end. 

It was impossible to attend a Florida State game last year with- 
out noticing Kirk Carruthers, the perpetual motion linebacker. 
Everyone admired Ed King, Auburn's big guard, for a couple of sea- 
sons. Both are 1990 juniors. 

The two place-kicking Jasons, Jason Hanson of Washington State 
and Jason Elam of Hawaii, made All-American squads as sophomores last 
season. If they want to rob the cradle, the pros know what running back 
Chuck Webb did for Tennessee after Reggie Cobb was kicked off the squad, 
and what Steve McGuire did for Miami's running game. 

Robbing the cradle for quarterbacks makes less sense. Two 
freshman quarterbacks, Todd Marinovich of USC and Alex Van Pelt, 
of Pitt made smash debuts a year ago; but it would be best for every- 
one if they fermented for a while.

ALABAMA 
GRIMSON TIDE 


BamA's INFANTRY FLEXES ITs Muscles

0, Kemo Sabe, that rumble of 

thundering feet you hear is not a 

buffalo stampede. It's 

Alabama's new offense, the run- 

oriented attack preferred by new 
Head Coach Gene Stallings. 

Alabama? Running? The same Alabama 
that features spindly Gary Hollingsworth at 
quarterback? After all, Alabama led the 
Southeastern Conference in total offense and 
scoring primarily because of the right arm of 
Hollingsworth, a former less-than-journeyman 
player who was one of the biggest stories in 
college football last year. 

Hollingsworth, with a grand total of 
zero plays under his belt going into last sea- 
son, was forced into action when Jeff Dunn 
was injured and the baby-faced 
Hollingsworth became the Cinderella of col- 
lege football. He was the SEC Offensive 
Player-of-the-Year as he completed a school 
record 205 passes ina record 339 attempts 
for a record 2,379 yards. His five touchdown 
passes against Ole Miss tied an SEC record 
and his 32 completions against Tennessee 
set yet another record. Even in a losing 
cause against national champion Miami, 
Hollingsworth riddled the famed Hurricanes’ 
defense for 27 completions, 214 yards and 
three touchdowns. 

A weakness of the quarterback position 
is that, as last year, Alabama has no experi- 
enced depth behind Hollingsworth. Brent 
White, a transfer from Colorado State, was 
considered the best bet to back up 
Hollingsworth when spring drills got under 
way, but junior Danny Woodson, who missed 
last year for academic reasons, demonstrated 
incredible passing ability through the spring 
and improved his stock considerably. 
Woodson has no experience, but the combina- 
tion of his arm and his size (62°, 220 Ibs.) 
Gary Hollingsworth looks to repeat miracle 
year of '89. 
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and speed could conceivably cause major 
problems for a defense, particularly when he 
sprints out in a run or pass option. 

Well, Hollingsworth will still be pass- 
ing, but not until Bama has established its run- 
ning game. And that may not be too hard to 
do. The Tide returns some outstanding ball 
carriers, notably All-SEC tailback Siran Stacy. 


Stacy, who came to Bama as the na- 
tion's leading junior college scorer, took up 
right where he left off when he reached the 
big time. In his first game, he tied an 
Alabama record and earned National Player- 
of-the-Week honors as he scored four 
touchdowns. He had another four against 
Tennessee and his 317 all-purpose yards 
against the Volunteers shattered the school 
record held by current Denver Broncos star 
Bobby Humphrey. 

Despite being a second teamer for 
half the year, Stacy led the SEC in scoring 
and was fourth in rushing, second in all- 
purpose yards. 

And there are outstanding candidates 
behind Stacy, led by sophomore Derrick Lassic 
and junior Robert Jones. And this fall, the Tide 
will get Proposition 48 holdout Irving Spikes, 
who had a big time prep reputation. 

Fullback is also in good shape with 
the one-two men from last year returning. 
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Kevin Turner (6'1", 224 Ibs.) was more ef- 
fective as a blocker and pass receiver (48 re- 
ceptions for 465 yards, 50 rushes for 199 
yards), while sophomore Martin Houston 
(5'11", 245 Ibs.) is a pile driver runner. 
Houston's inside running ability was seen 
only briefly last year in his redshirt freshman 
season as he carried 53 times for 239 yards, 
He had one long run (36 yards), but most of 
his carries were of the three- and four-yard 
variety, usually with a handful of defenders 
hanging on. 

It is something of an irony that a run- 
ning game is greatly dependent upon those 
who are usually the worst runners on a foot- 
ball team — the offensive linemen. Alabama 
has depth and experience in the offensive 
front, led by All-SEC center Roger Shultz. 
However, Tide linemen will be operating in a 
different manner this year. 

In the past, Bama has been a finesse- 
type team. In the spring the Tide offensive 
linemen learned the importance — and the 
technique — of power blocking. Through 
most of this decade, Alabama teams have 
tried to trick their way into the end zone 
when they got close to the goal line. 
Frequently first and goal meant a field goal 
try after three plays. Stallings wants to 
power in the football for touchdowns. 

Returning starters include guards Chris 
Robinette and Trent Patterson and tackles 
Terrill Chatman and Vince Strickland (although 
Strickland's eligibility is in question owing to 
some courses he took in a community college 
before enrolling at Alabama). 

Tide coaches are high on backups at 
every offensive line position, including 
guard George Wilson, making a valiant 
comeback try after shooting off part of his 
foot in a hunting accident last summer. 
Others expected to see plenty of action (it is 
Stallings' plan to use more players than was 
the case under previous coaches Ray 
Perkins and Bill Curry) are Johnny Howard, 
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Tim Matheny, Matt Hammond, Charlie Dare, William 
Barger, Chip Garner and Tobie Shiels. The offensive 
line averages 6'2", 262-pounds. 

Alabama also returns an All-SEC performer at 
tight end, a man that Auburn's Pat Dye said follow- 
ing last year “absolutely cannot be covered.” 
Lamonde Russell is only an adequate blocker at 
6'1", 213-pounds, but he is extremely fast (faster 
than most of the Bama wide receivers) and last year 
had 51 catches for 622 yards. Behind him is a battle 
between Derrick Warren, Steve Busky and Manuel 
Swain. Alabama's offensive scheme includes a lot of 

| shifting before the snap and a lot of motion and 
Russell can be expected to go at the defense from a 
variety of spots from tight end to wide receiver to a 
wing or slotback. 

| There is depth and speed at the wide receiver 

1 spots. Last year, Prince Wimbley and Craig 
Sanderson divided playing time at flanker. This year 

=| Wimbley will be the flanker, Sanderson (who was 

Hollingsworth's favorite receiver in high school) the 
split end. Shon Thomas, Kevin Lee, Donnie Finkley 
and Lorenzo Cole will also play in the wide spots. 

Only offensive line coach Jimmy Fuller re- 
mains from last year's Alabama staff. New coaches 
on the Bama offense are Mal Moore (quarterback), 
Mike Solari (offensive line), Woody McCorvey (re- 
ceivers) and Lanny Kirksey (running backs). 

The first thing you notice about the Alabama 
defense is that Keith McCants isn't in the middle of 
it. McCants, a consensus All-American inside 
linebacker and, according to some, the best player 
in college football last year, elected to forego his 
final season at Bama and enter the National Football 

| League draft. There is not another Keith McCants on 
Alabama's football team. And McCants is not the 
only loss. All-American John Mangum and Lee 
Ozmint in the secondary, McCants's mate at inside 
linebacker Vantreise Davis, and down linemen Willie 
Wyatt and Thomas Rayam were the first teamers lost 
to graduation. 

However, there are some very good defensive 
football players on hand for new coaches Bill Oliver 
(secondary), Lance Van Zandt (inside linebackers), 
Ellis Johnson (outside linebackers) and Mike 
Dubose (down linemen) to work with. 

There are two primary problems in the defensive 
front, neither of which can be solved before fall play 
begins. One is a lack of numbers. There just aren't 
many defensive linemen available to work with. The 
other problem is a lack of experience among those few 
available. On the three-man defensive front, only right 
end (the Alabama nomenclature has two ends and a 
nose tackle) George Thornton (6'3", 290 Ibs.) returns 
as a starter. At left end, Byron Holdbrooks (6'5", 270 
lbs.), a former backup nose guard, looks more at home 
than he did in the middle. 

Last year, Robert Stewart was redshirted for 
disciplinary reasons and that redshirt year was spent

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as the scout team nose guard. In 1987, Stewart was a starting 
linebacker. In 1988, he was a starting fullback. Now up to 6’, 270- 
pounds and Alabama's strongest player, he is an outstanding 
prospect at a spot where Bama has had a run of fine players. Behind 
those three is virtually no experience and very little depth. Eric Curry, 
who came to Bama as a linebacker, worked at an end position in the 
final half of spring training and did very well. 

There is experience replac- 
ing the inside linebackers. John 
Sullins was a part-time starter at 
strongside inside linebacker last 
year, while Rodney Helton was 
McCants’ backup on the weakside. 
Additionally, Derrick Oden, a former 
strong safety now up to 230- 
pounds, had an excellent spring at 
inside linebacker. 

The outside linebacker spots 
may be Bama’s strongest and deep- 
est defensive position. Starters 
Steve Webb and Spencer Hammond 
and their top backups, Byron Sneed 
and Antonio London (a budding su- 
perstar), return. 

Junior Charles Gardner re- 
turns for his third season as start- 
ing free safety and senior corner- 
back Efrum Thomas was an all-star 
performer last year after coming in 
from junior college. George Teague, 


on special teams and as the nickel 
back in special situations, and ju- 
nior college transfer Mark 
McMillian will see playing time at 
left cornerback. Willis Bevelle, a 
Navy veteran who walked on at 
Alabama three years ago, is the 
leader for the starting position at 
strong safety. 

Other top candidates for 
playing time in the secondary are 
safety Stacy Harrison and corner- 
backs Lemanski Hall, Darren 
Greenwood, Mike Campbell and 
Clyde Goode. 

Alabama showed in the spring 
that it will be a different type defensive team, even though the basic 
3-4 alignment remains intact. Bama will rush the passer with four 
men — the three down linemen and one of the four linebackers — in 
normal situations. A blitz will add either another linebacker or a sec- 
ondary man to the rush. 

However, the primary difference in this year's defense and last 
year's stop unit will be in philosophy. Stallings believes in a quick-read- 
ing, attacking defense. Linebackers are a little closer to the line of scrim- 
mage and are expected to react with upfield movement the moment the 
play develops. It was the previous staff's philosophy to play the lineback- 
ers deeper, make a slower read, and then avoid the big play being broken 
— the so-called “bend but don't break" philosophy. The secondary will 
play both man and zone coverages and may even mix them at times — 
for instance, the left cornerback and free safety in a zone, the strong safe- 
ty and right cornerback in man coverage. 


Efrum Thomas is a standout in Bama secondary. 
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There was a good reason that Alabama ranked tenth in the SEC in 
net punting and kickoff returns last year. There are only ten teams in the 
SEC. The Alabama kicking game has languished between pathetic and 
horrible for the past few years, despite the presence of exactly the type 
people who should make for an outstanding kicking game. 

Last year, the Tide got caught without a scholarshipped punter. 
To his credit, the graduated Bill Smith got better as the year went on. 
But after four years of Chris 
Mohr, a 36.4 yards-per-punt 
average was hard to take. 
Smith did not rank tenth in 
the SEC. Two schools had 
two punters each better than 
Smith, so he was 12th. Even 
with those short punts, 
Bama coverage was only fair. 
Alabama's net punting was 
only 30.2 yards per punt. 
And on returns, Bama had 
no individuals listed among 
the top kickoff or punt return 
men, this despite a handful 
of sprinters available for re- 
turn duty. 

13 The one positive in the 
1 kicking game was the soccer- 
# style place-kicking of Philip 

1 Doyle. But despite Doyle's ob- 
} vious leg strength and good 
accuracy, he has yet to hit the 
clutch kick for the Tide. 

Doyle missed spring 
training to perform with the 
Alabama baseball team, but 
he will be the leader in the 
competition for his old job 
when the Tide reports for fall 
drills. But he won't be with- 
out competition. Former 
high school All-Americans 
Alan Ward, who has been 
used sparingly in the past, 
and Hamp Greene, a transfer 
from North Carolina State, 
as well as walk-on James 
Tuley, all show promise on 
field goals and extra points. 
The holder, Jeff Wall, returns from last year. And a walk-on, Matthew 
Pine, appears to be a capable snapper. 

The punting game also has some outstanding competitors, led by 
Stan Moss, Jr. The son of a former Tide player originally signed with 
Texas A&M, but transferred to Alabama a year ago and will be eligible 
this fall. Another walk-on, Tank Williamson, made a strong move late in 
the spring and will definitely be in the punting picture this fall. 

The tailback and wide receiver corps offer a number of poten- 
tially outstanding kick return men. And Alabama's overall excellent 
team speed should result in good coverage squads. 

But the best thing about the kicking game may be the addition 
of volunteer coach Amos Jones. Jones, a former Tide player who 
earned a greater reputation as a graduate assistant coach, was a full- 
time coach for Temple in charge of the kicking game before returning 
to the Tide.)

Rocker DREAMS OF NATIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP

fa football coach had the opportunity 
to create his own version of the perfect 
defensive lineman, there's a good 
chance that lineman would look a lot 
like Auburn senior David Rocker. 

To have a chance for greatness, a de- 
fensive lineman has to have plenty of size, 
which Rocker certainly does. At 6'4", 264 
lbs., he is the owner of a powerful body that 
looks like it was chiseled from stone. 

Another ingredient for greatness is 
speed and quickness. Although he's not going 
to beat tailbacks in a 40-yard dash, the big 
lineman from Atlanta has the cat-like quick- 
ness to run down backs or anybody else who 
gets in his way along the line of scrimmage. 

However, being big, strong and quick 
is only part of the equation for greatness. 
You've got to have a feel for the game, which 
is something Rocker has, and you've got to 
have plenty of heart. 

Rocker gets an ‘A’ in every category 
and that is why his coach, Pat Dye, is willing 
to make a bold prediction about the younger 
brother of 1988 Outland Trophy and 
Lombardi Trophy winner Tracy Rocker. 

"By the time this season is over," 
says Dye, “David Rocker may be the best 
defensive lineman to ever play at Auburn. 
And we've had some good ones.” 

When Dye says the Tigers have had 
some good ones, he is understating the situa- 
tion. Ten of his former defensive linemen are 
currently active in the NFL. Rocker and more 
than a few of his current defensive line team- 
mates have a chance to join them. 

"When | hear people say that | could 
be the best to play at Auburn, that's saying a 
lot," says Rocker. “I learned a lot by watch- 
ing some great players like Ron Stallworth, 
Benji Roland and Tracy, and it's an honor to 
be compared to those type of guys and all of 
the others who played before them. My goal 
going into the season is to be one of the 
best who ever played at Auburn and, what- 
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ever it takes, that's what | am going to do,” 

If Rocker can just become the best de- 
fensive lineman on the 1990 Tigers, he will 
rate recognition as one of the top tackles to 
ever play for Auburn. Defensive coordinator 
and line coach Wayne Hall has the luxury of 
calling on nine talented defenders to play the 
three down line positions in the Tigers’ 5-2 


scheme. The '90 team could feature Auburn's 
best defensive front ever. Rocker credits Hall 
with the Tigers’ success in that area. 

"It really comes down to the coach- 
ing," Rocker says. "Coach Hall really knows 
what he is talking about. He knows what it 
takes to make you your best. He pushes you 
and never lets you get above yourself. Every 
day he lets you know that you can do a little 
bit better, he keeps you constantly hungry. | 
can have what would be a great day in 
someone else's eyes, and there will be some 
little note along the way he can find for me 
to work on. It's important to have a coach 
like that who tells you the truth about your- 
self. There're never any lies.” 

As a junior, Rocker had 80 tackles. He 
had 5 sacks and 9 other tackles behind the 
line of scrimmage. Down the stretch in the 
toughest games, he was at his best. He graded

and graded 95 percent against Alabama before 
he was injured in the first quarter. 

While some defenses would suffer a 
great deal losing a player of Rocker's caliber, 
Auburn held strong because of its depth. 
The good news for Auburn fans and the bad 
news for opponents is that the Tigers will 
have more experience and probably more 
overall talent than ‘89's highly regarded unit. 

"Last year, we kept hearing about how 
our defense was supposed to be down after 
losing so many great players, but we knew 
that was a lot of bull,” Rocker says. “It moti- 
vated us to show what we could do.” What 
the Tigers could do was be stingy in surren- 
dering points, allowing just 10.6 per contest. 

The preseason line on the 1989 
Tigers, who finished 10-2 overall and 6-1 in 
a tie for first in the Southeastern Conference, 
was that the experienced offense would have 
to carry a rebuilding defense. That didn't 
happen. In fact, the inconsistent offense was 
the junior partner in Auburn's drive for a 
third straight league crown. This year, the 
situation probably will be the same. 

"| really believe this will be the best 
defensive team of any of the four | have 
played on,” says Rocker. "We lost just a cou- 
ple of starters, and we return plenty of talent- 
ed players at almost every position. | don't 
ever remember a more talented group, and | 
have been watching Auburn teams since the 
days when Bo Jackson was playing.” 

lf Rocker knows what he is talking 
about, the Tigers should again be in the hunt 
for the SEC title because the three previous 
teams he played with all had killer defenses, es- 
pecially the 1988 group that allowed only one 
opponent more than 10 points while leading 
the nation in scoring defense. 

The heart of the defense will be 
Rocker and three other senior tackles — 
Lamar Rogers, Fernando Horn and Mike

Campbell. Juniors Jon Wilson and Chuckie 
Johnson figure to play key roles and sopho- 
more Anthony Abrams has promise. At nose 
guard there will be a three-way battle for the 
starting job between 306-pound sophomore 
Walter "Barbecue" Tate and juniors Richard 
Shea and Tim Cromartie. "There aren't any 
average players in that bunch," Rocker says 
of his defensive line teammates. 

The situation at linebacker isn't as 
luxurious, but there are some potential stars 
at both the inside and the outside spots. 

Ricky Sutton, a 6:2", 250-pound 
sophomore, could develop into one of the 
best outside linebackers ever at Auburn. 
Reggie Barlow ( 6'3", 231 Ibs.) is consid- 
ered one of the top athletes on the team and 
appears ready to blossom as a junior. 
Sophomore Larry Young saw plenty of ac- 
tion last year and even broke into the start- 
ing lineup early in the season. Sophomore 
Bennie Pierce is expected to break into the 
playing rotation, and a couple of redshirt 
freshmen, Adrian Jackson and Jason 
Merchant, have talent. 

Although it will be almost impossible 
to replace the leadership and 165 tackles of

128 stops last year, the second best total of 
any Tiger. The junior is expected to start 
again along with one of three others — ju- 
niors Anthony Judge and Wayne Bylsma or 
sophomore Karekin Cunningham, a transfer 
from North Carolina. Redshirt freshman 
Danny Ledbetter could also see action. 

In the secondary, there is good speed 
and plenty of depth at safety. Senior John 
Wiley, who started at free safety last year, 
may see some action at cornerback, where 
more depth is needed. He started at corner 
as a sophomore. Senior Eric Ramsey and ju- 
nior Corey Barlow, the starting corners, are 
back, but after that pair there is no proven 
talent. Sophomore Dennis Wright could see 
some action. Redshirt freshman Mike Pina 
showed some promise in the spring. It's 
possible that a true freshman could see ac- 
tion at corner this fall. 

There are a lot of good athletes at the 
strong and free safety positions in addition 
to Wiley. Senior Dennis Wallace and junior 
Frankie Stankunas are both capable strong 
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safeties and sophomore Clarence Morton 
has potential but is still learning the position 
after moving from outside linebacker. Junior 
Alex Thomas should see plenty of playing 
time at free safety and senior Roy Hunter 
adds depth at both spots. 

Offensively, Dye wasn't pleased with 
his team's 23-point average in 1989, and he 
would like to see the total up in the 30-point 
range. 

Like the defense, the offense has 
plenty of proven performers, but it doesn't 
have the quality of depth. It also has the 
major area of concern for the 1990 season: 
Who will be the quarterback? 

"| think all three of the quarterbacks 
are good,” Rocker says. "It's just a matter of 
deciding who is going to be number one." 

Senior Frank Mcintosh has the most 
experience, but that isn't much. For the past 
two seasons, he was the seldom-used back- 
up to Reggie Slack. Mcintosh seems to have 
the knack for moving the team well. He has a 
good arm and quick feet but is frail-looking 
at just 6’, 167 Ibs.

Rocker, who should know after butting heads with the guys all 
spring, predicts the offen-

strongest Auburn has had 
in the past four years. 
Without question, the best 
of the group is 6'4", 284- 
pound junior All-American 
Ed King, the most domi- 
nant offensive guard on 
the Auburn campus in 
decades. The other guard 
spot was shared by Brad 
Johnson and Mark Rose 
last season, but both were 
seniors. Sophomore Tim 
Tillman is the likely re- 
placement unless junior 
college All-American 
Eddie Blake grabs the job 
in the fall.

Danley had bone chips taken from his ankle and Joseph had his knee 
scoped, as did Williams, who went down early in spring drills. All 
three are expected to be ready for the season. 

Danley and Williams are tailbacks, while Joseph probably will 
rotate between fullback and tailback.

The major chal- 
lenge in the middle of 
the schedule is an Oct. 
20 home date against 
Florida State and, as

This year, 
Auburn faces the Gators and Tide on the road.

For that to happen, one of the quarterbacks is going to have 
to step forward, and the Tigers must avoid injuries at inside 
linebacker, cornerback and offensive guard. And they will have to 
find a way to beat FSU. Auburn has lost just six games in the past 
three season; three of those losses were administered by the 
Seminoles. With 14 starters back from a team that whipped Ohio 
State 31-14 in the Hall of Fame Bowl, the Tigers should be very 
good and, if everything falls into place, Dye's 10th Auburn team 
could make a run at the national title)

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Masors SETS SIGHTS ON THE Big ONE

f you listen closely, perhaps press 
your ear to the walls outside Neyland 
Stadium, you might hear the talk at the 
University of Tennessee. 
You might hear someone say 
aloud, national championship. 

The Vols return 18 of 24 starters and 
50 lettermen from a team that went 11-1, beat 
Arkansas in the Cotton Bowl, finished No, 5 in 
the nation and tied with Auburn and Alabama 
for the Southeastern Conference title. 

Moreoever, to shore up a few defen- 
sive liabilities, Tennessee signed eight ju- 
nior college defenders — four of whom re- 
ceived All-American honors. In fact, several 
JCs said they were enticed to Tennessee by 
coaches saying the Vols could challenge for 
the national title. 

Most of the Vols are tight-lipped on 
the topic. "| don't think we'll talk about it,” 
fullback Greg Amsler said. “But | also feel 
it's in the back of everybody's mind." 

It's on the front of DT Mark Moore's 
mind. Tennessee's outlook is so bright, Moore 
could not curtail his enthusiasm. 

"That's something we as players have 
discussed," Moore said. "We asked each 
other, ‘What are you here for?’ | let it be 
known to my teammates, it's no fun and 
games. We're going for the big one — the 
national title. 

"| look around and see the athletes, 
the coaches. We've got all the tools. | think 
we've got a chance. It's just a matter of how 
hard we work." 

Vols coach Johnny Majors wishes 
hard work was the only criteria. 

"Realistically, there are probably 10 
or 15 teams that have a possibility of win- 
ning the national championship,” Majors 
said. "And the team that does it is going to 
have a favorable schedule. Our schedule is 
certainly not favorable. It is not the one you 
would make to build a dynasty.” 

"Our No. 1 objective is to win the 
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SEC championship because that's not myth- 
ical. But we have a tremendous amount of 
work to get done to be a championship team 
in this conference, much less a national 
championship team.” 

Tennessee opens the 1990 season 
against Colorado — last season's fourth- 
ranked team — in the first Disneyland 
Pigskin Classic. Along the way, the Vols 
play at Auburn, then play host to Florida, 
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Alabama and Notre Dame. 

"| don't know how we missed San 
Francisco ... the 49ers," said new defensive 
coordinator Larry Lacewell. 

One person the Vols missed in spring 
practice was tailback Chuck Webb, an All- 
American candidate who was suspended from 
the spring semester for academic reasons. His 
status for this season was not expected to be 
known until late July or early August. 

Webb set a UT freshman single-sea- 
son record by rushing for 1,236 yards, 
though he did not start until the sixth game 
of the season. He averaged 5.9 yards per 
carry and scored 12 touchdowns. He tacked 
on 250 yards in the Cotton Bowl. 

Webb is so good, rumors surfaced 
that the compact 197-pounder with 4.4 
speed in the 40 might turn pro after com- 
pleting just one season in college. Webb has 
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said he plans to return to UT. 

And if he doesn't? 

"You can't count on a single person 
to carry the load," guard Tom Myslinski 
said. "If Chuck doesn't come back, the of- 
fensive line just has to block better." 

Blocking better might be tough. The 
line helped the Vols lead the SEC in rushing 
(245.5 yards per game) and third-down con- 
versions (45.9 percent). But the real eye- 
popping statistics are these: On 24 posses- 
sions inside the opponents’ 5-yard line, 
Tennessee scored a rushing touchdown 23 
times; and on 43 third-and-two-or-less situ- 
ations, the Vols converted 35 times. 

No wonder Majors called UT's 1989 
line his best in 22 years as a head coach. 
Although it lost All-American guard Eric Still, 
four starters return, including tackles Charles 
McRae (6'7", 295 Ibs.) and Antone Davis 
(6'4", 310 Ibs.). Fulmer, who has produced 
eleven pros, thinks McRae and Davis have 
the potential to be first-round draft choices. 

The center is steady John Fisher. 
Myslinski will be joined at guard by Doug Baird. 

While Fulmer likes the potential of 
his line, he is quick to point out, "What you 
did last year doesn't count. You've got to do 
it again.” 

If quarterback Andy Kelly repeats 
what he did last season, the Vols’ offense 
should be as explosive as ever. Kelly was 
second in the SEC in yards per attempt, 
yards per completion and passing efficiency. 
He completed 92 of 156 passes — 59 per- 
cent — for 1,299 yards. 

Behind Kelly is talented but erratic 
Sterling Henton, who guided Tennessee to a 
5-0 start before losing his job ina loss to 
Alabama. With Kelly nursing the flu in the 
Vols' first spring scrimmage, Henton com- 
pleted 9 of 12 passes for 137 yards. 

If Chuck Webb returns, he could be a 
Heisman contender.

Tennessee is thin but immensely talented at wide 
receiver. Seniors Anthony Morgan (13 for 226) and Alvin 

Harper (13 for 246), and sophomore Carl Pickens (7 for 

81) are future high draft choices. And senior Vince Moore 

might possess the best running skills. 

At tight end are returnees Von Reeves (6 for 
80) and Mark Adams (10 for 166). However, junior 
college transfer Jerry Teel is the best receiver and 
also has the best speed (4.7). 

The offense, which returns nine starters, 
could match last season's averages of 408.5 yards 
total offense and 28.6 points per game. 

Defense, with eight starters back, is the key. A 
year ago, the line held opponents to 107.3 rushing 
yards per game, the best at Tennessee since 1970. 
But the secondary allowed 244.1 yards per game and 
a5/.5 completion percentage. And it wasn't helped 
up front; the Vols recorded only 24 sacks. 

However, in eight of 12 games, opponents 
did not score more than one touchdown. “That's ex- 
tremely productive," Lacewell said. 

Yet, Lacewell, respected as one of the na- 
tion's top defensive coaches, will be expected to 
patch some holes. 

"| know people wish you could just go out 
there and shut down people completely," said 
Lacewell, the former Oklahoma defensive mastermind 
who comes to UT after eleven years as head coach at 
Arkansas State. "But the most important statistic you 
put on the board is keeping people out of the end 
zone. What happens nowadays from the 1-yard line to 
the 1-yard line is not nearly as important." 

To help Lacewell coordinate the defense, he 
will coach just one position — inside linebackers. 
He is part of a revamped staff that includes three 
new defensive coaches, but Lacewell has worked 
before with two of them — secondary coach Tim 
Keane and line coach Rex Norris.

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alk about a renaissance football man, Carl Pickens was the 
nation's top freshman receiver last season, according to The 
Sporting News. But Pickens also was on the All-Southeastern 
Conference freshman team — as a defensive back. 
Pickens, the most versatile Tennessee Volunteer since 
— well, since Johnny Majors, who happens to coach the Big Orange 
now — is that rarest of football commodities, a two-way player. 

Wesley Walls played tight end and defensive end at Ole Miss 
in 1988 and three years ago Gordie Lockbaum caught the nation's 
fancy by playing in Holy Cross’ offensive and defensive backfields. 
But no prominent player since LSU's Tommy Casanova, who dabbled 
at running back before concentrating at safety in the early 1970s, has 
made an impact playing two positions. 

There was a time, not too long ago, when an athlete always 
played both ways. That changed in the mid-1960s when specializa- 
tion took hold. 

A more spectacular game, with players plugged in almost 
strictly to their singular offensive and defensive positions and with 
quick adjustments and rest on the sidelines while the alternate unit is 
on the field, took over from "The Complete Player," who, for almost a 
century of football, was expected to do itll. 

Now each man is asked only to do his share. 

"You should be able to reach a higher level of play if you're 
just playing one way. It's feasible for a good athlete who picks things 
up quickly to go both ways. But it's asking a lot," Majors said of the 
dearth of two-way players. "From the physical standpoint, he is taking 
an almost constant pounding, without much of a break. From the 
mental standpoint, he has to learn every aspect of football — in theo- 
ry, twice as much as other players. 

"A receiver, like Carl, has to know routes, patterns and the au- 
dible system to do one job. And, as a defensive back, he has to rec- 
ognize and react to what's happening at the snap of the ball. It really 
is a heavy burden.” 

Pickens, now a6'2", 188-pound redshirt sophomore, carried 
his burden exceptionally well. He was a backup on offense, and start- 
ed the last five games in the secondary. As a WR, Pickens caught 
seven passes for 81 yards, an 11.6-yard average. As a DB, he inter- 
cepted five passes in the five games he played defense. 

"And every one was a play of consequence,” Majors empha- 
sized. "Every one made a difference in how our games turned out." 

Every game turned out well as Tennessee won its last five, plus 
a Cotton Bowl victory, to share the SEC championship and finish 11-1. 

Pickens finished with 18 tackles (13 unassisted), 4 passes bro- 
ken up, 1 fumble caused, and 1 interception return for a touchdown. 

And get this — he was also fifth in the SEC in kickoff returns 
with 594 yards, a 22.8-yard average. 

One of Pickens’ kickoff returns was a 93-yard backbreaker just before 
the half in a 45-39 victory against LSU, a game in which Tiger quarterback 
Tommy Hodson riddle the Tennessee secondary for 438 yards. 

On the bus ride from Tiger Stadium to the Baton Rouge airport, 
then-defensive coordinator Doug Mathews broached Pickens about 
the possibility of helping out on the defensive perimeter — just a few 
plays a game. 

“Let's see what happens,” Pickens said. "| didn't know if | was 
the guy who would make a difference, but | was ready to try it.” 

Pickens started at free safety in an admitted breather against 
Akron and was in on three tackles and broke up two passes, not 
counting the deflected pass he intercepted and returned 40 yards for 
a touchdown. 

Six tackles and an interception that led to the decisive touch- 
down was Pickens' report card against Ole Miss. Against Kentucky he 
had another interception, broke up a pass and caused a fumble. 
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"The thing was,” Majors said, "we started making big plays in 
an area where we were very vulnerable. And we did it from then all the 
way through the Cotton Bowl." 

Pickens made a crucial end zone interception against Arkansas 
in the Cotton Bowl that led to a touchdown in a 31-27 victory. 

Majors realizes the contributions Pickens, who again is ex- 
pected to go both ways but who also feels his greatest talents are on 
offense, made in Tennessee's stellar season. 

Majors was the last 60-minute man in Tennessee football his- 
tory. As a junior in 1955, Majors played tailback on offense, safety on 
defense, returned kicks, punted, and held on place-kicks. For a hun- 
dred or more plays a game that season, Majors was on the field. 

"It wore on you physically and mentally,” he admitted. 

Against Georgia Tech that season, in a 7-7 tie, the worn-down 
Majors dropped a punt snap. "I think | was just so tired," he said. 
"The defense bailed me out because they didn't score. But it was a 
tough moment for me." 

Glenn Davis, Mr. Outside on the fabled Army teams of the 
1940s, said that any comparison of football in his era and today is al- 
most coincidental — in large measure because athletes then had to 
excel in SO many areas. 

"|'d only carry the ball maybe 15 times a game," Davis said in an 
interview 35 years after he was awarded the 1946 Heisman Trophy. 
"Now, it's not unusual for a good tailback to get the ball 35 or 40 times 
in one game. Of course, he can go sit down when the defense is in. 

“When | was playing, when it was time for our defense, | be- 
came a defensive halfback. So I'm sure | logged as much running 
time, perhaps more, than today's offensive backs because |'d either 
be coming up to help make a tackle, or I'd be running back defending 
against a pass. 

"There were no specialty teams then, either. You'd block on 
one play, carry the ball on the next, and maybe run a pass route on 
the third. Then, when it was time to punt, you'd be going downfield to 
cover the kick. One thing you didn't need was a lullaby to help you 
sleep at night. 

"Players today are bigger, stronger and faster, and they have bet- 
ter equipment and better coaching. And the game is much more com- 
plex. But | don't think today's players are as versatile as we were." 

That's something to think about. 

Billy Cannon, a superb football specimen, was a 1950s Bo 
Jackson. Cannon, who won the 1959 Heisman Trophy as an LSU 
halfback, was an Olympic possibility both as a sprinter and 
weightlifter, described once by an opposing football coach as "a 
frightening combination of speed and strength." 

Cannon passed up any Olympic considerations for the first 
six-figure contract in professional football. Torn back muscles, an in- 
jury in his third season, limited Cannon thereafter and he eventually 
played two other positions — flanker and tight end. 

His misfortune allowed Cannon to become a rare football 
specimen, an All-Pro at two positions, making it early as a running 
back, later as a tight end. 

The point goes back to one of the SEC's legendary games, the 
1959 Halloween night game in which No. 1-ranked LSU defeated No. 
3-ranked Ole Miss 7-3 on Cannon's 89-yard punt return. 

What few remember about the game was that after Cannon's 
run, which came with 10 minutes remaining, the Rebels mounted a 
drive that went to the LSU one-yard line. On the game's last play, the 
Rebel quarterback was stopped inches short of a touchdown. First 
defender to hit the runner was Cannon. 

Carl Maddox, the Tigers’ backfield coach that season and a 
veteran of 40 years of coaching around the South, said 30 years later, 
"Billy Cannon was the greatest defensive player | ever saw." 
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It's nothing short of amazing to find just how many hallowed 
football names — exciting names associated with spectacular runs and 
touchdowns — more than earned their cleats on defense as well. 

Jay Berwanger, George Gipp, Tom Harmon, Red Grange, 
Whizzer White, Bobby Layne, Doak Walker, Paul Hornung, all played 
defense with as much pizazz as they did offense. 

Picking the 1929 All-American team was a headache for the 
Associated Press because of the multi-talents of Bronko Nagurski, a 
stunning University of Minnesota athlete. 

Nagurski received 65 votes as 
a tackle, where he performed particu- 
larly well on defense, and 50 votes at 
fullback. A New York Sun sports writ- 
er handled the dilemma by selecting a 
10-man All-American team with 
Nagurski at both tackle and fullback. — 

Howard "Hopalong" Cassady, a -iesemear 
Heisman Trophy recipient, saved the fees 
1954 national championship for Ohio 
State against No. 1-ranked Wisconsin, 
which led the Buckeyes 7-3 in the third B 
quarter and was driving for another 
touchdown. Cassady intercepted a 
pass and returned it 88 yards for an 
Ohio State touchdown, the crucial play 
ina 31-14 Buckeye victory. 

In the Rose Bowl, a 20-7 victo- 
ry over Southern California, Cassady 
rushed for 92 yards and made two 
touchdown-saving open-field tackles 
of USC halfback Jon Arnett. 

One of Hopalong's postgame 
rewards was a 14-karat gold St. 
Christopher's medal from an im- 
pressed fan — William Boyd, the 
actor who played the cowboy hero 
Hopalong Cassidy in the movies. 

White, who parlayed his edu- 
cation at the University of Colorado 
into a seat on the U.S. Supreme 
Court, scored 16 touchdowns, nine 
on runs of 46 yards or more, for the 1937 Buffaloes. 

When Colorado played Rice in the Cotton Bowl, White ac- 
counted for all of the Buffaloes’ points in their only defeat (28-14) of 
the season. White threw an 8-yard touchdown pass, then scored on a 
47-yard interception retur, and kicked both extra points. 

Chuckin' Charley Conerly and Y.A. Tittle are legendary figures 
in Southeastern Conference lore, both exceptional quarterbacks as 
collegians and professionals. 

Conerly passed for 18 touchdowns and ran for 9 more in Ole 
Miss' memorable 1947 season. But one pass, thrown by Conerly and 
picked off by Tittle, will forever link the pair. 

The Rebels and LSU were locked in intense combat in a game that 
would determine the SEC championship. In the fourth quarter, Conerly hit 
a receiver in the flat. "It bounced off the guy,” Tittle recalled, a bit sheep- 
ishly even after all these years, “and | cut in front and picked it off. The 
receiver was sort of holding me from my rear, around my belt, and when 
he pulled, it snapped my belt buckle loose." 

Tittle was in the clear — in the moonlight, as they say — 70 
yards from the end zone, holding the ball in his right arm, his pants 
with his left hand. "Someone moved across to cut me off," he said, 
“and | shifted the ball to my left arm and the pants dropped down

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around my knees. I've never been so alone in all my life.” 

Barney Poole, one of the Rebels who caught Tittle on the 30- 
yard line, preserving Ole Miss' 20-18 victory and the school's first 
SEC championship, said with a hardy belly laugh that the play was 
the most vivid personal memory of his career. 

Chuck Bednarik played both center and linebacker for Penn 
from 1945 through 1948 and later became the answer to one of foot- 
ball's most enduring trivia questions: Who was the NFL's last 60- 
minute man? 

As acollegian, Bednarik had 
13 interceptions in his first two sea- 
sons and was estimated to have been 
in on 50 percent of Penn's tackles. 
You can imagine the enormity of his 
presence on the field since Bednarik 
also was considered the Quakers’ 
best blocker.

four tackles and brought down the 
last Cornell runner at the 3, a yard 
mee!) short of a first down. 
Bednarik finished his college 
] career as a two-time All-American 
and finished third behind Doak 
Walker and Charlie Justice in the 
1948 Heisman voting, then became 
an eight-time All-Pro for the 
Philadelphia Eagles. 

At age 36, Bednarik again 
played center and linebacker and was 
a main component in the Eagles’ 1960 championship season. He en- 
sured the title in the championship game against the Green Bay 
Packers. The Eagles were ahead 17-13 with 10 seconds left, but the 
Packers were at the Philadelphia 20. Quarterback Bart Starr flipped a 
short pass to fullback Jim Taylor, whose powerful legs began churn- 
ing toward the end zone. One Eagle defender hit Taylor and bounced 
off. Then another Eagle hit Taylor and bounced off. 

Bednarik hit Taylor at the 10. The pair struggled for what seemed 
a long time, Bednarik trying to hang onto the runner and striving for the 
leverage to bring him down, and Taylor squirming to break loose. 

Finally, the pair fell heavily onto the frozen turf. The defender 
stayed on the runner while watching the seconds run down on the 
Franklin Field clock. As the hands wound down to 0:00, Bednarik let 
go, lifted himself, and said, "Okay, Taylor, you can get up now. This 
game is over." 

It was a memorable moment because that game represented 
the only playoff defeat ever absorbed by the Vince Lombardi Packers. 

Afterward, Bednarik was asked about his “Ironman” role, the 
first in the NFL in years and years, and said with justifiable pride, 
“There are other guys in this league capable of playing 60 minutes. 
But | did it."Q

COACHING 
CHANGES 


You CAN'T TELL THE 
COACHES WITHOUT A 
SCORECARD

his was the reaction of a former 

Alabama player — one of “Bear's 

Boys" — shortly after Bill Curry 

left Tuscaloosa in his rearview 

mirror to become Head Coach at 
the University of Kentucky: 

"Can you imagine a father in Alabama 
trying to explain to his teenage son why the 
Head Coach at Alabama wanted to go to 
Kentucky?" 

It's supposed to be the other way 
around. Football may be king in Alabama, 
but it is merely the crown prince to basket- 
ball in Kentucky. Surely you recall that Paul 
"Bear" Bryant spent eight years as 
Kentucky's Head Coach BEFORE he went to 
Alabama (with a three-year stop at Texas 
A&M in between). 

Not only does Alabama have a new 
coach for the third time since Bryant retired 
following the 1982 season, but there also 
are new people stalking the sidelines at such 
major football schools as Michigan, 
Arkansas, Clemson, Pittsburgh, Florida and 
Houston. And that's in the wake of last 
year's changes at the likes of Oklahoma, 
Miami (FL), Georgia and Texas A&M, 
among others. 

A total of 19 of the 106 Division I-A 
teams have changed coaches for 1990, a 
turnover rate of 18.9 percent slightly above 
the average annual rate of 17.2 percent since 
the NCAA began keeping track of coaching 
changes in 1947. 

In 1988, the turnover rate was a record 
low 8.65 percent. A year earlier, however, it was 
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23.1 percent, 
the second 
highest ever 
(the record is 
28.6 percent in 
1973). 

Here 
are the 
changes for 
1990: 

ALABAMA — The Crimson Tide 
lost a coach who couldn't beat Auburn and 
got one who actually beat the Bear. Gene 
Stallings, one of "Bear's Boys," replaces 
Curry, who wasn't. In Alabama, that's akin to 
a federal crime. 

Stallings played for Bryant at Texas 
A&M in 1955-56, began his coaching career 
there under the Bear in 1957 and followed 
him to Alabama in 1958. He returned to 
A&M as Head Coach in 1965. Despite a 27- 
45-1 record in seven seasons, in their only 
head-to-head meeting, Stallings and A&M 
beat Bryant and ‘Bama 20-16 in the 1968 
Cotton Bowl. That capped Stallings’ only 
winning season and was one of only six 
games the Bear lost to one of his pupils in 
49 meetings. 

"Gene Stallings was Coach Bryant's 
selection when he retired," said former 
Alabama star Lee Roy Jordan. “It didn’t hap- 
pen at that time, and that may have hap- 
pened for a reason. We may not have been 
ready for it. | think the University of 
Alabama, the fans and the people are ready 
for Gene Stallings now." 
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Steve Spurrier's back "home" at Florida. 


ARKANSAS — Offensive coordina- 
tor Jack Crowe was elevated to the head job 
one day after Ken Hatfield left to replace 
Danny Ford at Clemson. Since his only pre- 
vious Head Coaching job (he was 5-15 at 
Livingston University in Alabama in 1977- 
78), Crowe has been offensive coordinator 
at North Alabama, Wyoming, Auburn, 
Clemson and Arkansas. 

CLEMSON — With Clemson under 
investigation by the NCAA, Ford — the only 
coach in Atlantic Coast Conference history 
with a winning percentage of more than 70 
percent (96-29-4 — .760) among coaches 
with at least five years in the conference — 
resigned in January. Both Ford and Clemson 
insisted the investigation was not the reason. 
Hatfield was quickly lured from Arkansas, 
where he and athletic director Frank Broyles 
were no longer bosom buddies. 

DUKE — After leading the Blue 
Devils to their first bowl bid in 29 years, 
Steve Spurrier went "home" to Florida. Barry 
Wilson, a veteran college assistant (Georgia, 
Mississippi, Georgia Tech, Duke) was pro- 
moted from Assistant Head Coach to his 
first head job at any level. 

FLORIDA — Spurrier replaces Gary

Darnell, who replaced Galen 
Hall five games into the 
1989 season, who replaced 
Charley Pell three games 
into the 1984 season. 
Welcome home, Steve, and 
get ready for a lesson in 
Football 101. le 

HOUSTON — When | 
Jack Pardee jumped to the 
Houston Oilers, the Cougars 
turned to offensive coordi- 
nator John Jenkins, the ar- 
chitect of their “run and 
shoot" attack, who wrote a 
book on technical football at 
the age of 23. 

KENTUCKY — At 
the age of 61, the highly re- 
spected Jerry Claiborne de- 
cided it was time to retire. 
Enter Curry, who was 26-10 
in his three traumatic years 
at Alabama (Bryant was 20- 
7-5 in his first three sea- 
sons at ‘Bama; if you're 
keeping score, he was 7-3 
his first year at Kentucky). 
At Kentucky, 10-2 will be 
more than satisfactory. It 
also may be impossible. 
Best of all, Curry won't have 
to face Auburn (he's 0-10) 
for a couple of years. 

LONG BEACH 
STATE — Say what? They 
hired who? George Allen — 
yes, THE George Allen — 


replaces Larry Reisbig, who Alabama's Gene Stallings is one of "Bear's boys." 


resigned. Allen's last coaching job was with 
the Washington Redskins (1971-77), but he 
has coached in college — in the Dark Ages. 
He was a combined 49-31-7 at Morningside 
(1948-50) and Whittier (1951-56). 
Morningside's in lowa and Whittier's the 
alma mater of one Richard M. Nixon. 
MIAMI (OH) — The Cradle of 
Coaches has fallen on hard times (2-18-1 
the last two years), so Tim Rose was fired 
and Randy Walker (Class of '76) was hired 
after 10 years as an assistant at North 
Carolina and two at Northwestern. 
MICHIGAN — Bo Schembechler, 
whose 234 victories are the fifth highest 
among those who have coached at least 10 
years in Division |, stepped down (up?) to 
become president of the Detroit Tigers. His 
hand-picked successor is Gary Moeller, a 
Schembechler aide at Miami (OH) and 
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Michigan since 1967 except for three sea- 
sons (1977-79) as Head Coach at Illinois, 
where he went 6-24-3 and was outscored 
95-16 in three meetings with Bo. 

NAVY — Elliot Uzelac was only 8-25 
in three years but thought he had saved his 
job with a 19-17 upset of Army in the 1989 
finale. Surprise! Navy's new coach is George 
Chaump, who was 33-16-1 in four years at 
Marshall after going 29-21-2 in four years at 
Indiana (PA). 

NEVADA-LAS VEGAS — Three Notre 
Dame assistants got Head Coaching jobs in 
Division I-A and I-AA following the 1989 sea- 
son. One of them is offensive coordinator Jim 
Strong, who replaces Wayne Nunnely, who re- 
signed after a 4-7 campaign. 

NEW MEXICO STATE — Mike 
Knoll could do no better than 1-10, 2-9, 1- 
10 and 0-11 (that's 4-40 overall), so New 
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Mexico State hired Jim Hess, 


who compiled an overall 
112-53-5 record in eight 
years at Angelo State — in- 
cluding a 1978 NAIA cham- 
pionship — and seven at 
Stephen F. Austin. 
OHIO UNIVERSITY 
— Tom Lichtenberg was the

PITT — The 
Panthers traded one offen- 
sive guru for another, firing 
Mike Gottfried shortly before 
the John Hancock Bowl 
against Texas A&M and pro- 
moting offensive coordinator 
Paul Hackett, who has loads 
of experience as a college 
and pro assistant but whose 
only previous head job was 
as coach of the University of 
California at Davis freshmen 
in 1970-71. Hackett is 1-0 
after Pitt's 31-28 bowl victory. 

RUTGERS — Now it 
can be told. In 1984, the reason Rutgers 
took so long to hire Dick Anderson was be- 
cause Joe Paterno couldn't decide whether 
to leave Penn State. When he decided to 
stay, Rutgers opted for Anderson, a Paterno 
aide. But after a 27-34-4 record in six years, 
Anderson was told to get lost. Actually, he 
found his way back to Penn State and was 
replaced by Tampa Bay Bucs assistant Doug 
Graber, who has one year's experience as a 
college Head Coach. He was 6-5 at Montana 
State in 1982. 

SAN JOSE STATE —Goodbye, 
Claude Gilbert. Hello Terry Shaw. 

TOLEDO — What's going on here? 
Dan Simrel! was fired after a winning season 
(6-5; 49-38-2 in eight years) and replaced 
by Nick Saban, who comes from the 
Houston Oilers and has been an assistant at 
six colleges. 
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UTAH — Utah fired Jim Fassel (25- 
33 in five years) and star quarterback Scott 
Mitchell gave up his senior season shortly 
thereafter. The new coach is Ron McBride, 
whose career as an assistant coach includes 
two stops at Utah (1977-82, 1985-86). He 
comes from Arizona, where he was assistant 
Head Coach and offensive line coach. 

WISCONSIN — Barry Alvarez, assis- 
tant Head Coach and defensive coordinator 
at Notre Dame, replaces Don Morton, who 
was 6-27 at Wisconsin after successful 
reigns at North Dakota State and Tulsa. 

It has often been said that you don't 
want to follow a legend, but rather follow the 
coach who follows the legend. Bill Curry fol- 
lowed that rule at Alabama, and it turned out 
to be anything but golden. 

lf Joab Thomas, then the president of 
Alabama, had intentionally set out to anger 
Crimson Tide supporters when Ray Perkins 
bolted to the NFL following the 1986 season, 
he would have done one of two things — 
hire a coach with a losing record or one who 
had ties to Auburn, Tennessee or Georgia 
Tech. Thomas did both; Curry was 31-42-4 
in seven seasons at Georgia Tech and even 
three national championships at Alabama 
probably wouldn't have erased that fact. 

Curry called his problems at Alabama “an 
unusual scenario," which is putting it mildly. 

"The problems | had at Alabama did- 
n't come from the average guy but from 
within the university,” Curry said after his 
departure. "There are a lot of great people 
and a lot of great fans in Alabama, but there 
also is an element that believes if you don't 
have that Alabama pedigree stamped on 
your forehead and you don't beat Auburn, 
you're nothing." 

What is Stallings? "You know, I'm not 
Coach Bryant,” he said, quickly adding that 
stepping into the job once owned by the 
Bear is "a dream come true.” 

When Stallings and Bryant arrived in 
Tuscaloosa in 1958, Alabama had won only 
four games in three years. "He had to teach 
them how to win again," Stallings said. 
"That's not the goal now; it's getting every- 
body pulling together." 

Like Paul Bryant Jr. 

"Papa was always very close to him," 
Bryant said of Stallings. "He said a number 
of times that he was the best coach in the 
country." 

Stallings was an assistant to Tom 
Landry with the Dallas Cowboys for 14 years. 
He became Head Coach of the Phoenix 
Cardinals in 1985 and was fired during the 
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1989 season with a 22-34-1 record. 

"He worked for Bear Bryant, played 
for Bear Bryant and he is a lot like Bear 
Bryant,” Landry said. "He's a good, solid, 
fundamental coach. He knows the game very 
well, teaches it very well and expects noth- 
ing but the best from the people he coaches. 
| don't know a better person. He's an excep- 
tional person. He's straight and he's honest. 
If | had to go to war, he's the one I'd want 
with me." 

In 1960, at Bryant's request, Stallings 
even authored Bear Bryant On Winning 
Football, a technical book on Bryant's 
philosophies. 

Despite all of Stallings’ credentials, it 
didn't take long for jokes to start. They prob- 
ably originated in East Central Alabama, 
home of Auburn University. 

Q.: What do the Pope and Gene 
Stallings have in common? 

A.: They're both former Cardinals and 
neither one knows a thing about football. 

Q.: What do the moon and (Auburn 
Coach) Pat Dye have in common? 

A.: They both control the Tide. 

At Clemson, Ford, who used to be 
mentioned as a possible Alabama coach (it's 
his alma mater), resigned, saying: 

"| deny any wrongdoing on my part 
and | am confident that an impartial review 
of the facts will so prove.” 

Clemson president Max Lennon said 
he and Ford feel "very strongly” that the rea- 
sons behind the resignation should not be 
made public. After receiving a letter of ex- 
planation from Lennon, State Rep. David 
Beasley, chairman of the House Education 
and Public Works Committee, said: 

"Given the facts, given the circum- 
stances, Clemson did the only thing it could 
do... | told them | was really upset that 
there's a gag order, but ... | must say | un- 
derstand." 

Where's Sherlock Holmes when you 
need him? 

Meanwhile, Hatfield and Arkansas 
were on the outs. The school had offered 
him a new contract in December which, ac- 
cording to Broyles, "had clauses in it that 
protected him better than probably any 
coach in America." 

Broyles said Hatfield's use of an 
agent to negotiate the contract caused some 
of the friction. 

"Strained relationships began in the 
coaching profession when they got agents," 
Broyles said. "You call any athletic director 
who is involved with a coach who has an 
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agent and, if he's honest, he'll tell you that 
the relationship is never the same once the 
coach hires an agent." 

The two biggest surprises in the 
changing of jobs in the coaching profession 
in 10 years were handled by the same agent 
(Robert Fraley of Orlando, FL, who also rep- 
resents Bill Curry). 

Hatfield's arrival at Clemson was 
greeted by a threatened players boycott, 
which quickly died out. 

"We felt led here,” Hatfield said. "We 
felt this was the right time to come. We un- 
derstand it's a very difficult situation in time, 
but | promise you that things will work out." 

At Michigan, Schembechler went out in 
accustomed style — a loss in the Rose Bowl 
(Bo was 2-8 there) and a temper tantrum dur- 
ing the Wolverines’ 17-10 loss to Southern 
Cal. In fact, Schembechler drew an official 
reprimand from Big 10 Commissioner Jim 
Delany after his retirement. 

With the score tied at 10, Michigan 
tried a fake punt for a first down but was 
nullified by a holding penalty. Schembechler 
threw down his clipboard and almost tripped 
over a cable connecting his headphones. He 
was slapped with an unsportsmanlike con- 
duct penalty. 

"The one thing | won't miss in retire- 
ment is incompetent officiating,” he growled. 
"It's the most unbelievable call, and | got it 
in my last game. It was a Pac-10 official, 
and it happens every time | come out here 
(Pasadena)." 

By the time the Tigers hired him, Bo 
had recovered his sense of humor, pointing 
out that he was not named to baseball's 
Umpires Committee. 

Schembechler also gave up the 
other half of his job as Michigan's athlet- 
ic director. 

“I'm not sure that it's in the best in- 
terest of Michigan, or the program, or my- 
self, or Gary Moeller for me to be hanging 
around,” he said. "It might be pretty difficult 
for me to sit in the athletic director's chair. 
I'd want to go to practice, and | don't think | 
should do that." 

Moeller wouldn't have cared. Nor is 
he afraid to follow a legend. 

“It's never been in my mind, ‘God, | 
wish he would quit,’ " Moeller said. "I can 
say that very honestly. But we can carry on 
without him. It isn’t going to bother me if he 
stays around (Schembechler will continue to 
live in Ann Arbor). He said it will, and 
maybe he's right, but I'd love to have him 
around."

ohn McKay, a renowned quipster, 
got off one of his better lines when 
his Southern Cal football team 
played at Notre Dame in 1965. 

As the Trojans’ Mike Hunter 
slipped and sprawled on the turf after taking 
the opening kickoff on a rain-slick field, the 
Southern Cal coach exclaimed: 

"Oh, my God, they've shot him!" 
McKay was not serious, of course — 
but he was not very far from the truth, either. 
Since the Trojan wars with the Fighting 
Irish began in 1926, this has been a heated, 
long-distance rivalry inflamed by lunatic 
emotions and a no-holds-barred outlook. 
“It's physical, historical and spiritual,” 
says David Lewis, a former USC player. "You 
have two great private institutions with great 
football talent who go at each other for 60 
minutes every year and take no prisoners.” 
McKay, who coached in some of the 
most memorable games in the rivalry — 
and, therefore, some of the most memorable 
in college football history — would agree. 
“There's no intersectional rivalry that 
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compares with USC-Notre Dame because it 
has nationwide interest,” McKay says. 
"Nothing even comes close. It captures the 
Midwest, the West and the East and, unlike 
other intersectional rivalries, it has been an 
annual event (except during World War II) 
since 1926." 

And while most rivalries are based on 
geographical proximity, league affiliations or 
military connections, this one is based pure- 
ly on excellence. 

The Irish have the highest winning 
percentage, the most All-American selec- 
tions, the most Heisman Trophy winners and 
the most national champions in the history 
of college football. Southern Cal, with a dy- 
nastic succession of running backs, ranks 
second in All-American selections and has 
had its share of Heisman Trophy winners 
and national championship teams. 

The names from this series read like a 
Who's Who of college football: Knute Rockne, 
the Four Horsemen, Johnny Lujack, Joe 
Theismann and Joe Montana, to name a few 
from Notre Dame; 0.J. Simpson, Mike Garrett, 
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Frank Gifford, Jon Arnett and Anthony Davis, 
to name a few, from Southern Cal. 

The series started with a bang in the 
1920s between the Rockne and Howard 
Jones teams and reached a roaring crescen- 
do in the 1960s and 1970s when McKay 
was coaching Southern Cal and Ara 
Parseghian was at Notre Dame. 

“What comes to mind in that series is 
that we had an intense rivalry and virtually 
every year each team came into the game 
having an influence on the national champi- 
onship in one form or another," Parseghian 
says. "It was incredible.” 

Indeed. In Parseghian’s 11 years at 
Notre Dame, nine of the games with 
Southern Cal had a significant bearing on 
the national title picture. Five times the win- 
ner of the game won the national champi- 
onship; the other four times, the loser was 
knocked out of contention. 

During this period, McKay had the 
better of Parseghian, 6-3-2, but both shared 
equally in some of the highest, and lowest, 
moments of their careers. Each won two na- 
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tional championships during their head-to-head rivalry and they com- 
bined for a record of 188-39-11.The 1964 game perhaps best typifies 
the emotion, excitement and significance of the series, which leads the 
college football world in inspiration and bizarre turnabouts. It was in 
that game in the Los Angeles Coliseum that Parseghian was 30 min- 
utes away from an undefeated season and a national championship in 
his first year as coach at Notre Dame when everything collapsed under 
a second-half stampede by the Trojans. 

It was as bitter a loss as any in Parseghian's career and still re- 
mains painfully clear in his memory more than a quarter-century later. 

"| remember that game so vividly because it denied us the na- 
tional championship, a turnaround season that would have given us a 
10-0 year from a team that the previous year had been 2-7 with 
Hughie Devore. That was traumatic, after having gone through all 
those games and leading in that game 17-0, to have it snatched away 
from us in the fourth quarter.” 

Doing the snatching was Rod Sherman, who caught a touch- 
down pass from Craig Fertig with 1:33 remaining for the winning 
score. That capped a dramatic rally for the Trojans, who scored 20 
second-half points for a 20-17 victory after trailing 17-0 at the half. 

"We were really fired up," Fertig remembers, “and Coach McKay 
had us well-prepared. Even though we were down 17-0 at the half, | felt 
we could win. We had been moving the football, our game plan was 
working. We felt if we could take the second-half kickoff and go in and 
score, then we could beat these guys, which is what we did.” 

"These guys" were a prize-winning Notre Dame team that fea- 
tured Heisman Trophy winner John Huarte at quarterback, an All- 
American end in Jack Snow and one of the nation's best defensive 
linemen in Alan Page. Most of Notre Dame's starting lineup went on 
to play in the National Football League. 

Fertig remembers Page in particular. "| still get chills from the 
hit he put on me," Fertig says. "For years | couldn't watch him play on 
television when he was in the NFL." 

The "hit" happened after Fertig unleashed his winning pass to 
Sherman. The receiver wound up with a touchdown catch and Fertig 
wound up on his back. 

"| didn't see Rod make the catch," Fertig says. "In fact, | never 
even saw a picture of me throwing the ball. All | saw was the picture 
of Rod making the catch." 

After that, the only picture Fertig remembers was a stadium 
filled with bedlam. 

"We just barely got to the locker room. Coach McKay was real- 
ly emotional. Notre Dame was his favorite team as a kid, so he made 
the Notre Dame game really important. He was overcome with emo- 
tion. It was the first time a lot of us had ever seen it." 

The game, and the rivalry with Notre Dame, left its mark on 
Fertig, as it has for so many others. 

“As | get older, the thing that's a thrill for me is that people still 
remember the (1964) game. As | go around the country to do talks, 
people talk about the ‘64 game and they'll tell you exactly what they 
were doing at the time, just like the Kennedy assassination. That's 
why it's a great series. Coach McKay said it was the closest thing to 
war in the country right now, but there's a lot of respect in it, too." 

Parseghian made the Southern Cal game a focal point after that 
bitter loss. "From then on, it became the dominant game," he says. “I 
think the increased attention for the series goes back to 1964." 

For Parseghian, it resulted in the "Remember Game" in 1965 
when Larry Conjar matched the modern Notre Dame record with four 
touchdowns to lead the Irish to a 28-7 romp over the Trojans and 
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their Heisman Trophy-winning runner, Garrett. 

Not only the Irish football team, but their fans, were ready for 
the Trojans that year. Fertig remembers: "We went back to South 
Bend, and every two feet on the sidewalk on the campus were signs 
that said, ‘Kill Mike Garrett.’ That was their idea of fun.” 

The 1965 "Remember Game" was followed by "The Humiliation’ 
in 1966 when the Irish returned to Los Angeles and administered a 51- 
0 whipping, the worst beating in Southern Cal history. 

In returning to the scene of his most disappointing loss, 
Parseghian had made the 1964 game his battle cry for 1966. 

"Before that 1966 game, Ara came into the locker room and 
wasn't like himself," remembers Jim Seymour, Notre Dame's great end. 
"Normally he would leave the players completely alone, except maybe 
talking to the quarterbacks or receivers. But this time he came into the 
locker room, and after we knelt down in prayer, he went over to the 
blackboard and wrote down '1964' and circled it and said, ‘Let's go!’ * 

It took some time for McKay to forgive Parseghian for that hu- 
miliation. So it was no doubt with great satisfaction that McKay was 
able to spoil Notre Dame's perfect year in 1970 with a 38-28 victory 
on the last day of the season. Nor was it any less pleasurable for 
McKay to round out a perfect season in 1972 with a 45-23 rout of 
Notre Dame as flamboyant Davis scored six touchdowns, the greatest 
individual offensive performance in this fabled series. 

Perhaps just as enjoyable for McKay was the 1974 game when 
the Trojans came back from a 24-0 deficit to bury the Fighting Irish 
55-24 with a barrage of second-half touchdowns led by the irrepress- 
ible Davis. 

The astounding 55-point run by the Trojans started with Pat 
Haden's touchdown pass to Davis at the end of the first half and con- 
tinued into the second, with Davis scoring three more, one on a 100- 
yard kickoff return and two on runs from scrimmage. 

“It was one of those freak things that happens where the mo- 
mentum shifted in the game on Anthony Davis’ kickoff return on the 
opening play of the second half,” Parseghian remembers. "The mo- 
mentum just completely turned around." 

Parseghian has only one regret about that game. 

"In the third period, when all that was going on, | should have 
probably called a timeout. You don't like to call timeouts in the third 
quarter in football, you preserve them for clock-stopping opportuni- 
ties in the fourth quarter because they can influence the outcome of a 
game. But in retrospect, | should have called a timeout and tried to 
quiet things down if | could." 

Irish fans made Davis Public Enemy No. 1 after those dazzling 
performances against Notre Dame. 

“After that '74 game, | was walking out of the locker room," Davis 
remembers. "There were about 20 Irish fans milling around and one of 
them, this lady, walked up to me. | don't know if she was serious or not, 
but she pulled out a small crucifix on a chain and started swinging it in 
front of my face. And do you know what she said? ‘Nobody's ever done 
that to Notre Dame, A.D. You've got to be the devil."” 

Actually, nothing has been sacrosanct in this brilliant series 
that had its seeds in a casual gentleman's agreement. Some time be- 
fore the series started in 1926, Rockne's Irish had been upset by an 
lowa team coached by Howard Jones. The two shook hands in the 
center of the field after that 10-7 lowa victory. 

"Now, don't forget," Rockne said. "You owe me a game." 

"You'll get it," Jones replied. 

When Jones later joined Southern Cal, he kept his promise to 
Rockne. Of course, neither knew then how big the series would be,

but they had some idea when the 1927 game at Chicago's Soldier 
Field attracted a crowd of 120,000, the largest ever to watch a college 
football game. They saw a mammoth defensive stage won by Notre 
Dame 7-6, which would be indicative 
of the Rockne-Jones rivalry and 
Jones’ rivalry in general with Notre 
Dame. In 1929, some 113,000 at 
Soldier Field watched Notre Dame 
survive again, this time 13-12. 
The Rockne-Jones rivalry was 
short-lived, though, interrupted by 
the death of the Notre Dame coach 
prior to the 1931 season. It was in 
that year that one of the most memo- 
rable games of the series was played 
at Notre Dame. Memorable from a 
Southern Cal standpoint, that is. 
The Fighting Irish, now 
coached by Hunk Anderson after 
Rockne's untimely death in a plane 
crash, generally were recognized 
throughout the Midwest and East as 
the greatest American football team 
of that generation. They boasted a 
21-game winning streak and it ap- 
peared they would make it 22 after 
taking a 14-0 lead over the Trojans 
after three quarters. 
Sensing a victory was at hand, 
Anderson removed many of his regu- 
lars from the game. He lived to regret 
it. Free substitution had not arrived 
in football at that point and the rules 
of the day prevented any player from 
returning to the lineup in the same 
quarter. Thus, when the Trojans 
mounted a dramatic rally in the 
fourth quarter, the Irish were practi- 
cally helpless to stop it. 
Gus Shaver scored two touch- 
downs for Southern Cal to cut Notre 
Dame's lead to 14-13. Kicker Johnny 
Baker, who missed one of the extra- 
point tries, didn't miss a 23-yard 
field goal with one minute left for the 
Trojans’ thrilling 16-14 victory. 
Surprised as they were to beat a great Notre Dame team, the 
Trojans were even more surprised to find the reception that greeted them 


upon their return to Los Angeles. There, a crowd of 300,000 cheering cit- 


izens welcomed them as they stepped off the train. The Southern Cal 
players, all wearing bowler hats courtesy of an admiring Chicago haber- 
dashery, rode in a memorable victory parade to City Hall. "| never saw 
anything like it in my life,” said Trojan tackle Ernie Smith. 

For many years thereafter, the 1931 game was classified solely 
as "The Game" in Southern Cal folklore and replayed over the sea- 
sons as the headiest of Trojan victories. 

Jones would taste other triumphs over Notre Dame, but none 
as sweet, and there would be bitter defeats as well in one of the na- 
tion's most hotly contested football rivalries. 
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In the 15 games Jones coached against Notre Dame, eight 
were decided by a touchdown or less. Since then, not much has 
changed. The games have usually been competitive and, if not, they

have at least been fascinating, although Notre Dame has now won 
seven straight for a 32-23-4 edge in the series. 

Talk about big — the winner of the game has gone on to capture the na- 
tional championship or earn a share of the No. 1 ranking on 23 occasions. 

Talk about upsets — Notre Dame spoiled USC's previously 
unbeaten seasons when they defeated the Trojans in 1927, 1947, 
1952, 1968 and 1973. The Trojans returned the favor in 1931, 1938, 
1948 (a 14-14 tie), 1964, 1970 and 1980. 

Talk about emotion — this Is as intense as it's going to get. 

"There is no hitting like the hitting in the USC-Notre Dame 
game," says Nick Pappas, a running back for the Trojans in the 
1930s. "Any Trojan who ever played in a Notre Dame game remem- 
bers every tackle, every block, every play called in the huddle. 

"It is a fantastic experience." 
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Hottz StTitt BirTeR Over No. 2 FINISH

ou Holtz apologized for not hiding his 
emotions, but how many of us could 
have handled the news the Notre 
Dame coach had just received? 

A moment before Holtz was 
to address the media gathered in Miami on 
the morning after his team’s convincing 21- 
6 victory over Colorado in the Orange Bowl, 
he was told his Irish had finished second to 
Miami in the final Associated Press poll of 
sportswriters and broadcasters. 

The Irish had just beaten the previ- 
ously unbeaten and No. 1-ranked team in 
the nation the night before. With six victo- 
ries over teams then ranked in the Top 20 
and eight that went to postseason bow! 
games, the Irish had completed the most 
difficult schedule in the nation, which, look- 
ing back, may have hurt more than it helped. 
When it came down to the final evaluation, 
the pollsters pointed to Notre Dame's only 
loss — to Miami 27-10 — the week after 
the Irish had traveled to and beaten No. 17 
and bowl-bound Penn State 34-23 while the 
Hurricanes took the week off. 

Miami's schedule wasn't nearly as chal- 
lenging and included a loss to Florida State. Yet, 
that one head-to-head confrontation with the Irish 
was good enough for the pollsters. 

Naturally, Holtz was bitter. He still is. 

"It's funny, they pick you No. 1 in the 
preseason polls when they think you are 
going to have the best record against the 
toughest schedule, then when you do it, you 
finish No. 2," said Holtz, whose team never 
lost its No. 1 status until the loss to Miami. 
"It's ashame some people had to make a 
personal thing out of it against Notre Dame 
instead of just voting on a football team that 
deserved to be No. 1." 

But even through his disappointment, 
Holtz maintains his sense of humor. 

“What did we learn from the experi- 
ence?" he repeated the question. "| guess we 
need more Catholics on the poll board." 
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Everybody from the '89 schedule is 
back on it this year with the exception of 
weakling Southern Methodist, which has 
been replaced by Southeastern Conference 
and Cotton Bow! champion Tennessee — at 
Tennessee. 

“Our kids know what they must do,” 
said Holtz. "It's pretty obvious now." 

Another perfect season, such as the 
12-0 national championship campaign of 
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1988, should do it. But don’t even mention 
that to Holtz. 

"We're not thinking about that or the 
past,” said Holtz. "This is a whole new team 
with different personnel, a different staff and 
different problems." 

The Irish have so much talent return- 
ing, yet Holtz says he has never faced a sea- 
son with so many question marks. 

Like, how do you replace Tony Rice, a 
quarterback who gave the Irish so much 
more than numbers during his rise to 
Heisman Trophy candidacy? Or who will fill 
the gaps left by an honor-squad front line 
and secondary? 

But before you start feeling sorry for 
Blue Lou, take a look at the big-name re- 
turnees. Orange Bow! MVP and consensus 
All-American flanker Raghib Ismail. Jim 
Thorpe Award finalist and All-American cor-

nerback Todd Lyght. Consensus All- 
American and Lombardi Award finalist Chris 
Zorich at nose tackle. 

Eleven starters return — six on de- 
fense and five on offense — and that does- 
n't include linebacker Michael Stonebreaker 
and defensive tackle George Williams, 
starters two years ago. Stonebreaker, an All- 
American two years ago, sat out last season 
with kneecap and hip injuries. Williams re- 
turns from a year of academic ineligibility. 

"We do have some very talented indi- 
viduals, but we do not have a very talented 
team," said Holtz, 37-11 in four seasons at 
Notre Dame. "You look at the people we lost, 
and you're talking about people who had 
been in this program a very long time. 
That's what makes teams out of talent." 

"And now we're replacing a lot of 
that. But that all goes with the territory. It's 
like starting a job all over again. We've 
closed the books on last, year and now we're 
looking at the 1990 season." 

That look begins at quarterback, 
where Rice led the Irish to a 28-3 mark as a 
starter over three seasons. When Rice grad- 
uated, so did classmates Steve Belles and 
Pete Graham, leaving a pair of sophomores, 
Rick Mirer and Jake Kelchner, as the only 
two scholarship quarterbacks on the squad. 

Mirer, a 6'3", 205-pounder from 
Goshen, In, played in eight games as a fresh- 
man, completing 15 of 30 passes for 180 
yards. He was intercepted once. Kelchner, a 
6'3", 200-pounder from Berwick, Pa, did not 
play a down as a rookie but served as the 
scout team’s leader in practice. 

Both players arrived at Notre Dame 
with impressive honors. Mirer, who threw for 
a state record 3,973 yards his senior sea- 
son, was a Parade All-American and was 
rated by some as the top quarterback in the 
nation. Kelchner was Pennsylvania's high

"They are two talented individuals but completely different," said 
Holtz. “One is very smooth and very methodical in Rick Mirer. The other 
is alittle herky-jerky, a little out of control but very productive in Jake 
Kelchner. He doesn’t look good, but doggone it, he is effective." 

Regardless of who runs the show, the Irish offense will take a dif- 
ferent approach. a = 

"There's no ques- | . 
tion we have to change 
our offense to suit the 
talents we have there," 

Holtz said. "We will 
throw the football more. | 
would imagine our of- 
fense will look a little bit 
more like my first year in 
‘86 when Steve Beuerlein 
was our quarterback. 
Some people may think 
that it's an aerial circus 
compared to our past few 
teams. But we don't ex- 
pect to throw the ball 40 
or 50 times a game." 

What makes Notre 
Dame's quarterback situ- 
ation even more perplex- 
ing for Holtz is his front 
line. J 
“Usually when you 
have a young quarterback, 
you've got an experienced 
line to help carry him,” 

Holtz said. "Or vice versa. 
You've got a young line 
with an experienced quar- 
terback. You can usually 
count on one to carry the 
other. But we've got a 
young line and a young 
quarterback." 

The Irish lost two- 
year starters Tim 
Grunhard at guard and 
Dean Brown and Mike 
Brennan at tackle. Two- 
ia ee ake ate "Rocket" Ismail is a threat to score from anywhere. 
missed spring practice due to elbow surgery. Two-year starting guard 
Tim Ryan also returns. 

Mirko Jurkovic, a 6'5", 281-pound junior, could slide in at the 
other guard position after being Ryan's backup last season. The top 
three candidates for the two tackle vacancies are seniors Winston 
Sandri (6'4", 278 Ibs.) and Joe Allen (6'4", 288 Ibs.) and junior 
Justin Hall (6'5", 295 Ibs.). 

"My biggest concern is depth," Holtz said. "The first unit 
should be fine but beyond that, | don't know." 

Offensively, the Irish's strengths are at tailback, wide receiver 
and split end. 

Ricky Watters, last year's top ground-gainer, is back, but the 
Irish are so deep at tailback that he will be used more at split end. 
Watters was the starting flanker for the '88 national champions, so he 
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is no stranger to catching the ball. 

“We've used him at one spot or the other, and now we can use 
him at both," Holtz said. "He has matured enough to handle the re- 
sponsibilities of both.” 

Watters rushed 118 times for 791 yards and 10 touchdowns 
last year. He also is a key individual on the return teams, averaging 

= — ro maj 13.3 yards per punt return 
e for 3 touchdowns. 

So, who makes Holtz 
feel so confident that he can 
move his top rusher out of 
position? Sophomore 
Dorsey Levens and juniors

Spears. Levens, who rushed 
25 times for 132 yards and 
a touchdown, has the edge 
] on the other two. Another 
"| possibility is Tony Brooks, 
S| who says he will return to 
| the team if he can get his 
suspension difficulties 
cleared with the university. 
Brooks was the leading 
rusher two years ago before 
losing his eligibility for aca- 
demic and disciplinary rea- 
sons last fall. 

The Irish lost de- 
pendable Anthony Johnson 
at fullback, but three expe- 
rienced fullbacks return in 
juniors Rodney Culver and 
Walter Boyd and senior 
Ryan Mihalko. Culver can 
go at both fullback and 
tailback, but he worked 
predominantly at fullback 
at the end of last season, 
gaining 242 yards on 59 
carries. Brooks also is a 
fullback possibility. 

With Watters at one 
receiving slot and Ismail at 
another, defenders will 
have a tough time keeping 

orrocaewe ua /auseorr UD. ISmail, a junior, can 
also play tailback and split 
end. His 22.2-yard average per reception is tops on the Notre Dame 
career list. 

With 1,628 all-purpose yards — 478 rushing, 535 receiving, 
502 on kickoff returns and 113 on punt returns — Ismail pulled in 
enough votes to finish 10th in the Heisman balloting. 

Taking advantage of the versatility of Culver, Watters and 
Ismail, Holtz may use the three players in various combinations de- 
pending on the situation. 

The Irish are also deep at tight end with Derek Brown, Frank 
Jacobs and Irv Smith. Brown (6'7", 235 Ibs.) caught 13 passes for 
204 yards last season and was a valuable blocker. 

Defensively, Holtz's biggest concern is his secondary, depleted 
by three-fourths with the losses of safeties Pat Terrell and D'Juan 
Francisco and cornerback Stan Smagala. 
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But as Holtz pointed out, there's not a player in the country he'd 
rather have to lead a rebuilding effort with than returning cornerback 
Todd Lyght. Lyght, who intercepted 8 passes last season, has 4.40-sec- 
ond speed and an immeasurable amount of aggressiveness. 

Candidates for Smagala's spot include juniors Rod Smith and Shawn 
Davis and sophomore Reggie Brooks, who was moved from tailback. 

"We won't lose anything on speed here regardless of who 
plays," Holtz said. Smith, who started three games last year when 
Smagala was injured, has 4.32 speed and may also be a candidate for 
one of the safety holes. 

Senior Greg Davis and junior George Poorman are first in line 
for the safety assignments, where Holtz said he may have to look to 
his freshman class for depth. Only six scholarship players fill the 
eight-man two-deep. 

Despite the departure of second-team All-American Jeff Alm at 
tackle, the defensive front line will be one of the team's strengths. 
Anchoring the unit is Zorich, who ranks as a top candidate for both 
the Lombardi and Outland Trophy awards honoring the top linemen in 
America. With 92 tackles, the 6'1", 266-pound junior was voted 
Lineman-of-the-Year last year by UPI. 

Also back is senior Bob Dahl, who had 52 tackles last season, 
and Williams, a sack specialist on the '88 team. Troy Ridgely, who 
served as Zorich's backup, will be ready to back up at any three of the 
front positions, 

Notre Dame's three primary outside linebackers — Andre 
Jones, Scott Kowalkowski and Devon McDonald — are back. 
Kowalkowski started all 12 games last year, while Jones had nine 
starts and McDonald the other three. 

At inside linebacker, returnee Donn Grimm will welcome the 
return of Stonebreaker. Grimm was second only to the departed Ned 
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Bolcar in tackles last season with 93. Stonebreaker, you may recall, 
bumped Bolcar from the starting lineup two years ago, a year after 
Bolcar had earned All-American honors when Stonebreaker sat out as 
a sophomore. 

"The thing that we have to remember is that Stonebreaker has 
played one year in the last three," noted Holtz. "To miss one year and 
come back is one thing. To miss a year, play a year, miss a year and 
try to play again is a lot more difficult." 

The kicking game should be strong again with the return of se- 
niors Billy Hackett and Jim Sexton and sophomore Craig Hentrich. 
Sexton and Hentrich are both punters, although Sexton's job mainly 
is to handle pooch punts into enemy territory. Hentrich is the distance 
man after booting eight punts of 50 or more yards last year with a 
44 .6-yard average, which was among the best in the nation. Hentrich 
also handled field goals and PATs most of the season until Hackett 
took over late in the year. 

In addition to working in new players this season, Holtz also is 
breaking in some new coaches, including his son, Skip. 

Defensive coordinator Gary Darnell (Florida) replaced Barry 
Alvarez, who became head coach at Wisconsin. Dick Bumpas 
(Arkansas) replaced defensive line coach John Palermo, who became 
head coach at Austin Peay. Running back coach Peter Vaas (Allegheny) 
replaced Jim Strong, who became head coach at Nevada-Las Vegas. 
And Skip Holtz (Colorado State) was hired to work with the receivers, 
enabling Pete Cordelli to work exclusively with the quarterbacks. 

"This is a football team that has to be put together all over 
again, including the staff,” Holtz said. "The new coaches will make it 
more difficult, but I'm looking forward to it. The first thing we've got 
to do is all get on the same page."

SPRING UPDATE 


It was a relatively uneventful spring practice for the Irish--until the 
final week, that is. Senior Ricky Watters began the drills as the new 
split end, following coach Lou Holtz’s request to move from last 
year's tailback position. Watters was looking forward to the change 
until he started to miss holding the football. He pleaded his case 
with Holtz, who moved him back to tailback in the team’s final 
scrimmage. Watters then played very little at split end in the final 
Blue and Gold intrasquad game as Holtz announced that Watters 
probably will play tailback this fall even though the Irish "don’t have a 
starting split end." "Playing wideout kind of limits me,” said Watters, 
who had accepted the switch for the good of the team. "I like to run 
with the ball and you just don’t run with it that much at that position. 
I'm just running down the field. How am | going to help us win just 
running down the field?" 


Perhaps, Holtz is asking the same question. Yet, the Irish are deep 
at tailback where Dorsey Levens and Kenny Spears both had 
good spring sessions. Holtz said Levens averaged about 8 yards 
per carry last spring. Meanwhile, Ray Griggs and William Pollard 
are the best bets to move into the wideout spot if Watters returns to 
tailback for good. 
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The only major injury the Irish suffered in spring practice was one 
they could ill-afford. Already down to two scholarship quarterbacks, 
the Irish lost backup Jack Kelchner when he suffered a broken right 
clavicle early in the Blue-Gold Game. Starter Rick Mirer 
quarterbacked both teams and completed 21 of 43 passes for 303 
yards without an interception. Kelchner, who took nearly as many 
snaps as Mirer, was expected to be sidelined for four months. That 
could delay his return to opening practice Aug. 23. If Kelchner isn’t 
ready, the backup job will fall to one of the incoming freshmen, 
Kevin McDougal of Pompano Beach, FL, or B.J. Hawkins of 
Potomac, VA. 


The missing in action included center Mike Heldt, who sat out while 
recovering from surgery on a dislocated elbow, and Devon 
MacDonald, who had arthroscopic surgery on a knee last January. 


Four seniors: center Mike Heldt, cornerback Todd Lyght, split end 
Ricky Watters and nose tackle Chris Zorich, were elected team 
captains by their teammates. This marks only the second time in 
lrish history that four players have served as captains in one 
season.

tion. The CFA operated in good faith when it 
represented that all 64 members desired to 
participate in the ABC and ESPN agree- 
ments." 

In fact, Neinas said that when 
Beauchamp called him on Feb. 1 and said 
that he and Dick Rosenthal would like to 
meet with Neinas on Feb. 3, "| asked if they 
were going skiing because Rosenthal has a 
place at Singletree." 

Instead, the three met in Denver. 

"They said they were going into seri- 
ous negotiations (with NBC). They an- 
nounced it on Feb. 5. You're telling me they 
did this thing in two days?" Neinas said. "| 
was completely surprised. My impression 
was it was a fait accompli.” 

On Feb. 5, Notre Dame issued a press 
release containing these interesting items: 

e "The five-year (NBC) pact covering 
30 games will be worth more to Notre Dame 
than its projected earnings from the pro- 
posed College Football Association pact 
over the same time period." 

e "Other schools would have consid- 
ered such treatment of Notre Dame as a vio- 
lation of the notion of ‘equal partnership.’ If 
the University is in a position to attract spe- 
cial terms from a carrier, it is best that it 
make an independent arrangement." 

The Notre Dame-NBC pact caused so 
much of an uproar that Beauchamp, who 
also is the university's chief financial officer 
as well as chairman of the faculty board in 
control of athletics, explained Notre Dame's 
position ina Feb, 12 letter to its alumni, 
non-subway variety. 

"The University concluded this TV 
agreement for three reasons principally,” it 
said. "First, the television revenue will pro- 
vide a great infusion of funds for scholar- 
ships. Second, the contract assures TV ac- 
cess to games when distance to the campus 
or ticket supply precludes the attendance of 
alumni in person. Third, the contract makes 
it possible to schedule virtually all homes 
games for a uniform starting time, most like- 
ly 1:30 p.m. 

"The highest development priority of 
Notre Dame's Board of Trustees and admin- 
istration is greatly enhanced resources for 
student financial aid. In the current 
‘Strategic Moment Campaign’ the university 
is seeking $60 million for scholarships. 
Television revenue earmarked for this pur- 
pose will bring Notre Dame closer to the day 
when financial need will no longer be an im- 
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pediment to a Notre Dame education." 

By the way, varied football starting 
times have never been an impediment to 
sellouts at Notre Dame, which has sold out 
virtually every home game since 1965. 

This much is clear: No other school 
has the mystique or commands the national 
football attention that Notre Dame does, and 
no other school could have commanded 
such a lucrative TV package. Perhaps no

other school could command any kind of a 
network TV package. 

"Notre Dame is the biggest thing in 
sports," says ESPN's Cook, who once 
served as college football liaison for ABC. 
"I'd rather own the rights to Notre Dame 
football than the NFL. Notre Dame will al- 
ways make money for you. The NFL usually 
will, but not always.” 

Father Beauchamp doesn't deny 
Notre Dame's need for money. 

"People don't understand. It's impor- 
tant for us to be on the network,” he told the 
Times. "We don't have a regional following. 
We need the exposure. And we're committed 
to. a new program. In the coming years, we 
want to be able to have a Notre Dame that 
would permit every eligible student to come 
in... We are turning the new television 
money over to our scholarship fund. It won't 
even see its way to the athletic department." 

Rosenthal detailed Notre Dame's 
problem with the CFA-ABC pact. 

“The fact that the deal was concen- 
trated on one network led us to believe Notre 
Dame's appearances would be reduced,” he 
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said. "That creates a problem because that 
means regionalization for us. That, quite 
frankly, would hurt us." 

Notre Dame, by the way, is the No. 1 
sports marketer among American colleges 
with university-endorsed products generat- 
ing more than $1 million in annual royalties 
on sales of more than $30 million. 

The NCAA, which has been out of the 
football TV business since its TV plan was 
overturned by the U.S. Supreme Court as a 
result of the 1984 Oklahoma-Georgia law- 
suit, must have gotten a good laugh out of 
the CFA’s discomfort. 

"Since 1984, it's been the right of 
colleges and universities to handle TV any 
way they see fit. This is just a good example 
of that," said NCAA director of communica- 
tions Jim Marchiony. 

See, the CFA is the last outfit on earth 
that can argue that Notre Dame did not have 
the legal right to do what it did. Whether or 
not it was ethical is another matter. "They 
said they were doing it for their fans and 
alumni,” said Rudy Davalos, the athletic di- 
rector at the University of Houston. “But | 
don't think there was a real big problem see- 
ing Notre Dame on TV. 

"| call it greed. Certainly, it's their op- 
tion, but it hurts the effectiveness of the CFA 
when people go wildcatting.” 

Tulane University law professor Gary 
Roberts put it this way: 

"Right now, the NCAA is seriously 
looking into sharing the wealth of college 
basketball on a much more across-the- 
board basis. The wealth of college basket- 
ball comes through the NCAA and its tour- 
nament. It's a clearing house. 

"That's why this Notre Dame deal is 
terrible. It's just creating a situation where a 
handful of schools are making a fortune 
based on the quality of performance on the 
football field. We've been trying so long to 
diminish the financial incentives that cause 
the perversion of the athletic mission. But 
even at Notre Dame, what they're openly ad- 
mitting is that they're not running an ama- 
teur athletic situation — except for not pay- 
ing athletes. This makes them professional 
in every sense of the word, except that thier 
athletes aren't getting paid for their work." 

By the way, Notre Dame isn't the first 
school to bolt the CFA's TV plan. Neinas 
points out that the Atlantic Coast 
Conference, along with Miami, Army and 
Navy, left the plan in 1985-86. But, says 
Neinas, there was one major difference.

n 1987 Florida State reached a high- 
water mark, finishing No. 2 nationally. 
A year later Bobby Bowden's 
Seminoles wound up No. 3 and again 
last season Florida State was No. 3. 
Noting the sequence, one fan, following No. 
3 in the last final poll, cracked: "Thank 
goodness, we've stopped the slide!” 

Whether Florida State can continue to 
reside in this elite high-rent district is the 
burning question. Figures on returning 
starters say no, but extraordinary recruiting 
over the last three years, coupled with the 
fact Bowden has redshirted about 20 mem- 
bers of his last two freshman classes, sug- 
gest yes. 

Have the Seminoles evolved into one 
of those rare college-football forces that 
never rebuild, but simply reload? "Well, we 
have recruited some talent in those recent 
years,’ says Bowden, “but this sure is a kind 
of new ball club we're going to have this 
year." 

New starters, for sure, at 14 of the 22 
positions. The Seminoles return just four 
starters on offense, just four on defense. “It's 
getting to the point you look out there every 
year and a lot of your starters are gone," 
said Bowden. "The good part is that we have 
excellent replacements. We'll have a new 
quarterback, new receivers, new tailback and 
new defensive line.” 

Last season FSU had only five re- 
turning starters on offense, only five on de- 
fense — and this was the outfit that fin- 
ished the season with 10 straight victories 
that included a 24-10 victory over Miami's 
national champions, as well as a startling 
41-17 demolition of Nebraska in the Fiesta 
Bowl. 

This is also an outfit that probably 
will stretch that winning streak to at least 14 
Lawrence Dawsey is FSU's most dangerous 
receiver.

following a September schedule of East 
Carolina, Georgia Southern, Tulane and 
Virginia Tech, with all except Tulane coming 
to Tallahassee. 

“It's an early schedule in our favor," 
said the candid Bowden. "It is also a tough 
schedule, but tough in the right places!” He 
means that his young squad hopefully will 
have gained enough experience and togeth- 
erness to be ready for an October featuring, 


in order: Miami, Auburn, LSU and South 
Carolina. 

When pondering FSU’s chances of 
winning as it recently has, consider first 
that, with Peter Tom Willis gone, one place 
Florida State does not have a returning 
starter is at quarterback — yet the 
Seminoles may be loaded there. 

Two fourth-year juniors will duke it 
out for the starting job, with home-grown 
Casey Weldon the better bet over Brad 
Johnson. 

Weldon, 6'1", has an uncommon arm 
and feet, which is to say he can run about as 
well as he can pass. In spring practice, 
Bowden had him focusing on which to do 
when. "If he'll stay in the pocket and throw it 
when he's supposed to, then run it when 
he's supposed to, he'll be fine", said 
Bowden. "But if he gets carried away with 
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that running, we could lose the continuity 
we've got to have." 

Should Weldon miss a step, 
Johnson, a starter on FSU's basketball team 
before giving up that sport, would move in 
quickly. Some say he tends to approach the 
game with more intensity. At 6'5", he's got 
an edge in height. 

Sophomore Chris Ward, 6'1", was 
primarily restricted to a punting role in his 
freshman season, but he's a more danger- 
ous runner than Weldon and quite a promis- 
ing passer, too. "All three are good leaders," 
said Bowden. "Ward, like Weldon, has to 
learn when to throw and when to run, but he 
has a good arm and good football instincts. 
Mobility for a quarterback can be a great 
asset, yet it can be a liability, too. If he relies 
on that mobility too much in our system, it 
can be a negative." 

Many a team would love to have the 
two quarterbacks the Seminoles have lining 
up behind these three. One is Chris Weinke, 
an incoming 6'5" freshman from Minnesota 
who was perhaps the nation's most sought 
after prep quarterback. The other is Ken 
Felder, a 6'3" redshirt freshman. A starter on 
the baseball team, this athlete may have 
more all-round ability than any of FSU's 
five. 

Despite such mobility at quarterback, 
you can stifle any thought that the 
Seminoles might alter the passing game a 
bit. "We ain't putting the option in," says 
Bowden firmly. "The thing is, you can hardly 
do both. You just don't have the time to pol- 
ish for pocket passing and polish for the op- 
tion, too. 

"Our offense is built around a quar- 
terback who sits in the pocket." 

That would not preclude, of course, 
the occasional wrinkle, an option run here 
and there, but it clearly will not be bread- 
and-butter fare. 

No matter the quarterback, he should 
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have more-than-ample assistance on all 
sides. He'll have one of those four starters be- 
hind him in junior fullback Edgar Bennett 
(6'1", 222 Ibs.), a formidable blocker as well 
as one of the better-running big backs around. 
He's backed by fellow junior Paul Moore 
(6'2", 241 Ibs.), who often gives a good im- 
pression of being the better of the two. 

In front of him, the quarterback will 
have the other three starters — senior right 
end Reggie Johnson (6'2', 242 Ibs.), senior 
guard Hayward Haynes (6'3", 278 Ibs.), and 
sophomore tackle Robert Stevenson (6'3", 
250 |bs.). Haynes has had pro scouts drool- 
ing for a couple of years. Quick enough to 
run the ball 21 yards on a “fumble-rooski" 
last year, he is a splendid pass-blocker. 

Robbie Baker, a rising sophomore 
(6'5", 235 Ibs.), will be the new center. 

Manning the other guard spot will be 
one who would have started last year had he 
not broken a leg in preseason — Mike 
Morris (6'2", 251 Ibs.), a junior. The other 
tackle, Kevin Mancini (6'5", 265 Ibs.), a ju- 
nior, has started some games. 

On either side of him, the quarterback 
no longer will have the "Fabulous Four" to 
catch his passes. Three of that quartet have 
graduated, but Lawrence Dawsey, maybe the 
best of the lot, returns for a senior year. 

Last year Dawsey — not listed as a 
returning starter because he alternated at his 
spot — led the team with 38 receptions, and 
was the lone Seminole to catch passes in 
every game. The year before he caught only 
18 — but nine went for touchdowns. He 
also handled 17 kickoff returns (20.1 aver- 
age), and ran an occasional reverse. 

Running with Dawsey, at the wide re- 
ceivers, is youth and talent personified in 
Shannon Baker, a sophomore burner, and 
two redshirt freshmen, Kevin Knox and Matt 
Frier, who were highly sought recruits. 

When FSU runs the ball, the primary 
guy figures to be sophomore Amp Lee, a 
surprisingly dangerous freshman last sea- 
son. Two of the first three times he touched 
the football, he scored touchdowns, one on 
an 88-yard pass play. 

Lee would have played much more 
except for the presence of Dexter Carter, 
highly gifted senior tailback. In a single 
starting role when Carter was hurt, Lee 
showed his worth with 25 carries for 110 
yards against Auburn's tough defensive 
forces. Should Lee falter, for whatever rea- 
son, the Seminoles have junior Chris Parker, 
who, as a freshman two years ago, had 100- 
yard performances in back-to-back games. 

One thing different offensively is a 
key coaching element. Wayne McDuffie, 
tough offensive line coach, left Bowden's 
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staff for the NFL's Atlanta Falcons. 
Sometimes called by Bowden "the best 
coach of that segment in the nation,” 
McDuffie was clearly responsible for much 
of FSU's success. 

Replacing him, both as line coach 
and offensive coordinator, is Brad Scott, a 
highly personable fellow credited with much 
of FSU's astonishing recruiting success in 
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recent years while assisting McDuffie and 
coaching the tight ends. 

Mickey Andrews, given high credit 
for a vastly improved FSU defense, remains 
as defensive coordinator. He faces a hard 
challenge this time around, following the 
graduation of an unusual amount of defen- 
sive talent — notably cornerback LeRoy 
Butler, nose guard Odell Haggins and tackle 
Eric Hayes. 

At the tackles, FSU will line up twins 
— the brothers, Henry and Joe Ostaszewski, 
juniors from Boynton Beach, FI. Each stands 
6'3", but Henry, one of the four returning de- 
fensive starters, is a few pounds lighter, 244 
pounds to Joe's 252 pounds, 

The Ostaszewskis will flank nose 
guard Deondri Clark (6'3", 250 Ibs.), a red- 
shirt freshman of promise. Unquestionably, 
however, FSU will find it difficult to compen- 
sate for the loss of Haggins, a splendid 
leader as well as player. 

One of FSU's more promising tack- 
les, sophomore Oliver Strickland (6'3", 285 
lbs.) broke a leg in a spring-break automo- 
bile accident, and his status for the season 
is uncertain. "We figure to have him back at 
some point in the season," said Bowden. 
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"He could be ready at the beginning, but it 
would be very close.” 

Outside linebackers should have fine 
enough starters in senior Anthony Moss 
(6'4", 220 Ibs.) and junior Howard Dinkins 
(6'1", 198 Ibs.), a fierce pass-rusher, but 
depth figures to be a problem in this area. 

Lack of experience is the problem at 
inside linebacker — with one notable ex- 
ception. Kirk Carruthers (6'2", 206 Ibs.) 
doesn't seem quite big enough to be a great 
linebacker, but he's played like one much of 
the time, and Florida State is booming him 
for the Butkus Award. 

Ask Miami if he is big enough. 

A junior now, Carruthers led the 
Seminoles in tackles (145) last year. Against 
Miami he intercepted two passes, forced a 
fumble at FSU's 1-yard line and was in- 
volved in 16 tackles. His story is an aston- 
ishing one. He grew up in the shadow of 
Michigan State's stadium. His father, Joseph 
Carruthers, manned an offensive-line posi- 
tion for the Spartans under Duffy Daugherty. 
George Perles, the present Michigan State 
Head Football Coach, was best man at the 
wedding of Kirk's parents, and the FSU 
linebacker grew up calling him Uncle 
George. "I wanted to go somewhere else," 
said Carruthers, "do it on my own — ex- 
pand my horizons. Everybody was shocked; 
my mom didn't want me to go far from 
home, but | did research on other schools. 
When | saw Florida State come up there and 
beat Michigan State in its stadium (31-3), it 
really turned me on." 

Carruthers has exceptional speed 
(4.6 in the 40) and instinct. "He is always 
going in the right direction," said Bowden. 
"He is a natural football player — a leader 
along with it.” 

Carruthers does not fret about not 
being bigger. He has weighed as much as 
221, but tends to trim down fast. "He has the 
instinct and great quickness, said Wally 
Burnham, who coaches the linebackers. 
Good vision, too —he sees a lot of things 
maybe some others don't, and he's a hard, 
hard worker — goes out there to get better 
every day, and does." 

The redshirt freshman lining up along- 
side Carruthers is almost as interesting. If 
Carruthers is too small, Sterling Palmer is too 
big. One of the nation's most heralded prep - 
prospects two seasons ago, Palmer stands 
6'6", 225 Ibs. Though some figure he would 
be more of a natural at outside linebacker, 
Palmer prefers to play inside and spring indi- 
cations were that he may be of that rare breed 
that can play wherever he wants. 

Lining up with Carruthers and Henry 
Ostaszewski as returning defensive starters 
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are cornerback Errol McCorvey, a junior, and senior 
strong safety Bill Ragans. 

The other cornerback should be in the splendid 
hands of sophomore Terrel Buckley, a swift (4.3 in the 
40) sophomore who excelled last season as a tricky 
punt-returner, gaining, for this Mississippi lad, identity 
as "the foolah from Pascagoulah”. 

Free safety likely will be the province of sopho- 
more Leon Fowler, a fine all-round athlete who earned 
his spurs in a backup role last year. 

In the kicking realm, FSU has two senior place- 
ment specialists in Richie Andrews and Bill Mason. 

Punting has been a bit of a sore spot the past 
few years, but John Wimberly, a third-year sophomore 
troubled by past injury, may be ready to bring good 
health to the role. 

Florida State has not been in the habit of playing 
first-year freshmen lately. But, there would surely seem 
to be unusual potential for help from incoming recruits, 
if need be. There's always room for the immediately 
ready, as was the case with tailback Lee and punt-re- 
turner Buckley last year. 

This new group of freshmen was generally eval- 
uated among the nation’s top three classes. It was par- 
ticularly strong in linebackers — some big enough to 
play on the defensive front. 

Among the more heralded was Marvin Jones, rated 
the nation’s No. 1 outside linebacker by at least one re- 
cruiting service. This Miamian checks in at 6'2°, 225 Ibs. 

Dan Footman (6'5", 265 Ibs.) is an interesting 
JC signee, who gained more than 1200 yards as a 
freshman fullback. Blessed with 4.6 speed in the 40, he 
was a track standout in high school. 

With a growing national image, Bowden found re- 
cruits far and wide interested in Florida State. Besides 
signing Weinke, the coveted quarterback, the Seminoles 
landed two of the top prospects in Texas: linebacker Ken 
Alexander and defensive back Clifton Abraham. 

Indeed, the stockpile grows. 

In his 60th year, Bowden may reach a rare mile- 
stone in this, his 15th Florida State season. Five more 
victories provide him with a career 200. With perfect 
success, he would achieve that on October 6 in the 
Orange Bowl against Miami. Already he's the win- 
ningest bowl coach (based on percentage) in history, 
his 9-3-2 record in these postseason games figuring 
out to .731. 

Florida State has played in eight consecutive 
bowls without a loss, including victories over Nebraska 
(Fiesta), Auburn (Sugar) and again Nebraska (Fiesta). 

"It gets mighty hazardous talking about finishing 
in the top 10 when you have so many players gone," 
said Bowden. “! guess they're picking us up there again 
on the basis of what we've done lately. This year will 
have a greater strain of youth than any we've had 
around here in a while. Still, if we stay healthy and 
make the progress each week we're looking for, we 
should again be in the top 10. 

"We lost a lot, but we do have a lot coming back."

FRESHMEN CLASS Gives Dawes Some BITE 


By Ep SHEARER 


t's been ten years since Herschel 
Walker turned the University of 
Georgia into a haven for outstanding 
tailbacks. 

No one disputes that Herschel 
was the best, a three-time All-American who 
steered the Bulldogs to their only national 
championship in 1980 and then left early for 
the pros after securing a Heisman Trophy in 
his junior season. 

Those who followed the all-time 
leading rusher in Southeastern Conference 
history weren't too shabby. First there was 
Lars Tate, then Tim Worley and finally 
Rodney Hampton. 

Coach Ray Goff has to wonder what 
might have happened had Hampton, a 
slashing runner with exceptional moves, re- 
turned for his senior year. 

But, like Walker and Worley before 
him, Hampton took an early exit, opting for 
the NFL draft with a season of eligibility re- 
maining. 

Hampton's departure left Larry Ware as 
the leading rusher returning from a team that 
struggled through a 6-6 season — Georgia's 
worst since the 1977 Dawgs went 5-6. 

Ware rushed for only 207 yards on 
48 carries last year, well below the team- 
leading 1,059 by Hampton, 

In an effort to bolster the position, 
Goff moved starting fullback Brian Cleveland 
to tailback at the start of spring practice, but 
an early knee injury put the spotlight back 
on Ware. 

"I'm still the underdog," Ware said, 
realizing that the battle he faces to gain a 
starting spot probably won't occur until fall 
drills begin in August. 

That's when Garrison Hearst arrives 
on the scene, giving Bulldog fans hope that 
the tailback tradition of the '80s will carry 
over into the ‘90s. 

"A lot of people are talking about 
Garrison,” Ware said. "Nobody's talking 
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about me. The fans that think Garrison is 
going to start right away or that want 
Garrison to start aren't looking at the heart of 
the situation. 

“There are a lot of good running 
backs who were here a long time before 
Garrison was even recruited,” Ware added. 
“We've had to wait for our time. He'll have to

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wait for his.” 

Hearst's time could come sooner 
than Ware, a 5'9", 175-pound junior from 
Montgomery, Al, expects. 

Like Walker, Hearst is a product of 
small-schoo! Georgia. Walker led 
Wrightsville to the state title in 1979. Hearst 
led Class A Lincoln County to the state 
crown in 1989 — rushing for 2,097 yards 
and 36 touchdowns in a 15-0 season. 

The high school All-American carries 
190 pounds on his 5'11" frame. 

If Hearst isn't enough to test the 
smaller Ware, there's another prospect arriv- 
ing in the fall, too. 

He is Frank Harvey, a6", 200- 
pounder from Terrell County High in 
Dawson, Ga. His credentials include 5,123 
career yards and 54 touchdowns, including 
1,754 yards and 14 touchdowns in his se- 
nior season. 

During his high school days, Ware 
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longed to play for Auburn, which saw no fu- 
ture for such a small tailback after the ster- 
ling career of Bo Jackson. 

"| watched Bo every chance | got,” 
Ware said. "Then, | would try the same 
moves in my games." 

Despite his 2,156 yards and record 
35 touchdowns in his final year at Lee High 
in Montgomery, Auburn recruiters weren't 
around when signing day arrived. “Auburn 
ruined my dreams," he said. 

No matter who survives the fight for a 
starting spot in the fall, he'll have to produce 
to measure up to those who paved the way 
in the ‘80s. 

Walker, a three-time All-SEC per- 
former, ran for 5,259 yards in his career. 

Tate, who stayed for his four-year 
compliment, twice made the All-Conference 
team and finished with 3,017 yards — sec- 
ond best in Georgia history. 

Worley carved out 2,038 yards in his 
three seasons, No. 7 in Bulldog lore. He was 
an All-Conference choice in 1988. 

Hampton never made the All-SEC 
first team. He did move to the No. 3 spot on 
the Bulldog rushing list with 2,668 yards 
and probably would have been Georgia's 
fourth All-Conference tailback had he 
stayed. 

If Hearst and Harvey develop as quick- 
ly as Georgia fans hope, Cleveland likely will 
return to the fullback spot, where he'll battle 
Alphonso Ellis for the starting job. 

Ellis started as a freshman and 
sophomore, then lost the spot to Cleveland 
last year when he was hampered by a knee 
injury. 

A beefed-up schedule will test Goff's 
second team since he replaced Vince Dooley 
at the helm in January, 1989. 

Clemson and Southern Mississippi 
have replaced South Carolina and Baylor on 

Arthur Marshall returns at wideout for Dawgs. 
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the nonconference portion of the schedule. 
The Bulldogs have dropped Mississippi 
State and Tennessee within the conference, 
replacing them with Alabama and LSU. 

The four newcomers will be played in 
the first five weeks of the season, setting a 
tone that could determine 
whether the Bulldogs go 
bowling for the 11th year in 
a row. 

“We are still very, 
very young,” Goff said. “Our 
numbers will still be down 
this spring, but we have to 
improve ina lot of areas on 
the field if we have any hope 
of improving our record this 
fall. The schedule will be the 
most difficult in quite a 
while and it's not the kind 
you like to face with such a 
young team.” 

Georgia played 
twelve true freshman and 
eight redshirt freshman ona 
regular basis last year, with 
ten out of that group starting 
at one time or another. 

Besides Hampton, 
the Bulldogs lost six other 
starters — tight end Kirk 
Warner and tackle Curt Mull 
on offense and tackles 
Hiawatha Berry and Bill 
Goldberg, inside linebacker 
Demetrius Douglas and free 
safety Ben Smith on de- 
fense. 

Goldberg and Smith 
were All-SEC stars last year. 

It's also possible that 
Will Colley, a 260-pound offensive tackle, 
may forego his final year of eligibility after 
graduating in June. 

"Will's got some pretty good job of- 
fers and he's going to take some time to 
think about them,” Goff said. "I can't blame 
him for taking a look at his options.” 

Even if Colley leaves, Georgia will 
have starters back in the line — center Jack 
Swan and guards Russell DeFoor and Haze 
Sadler. 

LeMonte Tellis, a 275-pound junior 
who started at offensive quard in 1988, 
could be ready to go again after missing the 
1989 season recovering from an ‘88 knee 


injury. He was moved to tackle in the spring. 


The same two quarterbacks who bat- 
tled for playing time last year will do so 
again this year. 

Greg Talley got the nod in 1989 al- 
most by default when redshirt freshman 
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Preston Jones broke a bone in his right 
wrist in the '89 spring game. 

“We would like for one of them to 
step forward head and shoulders above the 
other and claim the job,” Goff said. 

“That didn’t happen last year,” the

coach added. “I'm not opposed to playing 
one and I'm not opposed to playing two. But 
that's something they're going to have to 
dictate more than we are." 

Talley started every game last year, 
completing 92 of 174 passes for 1,330 
yards and six touchdowns. He had nine 
passes intercepted. 

Because of the injured wrist, Jones 
fell into the backup role. He played in nine 
games, hitting on 42 of 93 passes for 568 
yards and three scores, with six intercep- 
tions. 

"| really wasn't confident at all,” 
Jones said of last year. “! didn't know what 
things were supposed to happen. | had 
problems reading the defenses, so many 
things were new to me." 

Jones had a silicone tube grafted to 
the damaged bone last January. He said in 
the spring that the wrist was healed. 
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"Confidence is the big difference from 
last year," he said. "| feel differently inside 
this spring. I'm comfortable. 

"| think the coaching staff would like 
to settle on just one of us next fall," Jones 
added. “I'm just going to try and improve 
and not worry about it. I'm 
not going to get rattled like 
last year. Those days are 
definitely in the past.” 

Jones has the 
stronger arm, something 
that Georgia needs to fulfill 
Goff's promise to throw the 
ball more in his tenure after 
the 25 years of Dooley’s 
ground-oriented attack. 

The wide receivers 
are back — Sean 
Hummings at split end and 
Arthur Marshall at flanker. 
Three other wideouts who 
lettered are back — Kevin 
Maxwell, Rodney McCoy 
and Damon Evans. 

Hummings caught 
26 balls for 429 yards and 
two scores last year. 
Marshall had 16 receptions 
for 325 and Maxwell 12 for 
241. 

Warner, the departed 
tight end, led the team in 
receiving with 30 recep- 
tions for 404 yards and one 
score. 

It's also a position 
that got a big boost when 
Goff pulled off a recruiting 
‘awe, coup Over Notre Dame and 

j Florida State when he 
signed Andre Hastings. 

Hastings was named the USA Today 
high school offensive Player-of-the-Year 
after catching 59 passes for 1,038 yards and 
15 touchdowns in his senior season at 
Morrow High outside Atlanta. 

Hearst and Hastings figure to be im- 
pact players who will see plenty of action in 
their freshman seasons. Hastings had 184 
catches for 3,132 yards and 41 touchdowns 
in his career. 

One area that shouldn't concern Goff 
at all is place-kicking, falling on the strong 
left leg of senior John David Kasay, son of 
Bulldog strength and conditioning coach, 
John Paul Kasay. 

Dooley separated the two John 
Kasays by calling the 5'10", 185-pound 
kicker “Brief-Kasay.” 

Kasay was tied for 11th nationally in 
field goals last year, kicking 19 in 24 at-

Ray Goff wanted more than he got out of spring practice, but there 
was a key reason he didn't. "A couple of times | felt we were making 
progress", Goff said. "The injuries were the biggest headache.” 


The Bulldogs held one of their major scrimmages with 24 players 
sidelined with injuries. 


Richard Dombroski, a 287-pound offensive tackle who transferred 
from Rice, was one of the players hampered by spring injuries, 
keeping him down on the depth chart heading into the August drills. 
Dombroski had surgery on his right knee while he was at Rice and 
had exploratory surgery on his left knee after getting hurt in spring 
practice. 


Scot Armstrong, a Lindy’s All-South high school performer in 1988, 
will inherit the punting job opened by the departure of Joey Hester. 
Armstrong was red-shirted last season. 


With incoming freshmen Garrison Hearst and Frank Harvey 
getting into the tailback stack, Brian Cleveland will return to his 
starting fullback spot. Cleveland was tried at tailback in the spring, 
but sprained his knee on the opening day of drills. It didn't require 
surgery. 
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Chris Wilson knows he'll be starting somewhere in the Bulldog 
secondary this fall. He started at the right corner as a freshman, but 
spent time in the spring at free safety, where a replacement for 
All-SEC Ben Smith is needed. If Wilson beats out Mike Jones at 
safety, Al Jackson likely will move in as the starting cornerback. 


No matter who lands in the secondary for the Sept. 8 opener at 
LSU, they should be ready to test anybody's speed. They'll certainly 
have the chance to look at a burner in preseason drills when Andre 
Booker checks in. Booker, an All-South first-teamer in Lindy’s 
Southeastern Conference Recruiting Guide, has been clocked at 40 
yards in 4.43 seconds. That compares with the 4.6 time of Andre 
Hastings, the more publicized recruit with a knack for catching the 
ball in traffic. 


Junior Jeff Finch, expected to challenge for the strong safety 
position, will miss the 1990 season. He underwent major 
reconstructive knee surgery when he was injured in a scrimmage 
midway through the April training. 


Quarterback Preston Jones showed early signs he’s over the wrist 
injury that slowed his development last year.

BENGALS Loox For BETTER Days

s ifa reminder were needed, 

back in the spring the LSU foot- 

ball team already sported T- 

shirts that read “Beat Georgia” 

and ended nearly every practice 
with the same refrain. 

“Everybody's geared to beat 
Georgia...everybody's talking positively, 
Sept. 8, at home in Tiger Stadium,” junior 
offensive lineman Chris Truax said of LSU's 
season opener. 

Such interest is both an attempt to 
erase the ill will created by a 4-7 record in 
1989, and to avoid a repeat of the event that 
precipitated the disaster. Texas A&M's Larry 
Horton began last season by returning the 
first kickoff for a 92-yard touchdown. 

"The whole season kind of came to 
an end when we went to Texas A&M and 
they ran the kickoff back," Truax said. 
“Everybody went, 'Whoops’." 

Subsequent language became even 
more vile, and largely unfounded charges of 
racism by local NAACP chapter president G. 
Washington Eames marred a rocky off-sea- 
son. Defections and academic suspensions 
added to the dilemma. 

"We had guys who had bad attitudes, 
but we got rid of them," said the 6'3", 292- 
pound Truax. 

Given that, LSU approached in- 
creased emphasis on the run and blitz with a 
healthier disposition, Truax said. "Overall 
the attitude, | think, is better than in the 
past," Truax said. "The coaches have been 
impressed." 

Indeed, Head Coach Mike Archer liked 
what he saw in the spring. But, then Archer 
said that he emerged from the spring of 1989 
with a similar feeling. LSU subsequently ex- 
perienced its first losing season since 1983, 
after which Jerry Stovall was fired, 

After Archer's 10-1-1 debut in 1987, 
LSU has gone 12-11 over two seasons. 
Although LSU shared the Southeastern 
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Conference championship in 1988, Archer 
realizes that the LSU faithful are impatient 
and that it's time to produce. 

“Attitude doesn't win you games," he 
said. "Execution, scoring touchdowns, blocking 
and tackling and doing what you're supposed to 
do on Saturday night in the fall, does.” 

Surprisingly, LSU often lacked those 


ingredients late in games last season. Its 
rallying reputation became tattered, as it 
squandered three fourth-quarter leads. 
Florida beat LSU ona field goal in Tiger 
Stadium, 16-13, when a second was put 
back on the clock after it had struck zero. 
Auburn edged LSU, 10-6, when a punt re- 
turn set up the winning touchdown. 

Compounding concern this season is 
the loss of record-setting quarterback 
Tommy Hodson. Hodson completed his four 
years as the most prolific passer in SEC his- 
tory. His late-game heroics are legend at 
LSU, although even he sometimes faltered 
last season. 

"As | look back, | think we got done 
what we wanted to get done in the spring (of 
1989)," Archer said. "But between the spring 
and summer, something happened. Or some- 
thing happened in the course of the ball- 
games, and | didn't have an answer for it.” 

Part of this season's solution, he 
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hopes, is an offense predicated on a moving 
pocket and the option. The five quarterback 
hopefuls are more suited to that style of at- 
tack, Archer said. 

Senior Sol Graves emerged from 
spring practice with a tenuous hold on the 
No. 1 spot. Graves (6'5", 194 Ibs.) is the 
most experienced, even though in three sea- 
sons he completed only 3 of 7 passes for 99 
yards and two touchdowns. 

Pushing him are junior Chris Moock 
(6'1", 185 Ibs.) and redshirt freshmen Brad 
Strohm (6'2", 190 Ibs.), Chad Loup (6'2", 
205 Ibs.) and Jesse Daigle (6', 180 Ibs.). 
Moock's two career passes — one for a 
touchdown — came in last year's 57-6 rout 
of Ohio University. 

Thankfully for Archer, the remainder 
of the offensive backfield holds more 
promise. A healthy Harvey Williams (6'3", 
208 Ibs.) returns at tailback where he is 
joined by sturdy senior Calvin Windom 
(5'11", 202 Ibs.) and sophomore Mike 
Garrett (5'11", 203 Ibs.). Fullbacks Jay 
Egloff and Victor Jones are gone from last 
season, but Archer is enthused with sopho- 
more Sammy Seamster (5'10", 210 Ibs.) and 
junior Darrell Williams (6'1", 219 Ibs.), 
Harvey's younger brother. 

"We have some talented tailbacks and 
we have some speed and we have an inex- 
perienced quarterback,” Archer said in pref- 
acing his explanation for the change from a 
dropback attack to a moving pocket, option- 
oriented style. 

“Let's let the other guys do their thing 
— they've gota little bit more experience 
— and not put all the pressure on the quar- 
terback like we've done the last four years. 
We're going to run the option." 

If not the option, Archer said at least he 
wants his runners to get outside where they

can operate more effectively with their speed. 
"Speed doesn't necessarily mean 
outrunning everybody to the corner,” said 
LSU offensive coordinator Ed Zaunbrecher 
said. "We can turn and run it upfield. We 
have more opportunity to break one.” 
Senior Harvey Williams remains 
paramount to the success of this plan. After 
almost two years of inactivity since gaining 
1,001 yards in 1987, Williams said his 
boasting is out and performance is in. 
Groin injuries hampered Williams 
throughout last season when he gained only 
206 yards. That followed a redshirt season 
in which he rehabilitated a knee that under- 
went surgery after the 1987 regular season. 
Before last season, Williams bragged 
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that he might gain 1,800 yards and turn pro. 


A local sportswriter wrote that Williams 
reached 1,800 — in inches. The once-col- 
orful Williams fell into disfavor with the 
media and shunned publicity. 

"| didn't want to say anything,” said 
Williams, who later added that he wasn't 
“making any predictions." Williams did 
allow that he is happier now that LSU has 
placed more emphasis on the run. The key, 
he said, “is everyone remaining healthy." 

"This year is going to be a long sea- 
son,” he said. "We open with Georgia, and 
that's not going to be a pushover. But we 
should be all right. | think we're underdogs, 
SO we're just going to have to sneak up on 
some people.” 
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For all the backfield possibilities, the 
line remains the catalyst to LSU's offensive 
production. The offense’s three full-time re- 
turning starters are situated on the line in 
senior center Blake Miller (6'2", 267 Ibs.), 
junior Truax at right guard and junior Roger 
Hutchinson (6'7", 297 Ibs.) at right tackle. 

Sophomore Darren Landry (6'3", 260 
Ibs.) hopes to replace Ruffin Rodrigue at left 
guard, with sophomore Raymond Smoot 
(6'4", 274 Ibs.) trying to bounce back from 
knee surgery at left tackle. Senior tight end 
Willie Williams (6'6", 249 Ibs.) has his eyes 
on the starting lineup after three years as an 
understudy. 

"This line is faster than any since I've 
been here, including Eric Andolsek (of the 
Detroit Lions)," Williams said. “You just 
need a fast line when you've got fast backs." 

With Tony Moss and Alvin Lee gone, 
the receiving chores should go to junior 
split end Todd Kinchen (6', 192 Ibs.) and 
Wesley Jacob (6'1", 185 Ibs.), who com- 
bined for 28 receptions last season. 

Kinchen rebounded from two years of 
inactivity to finish third in catches last sea- 
son with 25. He gave notice of his athletic 
skill with an artful 67-yard catch and run in 
the spring game. 

Additional support should come from 
redshirt freshmen Marcus Carter (6'1", 190 
lbs.) and Scott Ray (6'3", 195 Ibs.). Ray, 
Kinchen, Graves and Truax are all sons of 
former LSU players. Daigle is the son of 
LSU running backs coach Jessie Daigle. 

“We don't have the name player right 
now," Archer said of LSU's receiving corps 
before amending his statement. "| shouldn't 
say that, because Todd Kinchen, | think, 
could become a great receiver." As for 
Carter, he showed “flashes of brilliance in 
the spring,” Archer said. 

For all the offensive question marks, 
LSU's defense is no less worrisome. The 
only seniors are two walk-ons — there are 
only nine scholarship seniors. Defensive 
leadership is expected from a junior with a 
new position. 

Marc Boutte began his career at de- 
fensive end, but the presence of Karl Dunbar 
and Clint James relegated Boutte to nose 
guard last season. Boutte fared well, too, 
until slowed by late-season injuries. Having 
returned to full strength and adapted to right 
defensive end, Boutte is optimistic about ex- 
panding on last year's 70-tackle total. 

"|'m a natural defensive end,” said the 
6'4", 260-pound Boutte. "I've played it be- 
fore. It's my best position." 

Still, Boutte finds himself in the un- 
characteristic role of having to guide an in- 
experienced group with only four full-time 
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Homeowner Dennis Hollingsworth: 
"I switched back to gas." 


After many years of hard work 
to get both their children into 
college, the Hollingsworths re- 
warded themselves with a new 
home. In November, they moved 
into a beautiful new residence 
equipped with all the amenities 
and features they were looking 
for - except one.

"We have a lot of young guys,” Boutte said, “but we have a lot 
of young guys who want to get better. A lot of people say we can't 
win, or we can't do this. We want to prove them wrong.” 

In an effort to toughen the defense and offer game-type experi- 
ence, Archer scrimmaged throughout the spring. In addition to the 
aforementioned reasons, Archer wanted to impress upon the defense 
that it must make more goal-line stands and force opponents to punt 
when pinned deep in their own territory. 

"If you don't do it full speed, you're not going to get any better,” 
Archer said of his reasons for scrimmaging. “Youth is a concern.”

Replacing Dunbar and James will be somewhat easier by the 
fact that sophomores Leonard Harris (6'6", 279 lbs.) and John 
Morgan (6'5", 247 lbs.) often spelled the injury-prone defensive ends 
last season. 

“We threw them into the wars because of injuries, and they 
came along and played well by the end of the year,” Archer said. 

Boutte's move opens the way for sophomore Clayton Mouton 
(6'2", 264 Ibs.) or junior Scott Wharton (6'1", 254 Ibs.) to play more 
often at nose quard. Wharton started two games last season, while 
Mouton played in eight games. 

Linebacking presents a problem given the attrition through 
transfers and academics. Sophomore David Walkup (6'1", 222 Ibs.) is 
a welcome sight inside. He started seven games last season and fin- 
ished fifth in tackles with 72. 

Sophomore Anthony Williams (6'2", 231 Ibs.) was “a very 
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pleasant surprise in the spring,” Archer said, and may complete the 
inside package. "The big question,” Archer said, “is outside. We've 
basically got four unproven guys out there." 

Three are redshirt freshmen, with Mike Hewitt (6°3", 210 Ibs.) 
likely to start. Roovelroe Swan (6'3", 210 Ibs.) posted impressive high 
school credentials when he and Corey White (6'3", 240 Ibs.) competed 
against each other in Shreveport, La. The one upperclassman is senior 
walk-on Paul Ernst (6'4", 234 Ibs.), a converted tight end. 

The secondary may be the defense's salvation. Veterans 
Wayne Williams, a 5'8", 173-pound senior and Corey Raymond, a 
5'11", 185-pound junior are joined by sophomore Rafael Adams (6’, 

194 Ibs.). Strong safety is a 
battle between sophomores 
Vincent Fuller (5'10", 178 
Ibs.) and Derriel McCorvey 
(6'1", 194 Ibs.), with sopho- 

i) mores Anthony Marshall

#4 sately, Marshall “has caught 
up" to Green, Archer said. "It's 
going to be a good battle." 
Hodson isn't the only 
record-setter to be replaced. 
=| LSU needs a place-kicker to 
succeed David Browndyke, 
who didn't miss a kick his se- 
nior year. Sophomore Pedro Suarez is expected to add place-kicking 
duties to the kickoff post he manned last season. 

“Every day (in the spring) we'd put him into live situations,” 
Archer said. "We tried to put him in pressure situations as much as 
we could. It's only going to help him." 

Archer feels more certain of Suarez's kickoffs than he does of 
Suarez's place-kicking. “That's (kickoffs) one thing he did pretty good 
last year," Archer said. 

Junior Brian Griffith, known as LSU's “pooch punter," is now 
being asked to boom his kicks. 

And Archer is asking everyone to forget the past and begin anew. 

"Because they're so young, they'll do anything for us,” Archer 
said. “If we tell them to go up to the Memorial Tower (at LSU) and 
jump, they'll go up there and jump.”

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SPURRIER'S RETURN HAs Gator FANS SMILING 


By Jack HAIRSTON 


he Steve Spurrier Era Il is starting 
at the University of Florida and 
Gator fans are expecting it to re- 
semble Spurrier Era |. 

Spurrier shattered most of 
the school's passing and total offense 
records as Florida's quarterback from 1964- 
66 and led the team to new heights. He was 
SEC Sophomore-of-the-Year in '64, won 
All-SEC and All-American honors in '65 and 
‘66 and captured the Heisman Trophy ina 
landslide in ‘66. 

Spurrier won't be the man throwing 
the ball in the new era, but fans hope 
Spurrier the coach can take the Gators to the 
same places Spurrier the player took them. 
The ‘65 and '66 Gators made the school's 
first-ever major bow! appearances, losing to 
Missouri 20-18 in the Sugar and beating 
Georgia Tech 27-12 in the Orange. The latter 
game gave the Gators a 9-2 final record, a 
victory total equaled but never surpassed in 
Florida football. 

Since Spurrier completed his eligibility, 
the Gators have played in just one major bowl, 
the '74 team losing to Nebraska in the Sugar. 

The new Gator coach played 10 years 
in the National Football League and has won 
his head coaching spurs over three seasons 
with the Tampa Bay Bandits of the United 
States Football League and three years with 
Duke University. Last year, Duke posted an 
8-4 record and shared the Atlantic Coast 
Conference championship before an All- 
American Bowl loss to Texas Tech. It was 
Duke's first conference title in 27 years, its 
first bow! game in 29 years. 

Florida, coming off of a 7-5 season 
under Galen Hall and his interim replace- 
ment, Gary Darnell, persuaded Spurrier and 
his family to return home. It wasn't a difficult 
sell. Jeri Spurrier, Steve's wife, is also a 
Florida graduate, and the couple has two 
daughters who are UF students. 

Spurrier comes with a squeaky-clean 
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reputation and is noted for high-powered of- 
fense and for making the game fun for ev- 
eryone — players, coaches and fans. 

How his success at Duke will com- 
pute to success at Florida is difficult to say. 
The SEC is stronger than the ACC, particu- 
larly on defense, but Spurrier will have more 
talent at Florida. During Spurrier's Duke 
years, no Blue Devil defensive player was 
ever drafted by the NFL. 


It may be correct to say that 
Spurrier's Florida offense isn't likely to 
match Duke's 1989 ACC record pace of 
501.7 yards per game, but he will have four 
or five defensive stalwarts who are virtually 
certain to be drafted by the NFL. 

The Gators figure to be stronger overall 
than a year ago. Eight regulars return on of- 
fense, eight on defense. And the defense was 
No. 1 in the SEC, No. 3 in the nation in ‘89. 

Kyle Morris, the quarterback starter in 
the majority of the games the past two years 
as a freshman and sophomore, has been re- 
instated after being suspended for five 
games last year for gambling. He came out 
of the spring with a slight lead over Brian 
Fox, a transfer from Purdue. Two years ago 
as a 17-year-old freshman, Fox started eight 
games for Purdue, was named Big 10 
Freshman-of-the-Year and was on several 
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freshman All-American teams. 

Morris and Fox are rangy, dropback 
passers in the mold that Spurrier prefers, 
but Morris has an edge in experience and 
has been out of live action a shorter time 
than Fox. Each has the ability to conduct the 
offense in the pass-minded way Spurrier 
wants it done. A broken foot late in the 
spring didn't help Fox. 

Sophomore Lex Smith also has a 
good arm. Donald Douglas, an option quar- 
terback who started five games last fall as. a 
true freshman, quit in the middle of spring 
practice. Citing his need to be closer to his 
mother, who isn't in good health, he said 
that he would transfer to the University of 
Houston. 

Ernie Mills, who has started the major- 
ity of the games the past three seasons, and 
Terence Barber, who shared a first-team berth 
last year, are the likely starting wide receivers. 

Spurrier says Mills, the fastest player 
on the squad, has the potential to be a super- 
star. The past three seasons, the Florida of- 
fense has accented the running of Emmitt 
Smith, but with Emmitt gone to the pros a year 
early, Mills could flourish in the Gators’ new 
offense, which will accentuate the pass. 

Barber has excellent hands and aver- 
age speed. 

Junior Alonzo Sullivan is the only 
other letterman among the wide receivers, 
but sophomore Tre Everett and redshirt 
freshmen Henry Haston, Monty Duncan and 
Willie Jackson have shown good potential. 

Senior Kirk Kirkpatrick, the squad's top 
tight end last year, and sophomore letterman 
Greg Keller are the leaders at that position. 

Mills, Barber and Kirkpatrick led last 
year's squad in reception yardage, and it 
wouldn't be surprising to see each of the 
three double his ‘89 numbers (Mills, 19 
catches for 404 yards; Barber, 14 for 268; 

Godfrey Myles is a key Gator defender. 
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Kirkpatrick, 18 for 245). 

Spurrier's teams have consistently passed 
for record-breaking totals, even with green quar- 
terbacks, and his comment about the ‘90 Gators 
will strike fear into the hearts of opposing defen- 
sive coaches: "Florida already had the necessary 
ingredients for a top-grade passing attack when 
we got here.” 

The offensive line appears to be the best 
at Florida in six years. Four veteran starters re- 
turning are center Cal Dixon, guard Chris 
Bromley and tackles Glenn Neely and Mark 
White. The latter was a guard last year. Bromley 
was the only one who'd played extensively before 
last season, but they formed a more-than-ade- 
quate group. The other starter will probably be 
guard Hesham Ismail, who started in a couple of 
games each of the past two years. 

However, an injury or two would be disas- 
trous to the line. There wasn't another offensive let- 
terman lineman on the premises in the spring. 
Tony Rowell, a junior who's lettered twice as a de- 
fensive tackle, was moved over to afford a little 
depth, but he immediately went down with a bro- 
ken foot. 
The second-teamers in the spring were 
freshman Brian Fisher at center, sophomore Tony 
Daniels and freshman Jim Watson at guard, and 
junior Scott Ball and sophomore John Williams at 
tackle. 

Opponents who think Spurrier doesn't put 
any emphasis on a running attack are in for a sur- 
prise. Last season, Randy Cuthbert became the 
second running back in Duke history to rush for 

j_more than 1,000 yards, and he ripped through 
Georgia Tech for 234 yards, a school record. 

The ‘90 Gators start with three blue chip 
running backs in tailbacks Willie McClendon and 
Errict Rhett and fullback Dexter McNabb. That 
trio averages 6'1" in height, 223-pounds in 
weight and faster than 4.6 in speed. 

McClendon averaged 5.3 yards per carry 
in ‘89 as Smith's backup (97 carries for 510 
yards). The 236-pound McNabb averaged 5.9 
yards (17 carries for 100 yards) and Rhett ran 4 
times for 17 yards before suffering an elbow in- 
jury and taking a redshirt season. 

McClendon and McNabb are juniors, 
Rhett a freshman. 

"Those are three quality running backs, * 
Spurrier said. "McClendon has real good moves, 
and the other two have moves, too. Rhett may be 
the best diving the last two yards at the goal. 
We've got some punch in the running game." 

There's a little more depth, led by walk-on 
senior letterman Chuck Wabberson and redshirt 
freshman Kelvin Randolph at tailback and full- 
back, respectively. 

For his defensive coordinator, Spurrier 
chose Jim Bates, a former rival in the USFL. 
Richard Fain stars in the Florida secondary. 
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Bates was coaching the secondary at Tennessee, his alma mater, last 
year when the Vols shared the SEC title with Auburn and Alabama. 

Spurrier selected Bates over Darnell, who was available at the 
time, but wound up as defensive coordinator at Notre Dame. Bates 
coaches the attacking style of defense that Spurrier prefers. 

“Our yardage numbers may not be as good as last year's on de- 
fense," Bates said, "but we hope to cause more turnovers. With our lack 
of size, power teams will give us trouble, running right at us. But we 
have a lot of quick- = 
ness, and we want to 
make things happen." 

A tougher 
schedule will also test 
the Gators. Ole Miss 
and Vanderbilt went 
off the schedule, and 
Alabama and 
Tennessee came on. 

Bates said that 
the basic defense will 
be a 4-4 alignment, UNS 
with one of the outside 
linebackers doubling 
as a strong safety in 
pass coverage.

Considering that they have to play everyone in the league ex- 
cept Ole Miss and Vandy, it might be correct to say that they're capa- 
ble of upsetting one of the contenders but figure to finish somewhere 
in the middle of the league.)

SPRING UPDATE 


There were some major developments in the spring game. 
Sophomore Shane Matthews threw three touchdown passes to 
lead his team to a 21-13 victory. The losing quarterback was No. 1 
quarterback Kyle Morris (three interceptions, one lost fumble, two 
touchdown passes). Morris will go into the fall No. 1, but Spurrier 
said he'll have to prove once again that he deserves the job. 


Freshman walk-on Judd Davis moved to the front in the punting 
department. He was inconsistent but had boots of 48 and 46 yards 
in the spring game. 


The two teams combined for just 45 rushing yards, but with the thin 


offensive line divided into two porous pieces, that wasn't too surprising. 


Spurrier thinks the running attack will be improved in the fall. 


Late spring changes found these players on the second unit: 
Matthews at quarterback, Miami transfer Terrell Jackson at 
fullback, Ed Robinson at inside linebacker, James Speer at outside 
linebacker-strong safety and this offensive line on the second unit: 
center Gantt Crouch, guards Jim Watson and Tony Daniels, 
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tackles Ryan Taylor and Brian Fisher. 


The five defensive tackles were up to an average of 267 pounds per 
man at the end of the spring. Spurrier says, "Morris has really 
improved. We made a lot of changes in his delivery. In particular, 
we've gotten him to use his legs. Just as a boxer has to get his 
whole body into his punch to pack a real wallop, a passer needs to 
get his body into his delivery. If Kyle gets lazy or plays golf every 
day this summer, somebody could catch him, but | think he'll work. 


"Kirkpatrick is as good a receiving tight end as I've ever coached. The 
all-around offensive talent on this team is potentially equal to what we 
had at Duke last year, but they have to keep working. 


"Team speed is the best asset we have on defense. Teams that run 
straight at you might give us trouble. We've got some talent on 
defense that we never had at Duke, like (defensive end) Huey 
Richardson, (inside linebacker) Tim Paulk, (strong safety) Godfrey 
Myles and (cornerback) Richard Fain."

THE RICH GOT RICHER

hat we've got here is nota 
failure to communicate. 
What we've got here is the 
exact same thing that hap- 
pened last year — except 
those Georgia Dawgs made things mighty in- 
teresting at the end by nabbing Florida LB 
Andre Washington from the Gators, Alabama 
LB Mitch Davis from both the Tide and the 
Tigers, as well as Georgia all-everything WR 
Andre Hastings from the Seminoles and the 
Fighting Irish. 
Before all that happened however, 
Notre Dame and Florida State had built an in- 
surmountable recruiting derby advantage. 
The Irish did it the way they always do: They 
bring in about 25 prospects for their 
December banquet awards weekend, hosted 
this year by Bob Costas. They then get oral 
commitments from about one-half their even- 
tual signees, who included SuperPrep All- 
Americans for virtually every position except 
kicker. 4 
Only the Irish could sign QBs B.J. 
Hawkins from Virginia and Florida's Kevin 
McDougal on the heels of Rick Mirer and 
Jake Kelchner. Hawkins surprised everybody 
— including the Irish — when he said no to 
the Mountaineers, Cavaliers and the 
Orangemen. Fullback Jerome Bettis, whom 
the Irish stole out of Detroit from the 
Wolverines, was the best two-way prep in the 
country unless you're a UCLA fan, in which 
case you give that honor to Bruce Walker. 
Blocking for Jerome and the highly 
recruited RB out of Rock Hill, SC, Jeff Burris, 
will be northern California's finest O-line 
prospect, Aaron Taylor ; the hugely-framed 
(6'8", 245 |b.) kid from Kansas City 
Rockhurst, Mike McGlinn, and the best cen- 
ter prospect in the nation, Tim Ruddy, who 
said no to Stanford and Penn State. 
Not much else got away, however, 
from the school that recruits with such confi- 
dence that it only had 46 kids come and visit 
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on campus. With 23 signees, batting .500 is 
good enough for the championship in foot- 
ball, too. There are no weaknesses in the 
fourth Lou Holtz class. 

There is one weakness in the Florida 
State group: lack of offensive line numbers. 
Although one of the the finest O-line prospects 
in the South, Patrick McNeil, signed up, James 
Holcombe reneged at the last second in favor of 
Ole Miss, leaving Bobby Bowden with only two 
offensive trenchmen. 

But the boys in Tallahassee nailed the 
nation’s premier QB prospect, Chris Weinke, 
and an underrated Mississippi wideout from 
Pascagoula named Kez McCorvey, who out- 
performed Andre Hastings at last summer's 
FSU camp, according to some observers. 
Even though TE Oscar McBride left the state 
for South Bend, Lonnie Johnson from Miami 
is actually a better football player at this 
Stage. 

Although Florida preps will be dazzling 
at the ball carrier position this fall, backfield 
aces Sam McMillon (1,925 senior-season 
yards), William Floyd, Omar Ellison (38 TDs 
the last two seasons) and Sean Jackson give 
this class both speed and power. 

Speaking of speed and power, you 
need both of those attributes to be a good 
linebacker and the Seminoles recruited that 
group better than anybody in the country. 
Miami Edison's Dulac Guerrier blocked 6 
kicks, forced 6 fumbles and was credited with 
15 sacks as a senior. Parade All-American 
Marvin Jones chose the Seminoles over 
Miami and Ken Alexander migrated up from 
Texas and away from the grasp of Notre Dame 
and Oklahoma. The Austin LBJ star (who hap- 
pens to maintain a 3.9 GPA) was joined by an- 
other Texas phenom, DB Clifton Abraham 
from the always fertile Dallas Carter program, 
giving FSU two of the top three prospects out 
of the Lone Star State. Prospect Numero Uno 
— Aubrey Beavers, the stupendous Houston 
Yates DE — just couldn't say no to the

Sooners and the excellent recruiting efforts of 
Gary Gibbs. 

The fastest finishing school in the 
country was unquestionably them Dawgs 
from Georgia. They had only one significant 
oral commitment defection: SuperPrep all- 
America TE Matthew Campbell decided not to 
leave home and signed with South Carolina. 
But almost everybody else came. Garrison 
"Doobie" Hearst brought his 2,097 senior- 
season yards and 71 career scores to Athens, 
where he will have to prove he is better than 
another in-stater, Bill Montgomery, the 10.6 
100-meter man from Bowdon. 

Wideout Hastings will find he has a 
more than capable delivery man in do-every- 
thing QB Joe Dupree. Auburn lost a serious 
prospect when it lost Joe, from Macon 
Southwest. Year in and year out, Pat Dye has 
made a living off Peachtree state football tal- 
ent. It didn't happen this time around, which 
was the most startling development in the 
SEC schoolboy race. Linebacker Travis Jones 
and fullback Frank Harvey are other 
Georgians who turned a cold shoulder on 
Dye. Either could have scholarshipped to any 
school in the country. 

Them Dawg D-line recruits are right 
there with the South Benders, and, in this 
area of recruiting, Georgia recruiting coordi- 
nator Bob Pittard wasn't satisfied with home- 
growns. He went to Alabama for Mitch Davis, 
to Colorado for Tashe Williams and struck it 
rich in Tennessee with Bernard Williams. The 
junkyard is firmly secure. 

Security was having Bo Schembechler 
as a head coach. However, even legends oc- 
casionally move on, and it was Bo’s time. In 
fact, it was time for so many coaches to get 
along that it was hard to keep track of who 
was recruiting for whom. One day Bill Curry's 
selling Crimson Tide, the next he's talkin’ 
Bluegrass football. Two consecutive Cotton 
Bowls get Ken Hatfield, and seven Razorback 
staff members an appointment to Clemson.

Recruiting coordinator Bob Chmiel went East 
and beat Tennessee, Penn State, Alabama 
and North Dakota for gigantic (6'5", 240 Ib.) 
backer Matt Dyson of LaPlata, Md. Chmiel 
also out dueled Boston College for a couple 
of notable kids out of Massachusett,: QB 
Todd Collins and TE Gordon Laro; he took 
Kansas’ top prospect in lineman Shawn 
Miller from El Dorado and emerged victori- 
ous for Washington QB/DB Nate Holdren 
over Texas A&M, ND and Washington State. 

A trade-off of sorts occurred in the 
battle between the Wolverines and the 
Spartans for a dominant runner. Sebastian 
Small of North Carolina changed his mind 
after orally committing to Nebraska and de- 
cided on East Lansing, opening the way for 
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Michigan to land the slightly harder punch- 
ing inside-outside man from Ohio, Ricky 
Powers. Powers Is a sight to behold, inside 
or outside the hash marks, at 6, 205 Ibs. 
He'll compete against two other speedsters, 
Juan Kemp from Texas and Jesse Johnson, a 
Joe Morris-type (5'8", 200 Ibs.). 

Another Powers by the name of Bobby 
came up from Louisiana to join a traditionally 
strong Wolverine ‘backer contingent, which 
includes this year's Birmingham Brother Rice 
stud, Steve Morrison, and one of the top two 
players in Wisconsin, Greg McThomas, who 
first said yes, then no, to the Irish and finally 
said no to the Fighting Illini in favor of Ann 
Arbor. The guy Michigan lost that only Notre 
Dame could have taken away was that full- 
back from Detroit, Jerome Bettis. 

Equal with the Wolverines as a class 
and exactly opposite in terms of methodology 
used are the Aggies of Texas A&M. National 
recruiting is not their bag. Every one of this 
large, 24-man class is from Texas. No out- 
siders. When your campus is in Texas, you 
don't have to go far to reach all the guys you 
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everything-you-got-on-'em QB prospects in 
the state and the Longhorns got Huntsville's 
Steve Emerson who threw for 3,051 senior- 
season yards. A&M also got the other in 
Orangefield's Jeff Granger, a lefty who isn't 
quite as far along as Emerson, but who will 
get further in the eyes of some. Linemen like 
Weatherford OG Todd Mathison (here's a bat- 
tle the Georgia Dawgs lost) and Waco DE 
Kefa Chatham (a rare Texas disappointment 
for UCLA) round out a star-studded group 
put together with an aggressive, relentless 
talent-Search-and-destroy mission which 
began at the desk of Coach R.C. Slocum. 
Ohio State looked like it might be 
headed for a top five spot until things went 
slightly awry at the end and they lost LB 
Anthony Peterson from Monongahela 


Ringgold, Pa, to ND. LB Corries Hardy decid- 


ed to stay in Florida and play for Miami and 
New Jersey DB Marvin Goodwin opted to 
sign with UCLA. 

For Buckeye fans, the rest was all 
good news. Great skill position people! John 
Cooper successfully staved off Southern 
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Cal's challenge for perhaps the finest runner 
in the country, Robert Smith, of Euclid, Oh. It 
is no small accomplishment that in his se- 
nior-season, Smith ran for 2,322 yards and 
had 35 TDs against stacked defenses with 
less than excellent blocking. In-state QBs Joe 
Pickens, Johnny Mattress and Preston 
Harrison had their pick of schools. Wide re- 
ceivers Joey Galloway, Chris Sanders and 
Norman Williams are as exciting as any re- 
ceivers recruited by the Bucks in the last five 
years. 

A couple of fine Ohio D-liners stayed 
home in Pete Beckman and, in particular, 
Matt Bonhaus, a tough weight man with a 
Boz-like zest for the game from Cincinnati. 
More linemen would have benefited the 
Bucks, a problem which USC definitely does- 
n't have — any more. 

When Larry Smith took over at USC 
three years ago, he found out the Trojans 
were soft in the gut. He's been recruiting 
linemen ever since, and that strategy paid off 
last Jan. 1 in the Rose Bowl. The big guys 
(not so much the running backs any more) 
love to be Trojans and proved it again by sign- 
ing up to form the finest group of offensive 
linemen in the country. Chris Andresen from 
California, Tony Boselli from Colorado and 
Joe Cajic from Arizona are three of eight new 
behemoths who average 285 pounds apiece 
already, before training table. 

The best TE (Elic Mahone), ILB (Jeff 
Kopp) and RB (Jerome Casey) in California 
have agreed to play for the Trojans, whose 
finest recruit may turn out to be outside 
‘backer Willie McGinest from Long Beach 
Poly, the rangiest helicopter-type defender 
you can envision out there. Although the 
Trojans dominated the California talent-haul 
contest, the finest California prospect chose 
the Bruins over USC. Bruce Walker could end 
up playing anywhere with his speed (4.65) 
and size (6'4", 255 Ibs.). Overall, it was not a 
good year for California talent and, to some 
extent, both the L.A. programs suffered. 

As usual, UCLA supplanted its local 
efforts with youngsters from the national 
scene. The Bruins landed the finest group of 
secondary help in the country and pulled 
away seven kids from Texas. In addition to 
the kids from Killeen Ellison, DB Car! 
Greenwood, DL Paul Kennedy, TE Bobby 
Gray and FB/LB Shane Jasper followed the 
trail paved in previous years by Texas 
prospects to Westwood. It's the biggest re- 
cruiting pipeline from one entire state to an 
out-of-state school. Although Sooner fans 
will beg to differ, the OU pipeline has been 
narrowed for repairs for awhile. 

The surprise haul of the year came to- 
gether in Chapel Hill where Mack Brown con-

record of 2-20 is a sign of better things to come 
for the Tar Heels. Locking up Rockingham's Mike 
Thomas, the Major Harris-like talent who also is 
a big-time punter, was a major coup over the rest 
of the Mid-Atlantic. Mike will be flanked by some 
quick backs with size, Natrone Means and 
Malcolm Marshall, while LaGrange's Tim Smith 
and Michael Watkins will be supplying the after- 
burner speed. At 6’, 185lbs., Smith high-jumps 
6'8". Watkins has clocked a 4.28 forty. 

Looking for help in the pits, Brown 
went all the way to Oklahoma to get Kerry 
Sharpe, up into Illinois for George Bunker, 
came back through Virginia for Andrew 
Harvey and Riddick Parker and still kept 
highly pursued Roge Purgason and Ken Cox 
from leaving the state. 

Nebraska barely won the Big 8 talent 
contest over a strongly resurgent Sooner 
group. While OU captured the QB, TE, DE 
and RB they wanted in Cale Gundy, Rickey 
Brady, Aubrey Beavers and Earnest Williams 
(the big four), the Huskers attracted a deeper 
class and relied less on junior college help. 

Nebraska recruiting coordinator Dave 
Gillespie worked hard in Chicago and signed 


impressive O-liner Joel Gesky and underrat- 
ed DB Ed Stewart, both of whom turned down 
programs nationwide. Wideout Duane Wiles 
and LB Donta Jones, both from Maryland, 
Louisiana DB Sedric Collins and California's 
top QB prospect Todd Gragnano give this 
class the type of versatility that keeps the 
Huskers where they always are. Their two 
best signees are both from in-state: Omaha 
Central RB Calvin Jones, who averaged over 
8 yards per carry as a Senior, and OL Robert 
Zatechka from Lincoln East, who moves well 
at 6'6", 275 Ibs. 

Size and speed. Big guys who move 
well have been the Miami Hurricane re- 
cruiting profile of the 80s. Although 'Cane 
recruiting efforts were overshadowed by in- 
state rival FSU, recruiting coordinator Dave 
Scott was notably successful in both Texas 
and Pennsylvania. Philadelphia's Frank 
Costa is the typical big (6'4", 200 Ib.) 
thrower best suited for the 'Cane offense 
and DL Dwayne Johnson from Bethlehem 
has demonstrated tremendous potential 
after playing only two years.

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riety but at 6'3", 290 Ibs., reminds Miami 
coaches of Cortez Kennedy. 

Johnson and Greene will be joined by 
sack-master David Holliman (6 blocked 
punts and 24 sacks), one of those lesser- 
known types from Miami who make the 
Hurricanes what they are: — near impossible 
move the ball against. Linebackers Baraka 
Short, (also from Miami) and Fort 
Lauderdale's Donnell Bennett are typical ex- 
amples of the fast defenders (4.6 speed) who 
suit the Miami scheme of things. They chose 
the ‘Canes over both of the other Florida pro- 
grams. The bottom line: The ‘Canes signed a 
superb defensive class. They'll get the run- 
ning backs they want next year. 

Other programs which finished high on 
letter-of-intent day were Syracuse (small class 
but exceptional quality, with some fine athletes 
from Florida), Michigan State (best O-linemen 
in the Big 10), Alabama (Gene Stallings went 
into Missouri, Florida, Georgia and Oklahoma to 
start his tenure correctly), Stanford (a great QB, 
three terrific DLs and some fine Midwest talent) 
and Arkansas, which survived Ken Hatfield's de- 
fection largely due to the efforts of new head

and 
MASCOTS 


OR OuR TIGER'S TAIL!

nce upon a time our universities 

and colleges were called by 

their real names. This was long 

before evolution and ESPN had 
brougnt us Tigers and Lions. It was even be- 
fore there were lower reptilian lifeforms like 
Gators or plants like Buckeyes. 

It was a time of great anguish on 
Saturdays. Now everyone understands how 
crucial a team nickname and mascot is to 
any successful football afternoon. Without 
nicknames the fan cannot simply yell, "Ro- 
0-oll Tide,” or "Ho-0-ok'em Horns.” No, in- 
deed. Before nicknames fans had to yell, “Be 
Succe-e-e-ssful, University of Syracuse” or 
“Be Victo-o-orious, University of North 
Carolina Dash Charlotte." Nope, things were 
simply not working out. 

There were other problems as well, 
especially among the bands. The school 
bands, even then, liked to spell out the 
team's name on the field. The school band 
for the Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
found this difficult. Try as they might they 
could only get enough band members for “T- 
H-E M-A-S-S-A-C-H-U." Determined to con- 
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quer the problem during one halftime; the 
band, players, administration, the opposing 
team, the newspaper reporters, and fans 
stormed onto the field. Reports are that they 
were successful, but we're not sure. No one 
was left to take a picture. 

Then one day when Virginia played 
Princeton things changed. The Princeton 
fans began to yell for their team to fight like 
tigers. Naturally, the cultured Virginia fans 
were absolutely appalled at such ignorance 
and began to implore their own team to fight 
AS tigers. Thus was born the mascot and 
nickname tradition. For the next 43 years, 
EVERY team was called The Fightin’ Tigers! 

This continued until someone be- 
came sick and tired of Fightin’ Tigers. It 
changed when a coach told students at a 
pep rally that the game plan was to throw it 
up. The students began calling themselves 
the Pukin’ Tigers. Fortunately, this school 
seems to be lost in history. 

It was Penn State that took the next 
step. They became bored with tigers, and 
decided to be lions. They decided to be very 
special Nittany Lions. There is a lot of spec- 
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ulation about what Nittany means. Our 
sources Say it is from Gaelic, meaning really 
horrible uniforms. 

Other schools quickly picked up the 
trend. But for the next 43 years every school 
was still named for a cat: Fightin’ Wildcats, 
Fightin’ Cougars, Fightin’ Panthers, Fightin’ 
Gulley Cats, Fightin’ Tigers, Fightin’ Lions, 
AmKats, Catamounts, and even BearKats. 

It became a real trial to come up with 
new nicknames. Auburn is credited for the 
next advance and is renowned for its inge- 
nious answer for a mascot and nickname.

The school 
would officially be called the Plainsmen, but

have a tiger run around the stadium yelling, 
"Wa-ar Eagle." Some solutions just jump 
right out at you, don't they? 

For the next 43 years, all schools had 
animals as mascots. Then suddenly all man- 
ner of nicknames and mascots became pop- 
ular. There were Fightin’ Spartans, Fightin’ 
Purple Aces, Fightin’ Commodores and 
Fightin’ Engineers. Also, Fightin’ Cajuns, 


Fightin’ Rebels, Fightin’ Volunteers, and on 
and on. What is strange is that, until recent- 
ly, no one seemed to realize that fighting ac- 
tually had two “g's.” 

Social involvement has made some 
nicknames less popular. One name in partic- 
ular, Indians, has been recalled by several 
schools. It is now known that Chris 
Columbus’ navigator, First Mate Hazelwood, 
who was the first of a long line of bumbling 
seafarers, accidentally bumped into North 
America a little before reaching India. Thus, 
Indians have been misnamed all these years 
and some now prefer to be known as Native 
Americans. Unfortunately for them, this was 
a public relations coup that came 150 years 
too late. It would have been really hard for 
the army to relocate and shoot Native 
Americans rather than Indians. 

One such name change involved 
Stanford University. In the 1960s, in a little 
known general meeting of all Indians, the 
tribes carefully studied Stanford's football 
team and record. They noted that Stanford's 
record was roughly akin to their own against 
the U.S. Cavalry (except for one homecom- 
ing action in South Dakota against a fresh- 
man coach named Custer).

Efforts for a new name were dead-

non “s" names belongs on the trash heap of 
history with other decisions like invading 
Russia, buying a boat, or making that little an- 
nouncement on cold fusion. 

Today, especially in the pro ranks, 
nicknames that don’t end in "s" are com- 


mon. From traditional, honest monickers 
like tigerS, lionS, and badgerS, we are now 
afflicted with cutsey things like Dynamite, 
Drive, Jazz, and Insipid. No matter the sport, 
these names always sound like something in 
a Senior Roller Derby league. When the 
Stanford Cardinal play(s) the Louisville 
CardinalS, this writer pulls for Louisville to 
kick'em in the "s." 

In these modern times, a perusal of 
NCAA school nicknames can be a lot of fun. 
There are some combinations of opponents 
we would just love to see. Someone has 
simply got to schedule the Akron Zips 
against the Gonzaga Zags. 

Imagine a grouping of the Illinois 
College Blue Boys, the Amherst Lord Jeffs, 
the Shrinkin’ Violets of New York U along 
with the Whittier Poets, Washburn Ichabods, 
and topped off by the Centenary Gents. 
Whew, sounds like a tough league. 

Sometimes the Trojans, Beavers, and 
Minutemen meet. We have nothing at all to 
say about that one. 

We would also like to see Colgate 
play the Tartars of Wayne State for the Root 
Canal Trophy. And the Finger Lickin’ Bowl 
could pit the Providence Friars against the 
Blue Hens of Delaware. Oglethorpe was 
lucky to be the first to get the name the 
Stormy Petrels. It was coveted by Exxon's 
School for Tanker Captains. 

Our prize for the most frightening name 
goes to the Webster College Gorlocks. We 
don't have a clue

Bet Ogden Nash probably was 
responsible for one nickname, the St. 
Louis University Billikins. He was no 
doubt inspired by the abundance of 
seabirds on the Mississippi River 
campus and penned the immortal 
lines: "Pity the poor pelican. It's beak 
holds more than its Billikin.” Sorry 
‘bout that. 

Colors are popular, and we 
wonder why. Its easy to be intimi- 
dated by a Campbell Fightin’ 
Camel, but we've never really been 
terrorized by a color. Maybe to 
make up for this, the word "Big" is 
often used. There's the Cornell Big 
Red, the Dartmouth Big Green, and 
the Millikin Big Blue. Perhaps to 
appear more menacing, North 
Texas calls itself the Mean Green. 
And Western Maryland is the Green 
Terrors. There just must be some- 
thing nasty about green. 

Mississippi State used to be the 
Maroons, but this kept getting confused with 
cookies so they went to something really 
different: Bulldogs.

Of the 
NCAA's 711 listed schools, 96 are cats.

As for “Man's Best Friend,” they were 
led by 19 schools picking Bulldogs. Some 
other breeds are Huskies (9), Terriers (6), 
and Greyhounds (4).

Birds are even more popular than 
dogs and are the second largest category, 
being connected to 80 schools. Eagles lead 
with 21, including five of the golden variety, 
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plus a bald and a purple. There are 15 vari- 
ous Hawks and 10 Cardinals (that's with an 
"s," Stanford). There is also a great variety of 
feathery friends. There are Blue Hens and 
Sagehens.

hen the announcement was 
made on Dec. 19, 1989, it 
was greeted with joy, shock, 
disbelief, anticipation and 
just about every other emo- 
tion known to man. 

More than three months after the 
Council of 10 (Big 10 Presidents) decided to 
fracture the laws of arithmetic 
by creating a Big 10 which 
shall include 11 members, the 
decision is still a matter of 
much discussion. 

Two major questions 
seem to remain in Happy 
Valley, as the Penn Staters like 
to refer to their magic sports 
kingdom. They are probably 
the same questions being 
asked by Big 10 supporters. 

Was this move really 
necessary, and what are we 
going to get out of it? 

The initial belief was 
that money was at the root of 
Penn State's eagerness to ac- 
cept the Big 10 offer. 

Athletic Director Jim 
Tarman and football Coach 
Joe Paterno have repeatedly 
said that financial concerns 
never played any part in the 
decision. 

Paterno has even said 
that he won't be surprised if 
Penn State actually loses 
money in the early years of the 
move from an Eastern independent to a part- 
nership with the Big 10. Tarman said Penn 
State had prospered as an independent and 
certainly could have continued in that role. 
The Nittany Lions have a $16 million athletic 
budget to fund 28 sports, including the cost 
of all athletic grants. 

Penn State first took a look at the Big 
10 almost a decade ago. The presidents at 
that time showed little or no interest in expan- 
sion. 

Tarman and Paterno tried for more 
than a decade to get other schools to form an 
all-sports conference. They were rebuffed at 
every turn. 

When it became apparent that the 
Eastern schools in the Big East Conference (a 
basketball league) had no intention of even 
considering a breakup, the Nittany Lions 
again decided to look elsewhere. 

“We could see that no matter what we 
did, including an offer to split all revenue, it 
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just wasn't going to happen,” said Tarman. 
"We started to look in terms of our future. 
Where would it be best for us to be in the 
years to come? The Big 10 looked like a natu- 
ral because of the similarities of our universi- 
ties and our programs. There was much more 
than athletics involved here. It was a universi- 
ty decision, not an athletic decision." 


"It's great for us and great 
for intercollegiate athlet- 
ics,"’ said Paterno. "It's 
going to add a new chapter 
to Penn State football. 
"The schools in the Big 10 
have a lot in common with 
us.

Tarman said that those who are finding 
it difficult to accept the move now might ap- 
plaud it later. He sees a lot of changes coming 
in the 1990s. 

“| see an expansion of conference affil- 
iations and a realignment of conferences,” he 
said, "I see a lot of changes coming. | think 
there will be a whole new look to college ath- 
letics in the near future. | think our move may 
hurry some of that change. Since we went to 
the Big 10, there has been a lot of discussion 
about possible moves in other sections of the 
country.” 

From the beginning, Paterno has been 
a staunch supporter of the move. He made 
that very clear before and after the official an- 
nouncement. 

“It's great for us and great for intercol- 
legiate athletics," said Paterno. “It's going to 
add a new chapter to Penn State football. 

“The schools in the Big 10 have a lot 
in common with us. They are similar academ- 
ically, and it adds to the prestige of this insti- 
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tution to be identified with those people. I'm 
excited about the change." 

Paterno was so excited that he said he 
thought he would still like to be coaching 
when Penn State plays its first conference 
football game, somewhere in the mid-1990s. 

Later, Paterno made it definite that he 
plans to be around. He said that the idea of 
playing in the conference rekin- 
dled his interest so much that 
he sat down and had a talk with 
his wife, Sue. He told her that if 
his health is good, he plans to 
coach seven more years and 
then retire at age 70. 

Why is Paterno so much 
in favor of Penn State's move to 
the Big 10? 

Surely, it's not because 
he thinks things are going to 
get any easier for the Nittany 
Lions. If you go by past 
records, it's going to be 
tougher for Penn State to win in 
its new surroundings than it 
was when Paterno’s troops 
were playing an independent 
schedule. 

In 24 years as the head 
man at Penn State, Paterno has 
compiled a 220-57-3 record 
that puts him in the company of 
history's top coaches. Where he 
goes depends on which criteria 
you use to determine the peck- 


The record shows that 
playing Big 10 teams has been a losing 
proposition for the Nittany Lions. 

Overall, Penn State is 15-17-2 against 
Big 10 schools. Paterno has fared a little bet- 
ter. He has a 9-6 record against the Big 10. 
The last time Penn State played a Big 10 team 
on the gridiron was in the second week of the 
1984 season. The Lions got a hard-earned 20- 
17 victory at lowa, and that wasn't a particu- 
larly good year for the Lions, who went 6-5. 

lowa has served as Paterno's whipping 
boys. Six of his nine Big 10 victories have 
come against the Hawkeyes. 

Penn State under Paterno is 2-2 
against Ohio State, 6-2 against lowa, 1-0 
against Illinois, 0-1 against Michigan State 
and 0-1 against Wisconsin. 

Paterno said that one of his regrets is 
that he never got to go head-to-head against 
retired Michigan Coach Bo Schembechler. 

"| would have enjoyed coaching 
against Bo," said Paterno. "I was sorry to see 
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him leave the coaching ranks." 

Paterno has been at Penn State for 
four decades in one capacity or another. 

“To someone who has spent 40 years 
at Penn State and came here when it was just 


Is the Big 10 ready for this? 


a cow college, before it became a great uni- 
versity, | think the move to the Big 10 is an 
historic moment for us," Paterno said. 
Paterno, Tarman and other Penn State 
officials are hearing the same concerns that 
surely are being voiced at Big 10 schools. 

Long-time fans of the Nittany 
Lions hate to see their team break away from 
its traditional rivalries in the East. 

e They have grown to like the idea of 
their favorite team going to a different bowl 
just about every year. 

e They worry that ties to a confer- 
ence will reduce Penn State's chances of 
playing in a bow! game for a national champi- 
onship. 

“When | first heard about the move, | 
asked myself why were they doing this,” said 
former tailback Mike Guman, who recently re- 
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tired after a long career with the Los Angeles 
Rams. "| kind of liked Penn State being the 
Beast of the East. When | was with the Rams, | 
took a lot of pride in being a kid from an 
Eastern city who had played for an Eastern 


team. | hate to see us lose that identification.” 

Some other former players feel the 
same way. Most others are willing to give the 
move to the Big 10 a chance. 

“We had our era, and now it's time to 
start a new one,” said former wide receiver 
Scott Fitzkee. "I'm interested in seeing how 
everything works out." 

Tarman said he expected that some 
fans wouldn't like the change. He got the 
same kind of response when Penn State an- 
nounced it would look elsewhere for an oppo- 
nent when Syracuse refused to play six games 
of a 10-game series at Beaver Stadium. 

A random poll conducted by the 
Harrisburg Patriot-News three weeks after the 
official announcement showed that only 37 
percent of 382 persons who responded ap- 
proved of the move to the Big 10. 
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“Why ruin 100 years of tradition, just 
for the money?" asked one. 

“It's a big mistake,” said another. "Will 
it help Penn State's revenue situation? Can a 
square peg fit in a round hole?”

Those who favored the move cited the 
clout and prestige of the Big 10. 

Polls taken in other areas show that 
many of the school’s best supporters have 
some reservations about the move. 

“It's something we anticipated," 
Tarman said. "The more people learn about 
the move, the more we think they will like it.” 

Penn State president Dr. Bryce Jordan 
said that there are many reasons why he 
thought that Penn State should jump at the 
chance to join the Big 10. 

Chief among these, in his eyes, is 
some common academic ground. With 
70,031 students at its 23 campuses, Penn 
State rivals the biggest of the Big 10 in enroll-

SuRE°® WoRKS ON DEMAND TO HELP KEEP You DRY. 
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Brewer Looks FoR WINNING CONSISTENCY

f pressure was helium, Ole Miss Coach 

Billy Brewer could float to Mars. 

For seven years he's sat on the 
hot seat which, in the post-John 
Vaught years, has been synonymous 

with Rebel football. 

The 1990 season will be no different, 
but the pressure will be coming from a dif- 
ferent source — the strain of winning will 
be self-induced by Brewer. 

“We really need to put back-to-back 
winning seasons together,” said Brewer, 
temporarily revived and relieved after a 1989 
season that produced an 8-4 record, includ- 
ing a Liberty Bowl triumph over Air Force. 
"That's one thing that sticks with me about 
my tenure at Ole Miss, we've never attained 
that (consecutive successful campaigns) 
and that's what I'm shooting for. 

"To build the kind of quality program 
we are searching for at Ole Miss, you have 
to show consistency and continuity,” Brewer 
continued, “and that translates into wins. We 
need to take that next step. We've got an op- 
portunity, now we have to keep the fire burn- 
ing. | won't relax until we achieve this goal." 

To prove his point, Brewer put the 
Rebels through their most grueling off-sea- 
son and spring sessions since he's been at 
the Ole Miss helm. 

“Looking back, | feel one of our prob- 
lems in 1987 was that we lost our intensity, 
lost sight of our goals," he explained. "We 
are not taking that chance this year. The kids 
know what has to be done for us to be suc- 
cessful. They knew spring was going to be 
tough, and they responded." 

To further accentuate his seriousness, 
the Rebels heavily recruited JC players who 
they felt could step in and fill some voids im- 
mediately. Ole Miss signed double-digit JCs 
and are expecting most to come in ready to 
take two-deep positions on the depth chart. 

“We lost some very good players — 
a first-round draft pick in outside linebacker 
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Tony Bennett; our all-time single-season 
passing leader in John Darnell; our all-time 
leading career yardage leader in receiving in 
Willie Green; a big-play receiver and return 
specialist in Pat Coleman; and a couple of 
starters on the offensive line — and we felt 
the only way to develop into the kind of team 
we want to be in '90 was to get a quick fix of 
JCs," Brewer noted. 

With all this in mind, how will the 


preseason pluses and minuses staring Ole 
Miss in the face. 

As always, the schedule for this fall is 
ominous. 

"Off our rotating SEC schedule, we 
dropped Alabama and Florida, but we didn't 
get any bargain in the deal — we picked up 
Auburn and Kentucky," quipped Brewer. “Of 
course, there are no bargains in our league. 

"Again, we will be the game-of-the-year 
for Arkansas State, Tulane and Memphis State 
and Arkansas is always a powerhouse. Top that 
off with the natural rivalries with LSU and 
Mississippi State and it's easy to see our road 
is not paved with gold.” 

Personnel-wise, Brewer faces his 
quest with the normal assortment of excel- 
lence and limitations. 

Depth has always been a concern and 
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that remains the status quo this fall. 

"The defensive front, outside 
linebackers, secondary, wide receivers, tight 
end and offensive line are all areas we are 
hoping some quality depth will emerge in. 
We are thin there right now, but we hope we 
have some quality kids coming to camp in 
August,” Brewer allowed. 

Another major concern is the devel- 
opment of the quarterbacks. With Darnell 
graduating, it left Ole Miss with several 
untested candidates. 

6'4" sophomore Russ Shows, despite 
missing half of spring drills with a slight. 
knee injury, will likely be at the controls. 
Shows operated the Rebs’ short-yardage of- 
fense last season and put up unbelievable 
numbers — converting every single situa- 
tion into either a touchdown or first down, 
but that's the only experience he has. 

“We have an offense based on a lot of 
reads and quick reactions," said Offensive 
Coordinator Red Parker. "We feel Russ has the 
tools to be a fine quarterback, but it really hurt 
him to miss so much spring, He will have to 
do double duty in the two-a-days in August to 
get to the plateau we are looking for." 

The Rebs appear solid at running back, 
with 6’, 214-pound Randy Baldwin, the MVP 
of the Liberty Bowl, returning for his junior 
season at tailback, Baldwin led the SEC in 
yards per carry as a sophomore. "Randy is. a 
player who can be as good as he wants to be,” 
noted Brewer. "We are expecting a lot from him 
this fall. Last year, it took him some time to 
grasp the offense, but this year we hope to get 
the ball in his hands more often.” 

Junior fullback Maurice Shaw, a 6’, 
237-pounder, also made an impression in the 
spring. Shaw transplanted senior Ed Thigpen, 
the incumbent, as the No. 1 FB and showed 
great promise with his bullish style of running. 

Todd Sandroni hopes to duplicate his 
outstanding freshman and sophomore years. 


FD. MOORE 
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At wideout, the Rebs will be going with several 
new faces. Junior Tyrone Ashley (6'1", 195 Ibs.), was 
switched from running back to flanker in the spring and 
quickly took a liking to his new slot. (Ashley is also ex- 
pected to do yeoman’s work in the return game.) 

“Tyrone can turn a routine play into a big gain 
quickly," said Brewer. “He's an exciting player with all 
the tools to be a big-time player in our league.” 

Backing Ashley will be sophomore speedster J. J. 
Walker, who, after an undistinguished freshman campaign, 
appears to have come into his own during the spring. 

The split end slot will be manned by senior 
Jeffrey Holder, a possession-type receiver with a reper- 
toire of excellent hands and stylish routes, and JC 
transfer Darrick Owens, a 6'1", 196-pound speed mer- 
chant who turned some heads in limited spring duty. 

For the first time in several years, the Rebels 
seem to have an experienced offensive line — at least 
one deep — to work with. 

Returning starters include seniors Adrian 
Strother, (6'5", 295 Ibs.), and Lee Lott (6'6", 285 Ibs.), 
at the tackles; sophomore Everett Lindsay (6'5", 275 
lbs.), at one guard; and senior Dawson Pruett (6'2", 
265 Ibs) at center. The other guard — tops out of 
spring drills — will be senior Monty Perry, a 6'2", 
275-pounder who saw extensive playing time last fall. 

“If we have some backups come around — 
three redshirt freshmen especially—we have a chance 
to be a solid unit up front," Brewer assessed. “The first 
six or seven we feel comfortable with, but we are look- 
ing for three or four more who can step in and do the 
tough job." 

Tight end comes up a question mark. 

The Rebs ended spring with a dead heat be- 
tween senior Dan Westmoreland, last year's backup to 
graduated starter Rich Gebbia, and converted outside 
linebacker Lois Gordon, a 6'2", 225-pound junior. To 
bolster that area, the Rebels signed 6'4", 240-pound 
JC Tyji Armstrong, who will begin practice in August. 

Defensively, Ole Miss has a mix of tried-and- 
trues and we-hope-they-cans. 

Of the down linemen, the Rebels are counting 
heavily on returning senior starters Doug Jacobs, a 6'8", 
285-pounder, and Kelvin Pritchett, a 6'3", 266-pounder, 
at the tackle positions. Jacobs and Pritchett both had ex- 
cellent spring sessions and are geared to go out with a 
big bang in their last collegiate campaigns. 

If they 
femem stay healthy, we can hold our own with them in the

“He and Pete make a 
good combination. We anticipate productive years from them." 
Replacing "Gator" Bennett on the outside, though, leaves 
Brewer and company with more questions. 

On one side, ju- 
nior Phillip Kent —a 
faster, more svelte Kent 

— retained his starting 
status in the spring, but 
the other side remains a 
toss-up between senior 
Roger Hancock, who was 
moved from strong safe- 
ty, and a host of young 
players who promise to 

be good in time, but that 
time needs to be now. 

"You don't lose a 
player of Tony's ability 
and not feel it,” Brewer 
commented. "Phillip ma- 
tured a lot this spring 
and is taking on a bigger 
role now that Tony is 
gone. He will be a dandy, 
but we really need for 
Roger or someone to 
reach another level by fall 
to be successful on the 
other side.” 

Of the four sec- 
ondary positions, Ole 
Miss will be 50-50 with 
returning starters. 

Senior Chris 
"Creek" Mitchell will ably 
own the strong safety slot 
for the coming year. The 6' 
1/2", 195-pounder will be 
shooting for all-star hon- 
ors in his final season. 
Junior Chauncey Godwin 
handles one of the corner- 
back spots after a year 
which saw him get SEC 
Player-of-the-Week in the 
Rebels’ upset of Floridain * 
Gainesville. Godwin inter- 
cepted two passes in that outing and returned one 66 yards for the 
clinching score. 

"Chris is one of the leaders of the team. He has a great will to 
win and infectious enthusiasm and intensity," Brewer stated. "And 
Chauncey is a heady competitor with good skills." 

Free safety is a coin toss and is still undecided. Will it be Jeff 
Carter, who started six games last year and capped his season with 
two interceptions and the Most Valuable Defensive Player in the 
Liberty Bowl? Or Todd Sandroni, who was a preseason All-American 
last year only to fall to a knee injury from which he is rehabbing? Or 
junior Gerald Vaughn, the purest of the three athletically? 


Junior Randy Baldwin led the SEC in yards per carry as a sophomore. 
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Only two-a-days will tell that ending. 

A new face will definitely show up on the other corner. Three- 
year starter Don Price graduated, opening the position up for sopho- 
more Danny Boyd, sophomore Dwayne Amos, a converted running 
back, or a number of incoming freshman and JCs — the Rebs went 
strong after defensive backs on signing day.

Childers will return for 
his third season as the 
top punter. Childers is 
not a dominant booter, 
but he led the SEC in 
net punting a year ago 
with a 38.18 average 
and only had 15 punts 
returned all year. 

Sophomore Brian 
Lee appears to be the 
No. 1 place-kicker after 
an up-and-down fresh- 
man season which saw 
him connect on 10-19 
field goal attempts. 

"Brian was a true 
freshman with not only 
the pressure of collegiate 
ball, but the added pres- 
sure of having to kick 

——— without a tee for the first 
~ time. | think you'll see 

Brian improve this year," Brewer expounded. 

Billy Brewer approaches 1990 with his usual companions — 
hope, enthusiasm, optimism and . . . pressure. 

"We've got many obstacles standing in our path,” Brewer 
began his synopsis, “but if things fall in place for us, we can succeed. 

"If we can have the same type of team chemistry we had last year, 
if some of the incoming JCs and freshmen can contribute like we are 
hoping, and if some of the youngsters who will be taking over for gradu- 
ation losses can come around, | have a good feeling about this team.” 

Unfortunately, "ifs" usually promote pressure. But that's some- 
thing Billly Brewer has learned to live with.

Spring training at Ole Miss was more like a war zone than a football 
camp. Injuries depleted the ranks on a daily basis, bringing about an 
air of urgency for double duty when the August drills come around. 
"We had a lot of key areas that didn’t get the work necessary to 
improve or set them up on schedule for two-a-days," said Ole Miss 
coach Billy Brewer. 


Brewer was mainly talking about his quarterback slot, where a new 
face was guaranteed and plenty of repetition was essential in the 
spring. Russ Shows, a 6’4" sophomore, was penciled in as the No. 
1 candidate. He held the slot despite suffering a knee injury that 
held him out of most spring work. Shows’ knee is expected to be at 
full strength by fall, but his knowledge of the offense may not be. 


Tom Luke, also a sophomore, looked to have a shot at the head of 
the leader board until he suffered a shoulder injury that may or may 
not require offseason surgery. 


At running back, junior Maurice Shaw slipped by incumbent fullback 
Ed Thigpen due to an excellent spring and Thigpen missing some 
drills with nagging injuries and academic conflicts with practice. 
Shaw, a 6'0", 237-pounder, grasped the No. 1 spot in Thigpen’s 
absence and wouldn't let go when Ed got back in the swing.

In the offensive line, senior Monty Perry earned a No. 1 position at 
strong guard, edging out Bill Bush, who was on top of the chart 
prior to spring. Other than Shaw and Perry, the first units, on both 
sides of the ball, remained the same throughout spring. 


Several players leapfrogged into contention for playing time after a 
pre-spring depth chart listing of third-team or lower. Junior college 
wideout Darrick Owens went from fifth-team to a lofty No. 2 behind 
senior Jeffrey Holder. At flanker, sophomore J.J. Walker jumped 
from fifth to No. 2 with a productive spring. Transfer center Cliff 
Drew, a sophomore, moved from fourth to No. 1 with a gritty 
performance and via the absence of incumbent center Dawson 
Pruett, who missed spring drills in order to take a heavy classroom 
load and graduate early.

Bowden, FSU: A Happy Marriage

nan era when all coaches are "inter- 

im," and/or “hired to be fired,” Bobby 

Bowden is an anomaly: He has signed 

a “lifetime” contract to be Head 

Football Coach at Florida State 
University. 

Other coaches before Bowden have 
had lifetime contracts, but they weren't sure 
if “lifetime” referred to the life of the contract 
or the life of the coach. In Bowden's case, it 
means as long as he wants to coach. 

The contract will pay the 60-year-old 
Bowden up to $708,692 this year and 
$690,000 in subsequent years, up from a 
base of $97,427, although outside income 
boosted it into the $300,000 range. In reali- 
ty, itis a five-year contract with a two-year 
rollover provision. But because of Bowden's 
age, it is considered a “lifetime” deal. 
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Included are salary supplements for 
expenses, money for speeches, a $200,000 
radio and television show package, a 
$200,000 interest-free loan based on 
Bowden's years of service, a life insurance 
policy, a shoe endorsement deal and bonus- 
es for player graduation rates and postsea- 
son bowl appearances. 

"|'m pleased | got it signed,” said 
Bowden, who has coached the Seminoles 
for 14 years (122-40-3 record) and brought 
the school to the point where it is a perenni- 
al contender for the national championship . 
.. orat least the Top 10. "I'd like to go as 
long as | can, or at least as long as | have 
good health. But sometimes you wonder 
how much longer are you going to want to 
study film yourself.” 

Bowden, a native of Birmingham, Al, 
was interviewed for the Alabama job in 1987 
when Bill Curry got it. It was, however, little 
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more than a courtesy interview 
since Bowden and the 
Seminoles were in Birmingham 
for the All-American Bowl. And 
it would have cost Bowden five 
years’ salary if he left for anoth- 
er coaching job. 

Last January, though, 

when Curry left — with a help- 
Hing hand — for Kentucky, 
©) Bowden's name was kicked 
around a little more seriously, 
1 especially since Hootie Ingram, 
} Alabama's new athletic director, 
had held the same job at Florida 
State. Bob Goin, Ingram's suc- 
cessor at FSU, knew what he 
had to do. 

“It was obviously my ob-

contract shows that,” Goin said. 
"We want to have him here until 
the day he decides not to coach 
any more.”

You can almost hear the 
organ playing and the choir singing and 
Bowden and FSU President Bernie Sliger, 
who arrived at Florida State the same week 
as Bowden, saying “Till death do us part’ or 
some such thing. To tell the truth, Bowden 
once described his situation at Florida State 
as being “like a marriage.” 

And why would FSU want to lose him? 

By midseason, Bowden will become 
just the 11th major college coach to win 200 
games. With six victories, he'll move into 
the all-time top 10. With nine, he will be No. 
8 on the Division I-A chart, and the names 
ahead of him will read Bryant... Stagg... 
Warner... Hayes... Schembechler . . . 
Paterno. . . Neely. 

With the retirement of Michigan's Bo 
Schembechler, only Penn State's Joe 
Paterno has won more games than Bowden, 
whose overall .728 winning percentage (in- 
cluding 31-6-0 at alma mater Samford and 
42-26-0 at West Virginia) is fifth among ac- 
tive coaches. His .748 mark at Florida State 
trails only Nebraska's Tom Osborne and 
Paterno.

In case you missed it, Bowden came down from the 
hills of West Virginia in 1976 and inherited a Florida State 
program that was 4-29 in the previous three seasons.

Ann Bowden remembers. "I felt like he needed a chance to 
be ina good program and, at that time, | wasn’t sure Florida 
State was a good program." 

"It turned into a good situation. He took things as 
they came, and other situations that came up didn't offer that 
much more than what he had." 

Bowden did better than four wins his first year, he 
turned in a 5-6 record, one of only two losing seasons in his 
24-year head coaching career (the other was 4-7 at West 
Virginia in 1974; Bowden was hanged in effigy after that sea- 
son and remembers that "my children could hardly stand it. 

They'd come home at night and say, ‘Daddy is still up there 
in that old tree’ "). Three years later, the Seminoles were a 
game away from the national championship with an 11-0 
regular season but lost to Oklahoma in the Orange Bowl. 

The last three seasons, however, are the ones that 
bring smiles to the Tallahassee faithful. The Seminoles have 
finished in the top three nationally each year, to wit: 

e The 1987 team was a failed two-point conversion 
(a 26-25 loss to Miami) from a national championship, fin- 
ishing second with an 11-1 mark. 

e |n 1988, the Seminoles were ranked No. 1 for the 
first time ever and finished third, again at 11-1. 

e Last season's record was 10-2, but it may have 
been Bowden's best coaching job. First, there was a disas- 
trous 0-2 start, including a stunning opening-game loss to 
Southern Mississippi. Bowden then rallied his troops to 10 
consecutive wins and a No. 2 finish in one wire service poll.

At the same time, he is as television- 
Oriented as any coach, once described as “a 
one-line artist who never met a minicam he 
didn't like." He has been known to fly to 
Atlanta to tape a 10-minute interview, then 
fly straight back to Tallahassee. 

“People used to tell me | ought to be a 
minister,” says Bowden, a lifelong Baptist and a 
lay preacher. “But | never felt like | was called. It 
was more like | was called to coaching.” 

Coaching is a vague term these days. 
Assistants do most of the actual coaching; a 
Head Coach has to be more of an organizer, an 
administrator — and, most of all, a recruiter. 

Two years ago, he wrote the following 
lines for an article in the New York Times: 

"When | began coaching football in 
1953, there was a phrase | picked up that was 
attributed to the late Red Sanders, then the 
head football coach at UCLA. He said that the 
best way to be a successful head college foot- 
ball coach and produce winning teams was to 
‘come by some good football players’.” 

"Recruiting is the name of the game. 
National championships can be won in February 
by those who sign the best prospects .. . .” 

"As a head football coach, | feel a 
burden lift off my shoulders two times a 
year. One comes a day after our last football 
game .... The second burden lifts the day 
after signing day. Coaches spend weeks 
competing with anywhere from five to 20 
universities for the services of top athletes. 
Each player is a separate contest that a 
coach must win. When he doesn't sign a 
great player that he has been trying to recruit 
over seven months, it gnaws at him as if 
he'd lost a ball game... .” 

"I'd bet recruiting drives more college 
coaches out of football than anything else 
because it becomes so demanding and 
pressurized. A coach stays on the road a 
total of two-and-a-half months of the year. If 
it were not for my love of the game and the 
fact that | want to do nothing else, | could 
not put up with some of the evils of recruit- 
ing. However, if a coach expects to survive, 
he must recruit." 

"The worst part of recruiting is the 
cheating that goes on, along with having to in- 
flate the egos of 17-year-old athletes, knowing 
that you will later have to deflate them." 

"Do not believe the cliche that every- 
body is doing it. Most coaches do not cheat 
but, as in any profession, there are those who 
take the easy way out. They offer the athletes 
illegal inducements to attend their school.” 

"The quickest way to become a mil- 
lionaire is to rob a bank. The quickest way to 
build a powerhouse is to buy players. A 
coach can recruit a boy for 12 months, but if 
the boy is naive and dishonest, someone 


can come in and ‘buy’ him." 

"| don’t think our rules are tough 
enough on the prospect who accepts payoffs. 
We punish the universities for violations and 
let the players keep playing. | believe guilty 
players should be expelled from the game for 
two years if they are found guilty of accepting 
cars, cash, clothes, or other inducements. 
They know better. If a prospect knew he could 
not play if he got caught, he would think twice 
before ‘selling out’.” 

“Why would a coach cheat in the first 
place? One reason is the pressure to win. 
They think, ‘If! don't win, I'm going to get 
fired. So | might as well do what it takes to 
come by some football players’.” 

"| blame much of the pressure on the 
lack of administrative control over heavy 
contributors. A second cause is a coach's 
ego; he simply tries to build an empire at 
any cost. Both are dangerous." 

"The good side of recruiting is meet- 
ing and talking to prospects and families 
with wholesome attitudes toward a college 
career. These are solid people who become 
the heart and soul of the team that lands 
them. Most families would be insulted if a 
coach tried to ‘buy’ their sons, and those 
players are fun to recruit.” 

"In the end, | feel the same way about 
the coaching profession and recruiting as | do 
about the United States. | disapprove of some 
of the practices of our government, but when | 
look at the total picture, there is no other place 
on earth | would rather live than the United 
States. Though | disapprove of some of the 
coaching and recruiting methods, | would not 
give it up for any other profession." 

The four big things in Bowden's life 
are God, family, country and football. 

"Football figures in a way of life," he 
said way back in 1982. "It is a microcosm of 
life — full of battles and full of goals, full of 
laws and full of penalties that can get you 
into trouble if you don't abide by them." 

“There are a lot of teaching experi- 
ences, learning experiences in this game 
that are so valuable. A lot of pressure is put 
ona young man — pressure that makes 
him better able to compete in life." 

"Now, football is not the only way for 
young men, like some coaches think. But | do feel 
it is one of the good ways —a very valuable one.” 

And valuable seems to express 
Florida State's feeling for Bobby Bowden. 

"|am an economist first and fore- 
most," said President Sliger, who upped 
Bowden's ante shortly after basketball Coach 
Pat Kennedy signed a new contract that pays 
him almost $300,000 annually. “Athletics 
has helped us. | wish | could say | hired 
him. | didn't, but | can say I've kept him."Q)

outhern Mississippi appeared to 

be on the verge of something big 

last season. 

The Golden Eagles were 

10-2 and Independence Bowl 
champions in 1988, Curley Hallman’s first 
year as head coach. Then they stunned the 
football world last September by opening 
the ‘89 season with a 30-26 victory over 
Florida State. They were voted into the 
Associated Press Top 25. 

But their stay in the limelight was 
brief. Mississippi State kicked a last-second 
field goal to win 26-23 the next week. 
Consecutive losses at Auburn, TCU and 
Texas A&M followed. 

The Golden Eagles finished 5-6. 

"| wasn't particularly happy with the 
way things turned out," says Hallman. "We 
had our chances — and | don’t mean to 
sound like I'm making excuses — but we 
had our chances to be a pretty good ol' 7-4 
team. But we weren't. 

"One critical area that | point to is the 
fact that we lost two games on our campus. 
They were two close ones—to Mississippi 
State and Southwestern Louisiana (24-21) 
— that went down to the final seconds. But 
we lost. Both those teams played better in 
the fourth quarter than we did. And you sim- 
ply can't allow that to happen. You can't lose 
in your own backyard.” 

"If you'll look, time of possession 
was just about even for the year (USM had 
the ball 334 minutes to opponents’ 326), so 
we weren't dominated. We just didn't make 
the plays when we had to. Now we've got to 
build on that." 

Hallman was an amateur boxer dur- 
ing his days as a defensive back at Texas 
A&M. He doesn't take losing lightly. 

But he did see some positive signs 
during last season's plunder. 

"| think the thing that helped as much 
as anything was the fact that the '89 team's 
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work habits were equal to those of the team 
that went 10-2," Hallman says. “The team 
started out with a great win, dropped to 1-4 
and could've quit. That we were able to 
come back and win four of the last six 
[games] shows they're made of something. 
They worked hard every day, and I'm hoping 
they'll rebound this season." 

To help them along, Hallman put the 
Golden Eagles through a demanding off-

season. Spring training was especially 
tough. 

"We did a lot more hitting,” he says. 
"We had more scrimmages, put the players 
in more game situations. Down and dis- 
tance. Full speed. We probably had 160, 170 
snaps every scrimmage. 

“And when you go 5-6, | think you 
have to go back to basics. We started from 
scratch again and built from that. We decid- 
ed if we had to stay with the base philoso- 
phy for two, three weeks until our young 
men grasp it, then that's what we'd do. We 
wanted to make it simple. And | think it 
helped us." 

Senior quarterback Brett Favre (6'2”, 
210 Ibs.) didn’t participate in spring drills 
because of tendinitis in his right (passing) 
elbow. But he should be 100 percent when 
fall drills begin. 
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He must be if the Golden Eagles are 
to survive. In three seasons, Favre has 
passed for 6,123 yards and 45 touchdowns. 
A year ago, while being promoted as a 
Heisman Trophy candidate by the school, 
Favre threw for 2,588 yards and 14 touch- 
downs, completed 54 percent (206 of 381) 
of his passes and was intercepted only 10 
times. 

It wasn't enough to gain notice from 
Heisman Trophy voters, but Hallman was 
more than pleased. 

“Brett had an outstanding season," 
Hallman says. "His overall development and 
improvement was very good. | think if we 
had turned it around, won eight or nine 
games, a lot more recognition would've 
come Brett's way. 

“But I'm sincere when | say that 
awards aren't Brett's first goal. He loves to 
win, and that's a unique trait of his. He has a 
deep-down, built-in quality that makes him 
want to win, to compete.” 

Favre's combination of foot quick- 
ness, strength and a rifle arm was displayed 
on the final play of the Louisville game. The 
score was tied 10-10. USM only had time 
for a "Hail Mary," which is exactly what 
Favre called. 

"Hail Mary Left on one," he said in 
the huddle. "Just give me a little time." 

He made his time. Favre appeared to 
be sacked, but he broke away and sprinted 
toward the right sideline. As a Louisville 
rusher sprinted at him, Favre cut loose with 
a cross-field 60-yard strike that landed in 
the middle of a mass of receivers and de- 
fenders. USM wideout Darryl Tillman caught 
the deflected pass in full stride and scored 
—a /9-yarder — to win the game. 

"Louisville's best player had a shot 
at Brett, but Brett got away," Hallman says. "| 
think that play shows what a great player

ecause of several incredible last- 

second losses in 1989, the 

University of Louisville's break- 

through season — one in which 

the Cardinals had hoped to earn 

Top 25 recognition and a bowl bid 
— had to be postponed. 

Now, with a veteran defense and an ex- 
plosive offense returning, Louisville once 
again appears poised to make its move onto 
the national scene in Coach Howard 
Schnellenberger's sixth season. 

It might have already happened, 
Schnellenberger believes, except for four or 
five plays that turned a possible 10-1 or 9-2 
season into a disappointing 6-5. 

“We were S0-0-0-0 close,” 
Schnellenberger said. 

Louisville's string of bad breaks began 
when it lost to Southern Mississippi 16-10 on 
a flukey deflected pass that bounced off the 
helmet of a receiver and into the hands of a 
teammate for a touchdown as time expired. 

The Cards also dropped heart-breakers 
to Virginia 16-15 on a field goal at 0:00 and 
Tulsa 31-24 when tight end Chad Fortune 
dropped a touchdown pass in the end zone at 
the horn. And they had Top 20 power West 
Virginia on the ropes before quarterback 
Browning Nagle suffered a toe injury late in the 
third quarter and the Mountaineers overcame a 
21-10 deficit to post a 30-21 victory. 

Louisville's most decisive setback was by a 
mere 11 points, 24-13, in its season finale against 
Syracuse in the Coca-Cola Bowl in Tokyo. 

"Last year, our team proved that it could 
stand up face-to-face with teams like Virginia, 
West Virginia and Syracuse,” Schnellenberger 
said. “For the past few years this team has 
been learning what it takes to win at this level 
of competition. 

"Now, with our most talented and expe- 
rienced squad yet, there is a new sense of con- 
fidence that can help take this program to an 
even higher level. We know we can match up 
physically with any team on our schedule. We 
can finally approach every game with the ab- 
solute confidence that we have a legitimate 
chance to win each one." 

Also working in the Cards’ favor this 
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season will be a less demanding schedule than 
last year when they played only four home 
games and traveled more than 24,000 miles. 

This year, they'll open at San Jose State, 
but three of their other four road games will be 
within 400 miles of campus and they'll have six 
home contests. Furthermore, their schedule in- 
cludes two Division I-AA teams — Murray State 
and Western Kentucky — and four clubs that 
won two or less games last year — Kansas,

Cincinnati, Boston College and Memphis State. 

Louisville's three biggest tests will 
come against John Hancock Bowl champion 
Pittsburgh, West Virginia and Southern 
Mississippi, which holds an eight-game win- 
ning streak against the Cards. All three games 
are on the road. 

According to Schnellenberger, even that 
unimposing schedule would have looked 
tough to Louisville during the first three years 
of his regime when the Cards were struggling 
to 2-9, 3-8 and 3-7-1 seasons. 

"Several years ago, with our program at 
rock-bottom, we might have faced this schedule 
thinking different thoughts than we are now," 
Schnellenberger said. “We're looking at it from 
another perspective these days, from a little 
higher up on the mountain. Not from the top yet, 
but with a much better view than before." 

The improved view is due mainly to a 
defense that returns virtually its entire two- 
deep roster from last season as the Cards seek 
to post three winning seasons in a row for the 
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first time since 1970-72. 

The senior-dominated group includes 
nine returning starters from a unit that ranked No. 
8 nationally against the run and No. 20 in overall 
defense, having allowed 297.9 yards per game. 

“A solid, dominating defense Is the key to 
a wide-open, pro-style offense,” Schnellenberger 
said. "If you know your defense can make the big 
plays and shut down the other team consistently, 
you can feel free to take more chances with your 
offense. We've been developing a defense that is 
ready to do just that.” 

Louisville's top two defensive players 
are a pair of seniors, 6'2°, 232-pound 
linebacker Mark Sander and 6'3", 243-pound 
end Mike Flores. 

Sander, who will become a four-year 
regular, has totaled 372 tackles during his ca- 
reer and needs 123 to break the school's all- 
time record set by Doug Buffone from 1962- 
65. Sander led the Cards with 134 tackles last 
year, including 70 solo stops. 

Flores, a Youngstown, Oh, native who 
is an amateur artist, set Louisville's single- 
season sack record last year with 14 and made 
84 tackles. He also broke up 7 passes, tying 
Sander for the team lead. 

“Behind Sander and Flores, | think we 
have assembled the best defense ever to play 
at Louisville,” Schnellenberger said. 

The only true newcomer will be corner- 
back Ray Buchanan, a sophomore. Right tackle 
Ted Washington, a 6'5", 300-pound senior, 
wasn't starting at the end of the season but 
started as a freshman and sophomore and is 
considered a pro prospect by Schnellenberger. 
Washington lost his starting spot early last 
year due to inconsistent play both in games 
and practices. 

Joining Flores and Washington up front 
will be junior Deron Wiliams (6'2", 249 Ibs.) at 
the other end and senior Dan Gangwer (6'2", 
242 Ibs.) at tackle. Sander will be flanked by 
senior linebackers Reggie Johnson (6'1", 240 
Ibs.) and Pat Fitzgerald (6'4", 217 Ibs.). 

Seniors John Gainey and Bob Bare and 
junior Ricky McFadden give Louisville an ex- 
perienced secondary. 

Schnellenberger's prime area of con- 
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cern will be the development of a new offen- 
sive line, where three-year starters Allen 
Douglas (center), Mike McKinney (guard) and 
Fortune have departed. 

Billy Bosworth, a 6'3", 261-pound ju- 
nior, has moved from center to tackle, with ju- 
nior Darryl Swafford (6'4", 253 Ibs.) coming 
off of a one-year academic suspension to re- 
place McKinney. Sophomore Carey Figg (6'3", 
272 |bs.) moves up to starting center and ju- 
nior Ken McKay (6'2", 230 Ibs.) has taken over 
at tight end. McKay caught 19 passes for 189 
yards last year but isn't considered to be as 
good a blocker as Fortune. 

"In our pro-style offense, teamwork and 
timing up front are critical," Schnellenberger 
said. "It is vital for us to develop a unit that can 
find a way to protect the passer. Most of the re- 
placements have been in our program for at least 
two years and have the basic concepts in mind. 
Now they must become a unit that can carry out 
the various protections with precision." 

Another gap that must be filled offen- 
sively is at fullback, where versatile Carwell 
Gardner accounted for 1,320 yards in total of- 
fense and scored 12 touchdowns. 

The two main contenders for Gardner's 
spot are seniors Pete Bynm (6', 205 Ibs.) and 
Bobby Hall (5'11", 232 Ibs.), but both are un- 
proven. Bynm carried 42 times for 187 yards last 
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Brett is. He did what he had to do. He 
put it in play and gave us a chance. 

"That's the thing about Brett. When the 
game is on the line, he wants the ball in his 
hands. There aren't many players you can say 
that about." 

Another oddity about Favre: Although 
he is a senior, he won't turn 20 years old until 
midway through this season. 

"The guy is still young, still develop- 
ing," Hallman says. 

Favre will play behind an experienced line. 

"If we can keep them healthy, we 
should be pretty good across the front,” 
Hallman says. "We've got more people who 
have played on the offensive line than we had 
last year." 

Senior John Camacho (6'3", 265 Ibs.) 
is the center. Juniors Chafan Marsh (6', 270 
Ibs.) and Lehman Braley (6'5", 258 Ibs.) are 
the guards. Senior Ben Crimm, who is up to 
285 pounds, and junior Chris Ryals (6'8", 280 
Ibs.) are the tackles. 

Junior Eric Williams (6'2", 230 Ibs.), 
who caught seven passes for 91 yards a year 
ago, is the tight end. But watch for Marcus 
Pope, a 6'3", 240-pounder who sat out last 
season as a Prop 48. 

USM's worst graduation losses came at 
running back and wide receiver. Ricky Bradley 
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year, while Hall had just 6 tries for 21 yards. 
Senior Latrell Ware, the most experienced run- 
ning back, also may be tried at fullback. 

"Carwell provided us with power running, 
consistent pass receiving and leadership,” 
Schnellenberger said. "There aren't many like 
him around. But I'm confident we have a number 
of backs who can step in and do the job.” 

At halfback, sophomore Curtis Lipsey 
(61 carries, 279 yards, 3 TDs) returns but will 
be challenged by redshirt freshman Ralph 
Dawkins, sophomore Andre Wright and senior 
Joey Smith — a converted defensive back who 
was impressive during spring drills. 

"Joey is the fastest player on the team, 
and he's too good an athlete not to be in the 
game somewhere,” Schnellenberger said. “We 
want to see if he can run the ball and | have a 
sneaking suspicion that he can." 

Directing the offense will be Nagle, who 
Schnellenberger thinks has become one of the 
premier quarterbacks in the nation after an out- 
standing college debut season last year. Nagle 
spent his freshman season at West Virginia, 
transferred to Louisville and sat out a year be- 
fore serving as Jay Gruden's backup in 1988. 

Nagle, the team’s MVP last year, com- 
pleted 56 percent of his passes and threw for 
2,503 yards, more than either Jim Kelly or 
Bernie Kosar had in their first seasons as 


and Reginald Warnsley, who combined for 
1,011 of the team's 1,678 rushing yards a year 
ago, are gone. So are receivers Eugene Rowell, 
Tillman and Alfred Williams, who accounted 
for 7 of USM's 14 touchdown catches. 

"The three (receivers) we lost really 
caught a lot of passes," says Hallman. “But | 
feel like we've got some guys out there who 
can catch, too. They're athletes." 

Junior Ron Baham, a 6'3", 190- 
pounder, and senior Michael Jackson (6'4", 
185 Ibs.) are the starters. Baham had 21 catch- 
es for 269 yards and a touchdown a year ago. 
Jackson caught 19 for 267 yards and a team- 
high 4 touchdowns. 

Senior Eddie Ray Jackson (5'9", 186 Ibs.) 
and junior Tony Smith (6'3", 210 Ibs.) are the 
tailbacks. Jackson rushed for 266 yards and two 
touchdowns in ‘89, Smith, who led the nation in 
Kickoff returns (32.5 yard average and two touch- 
downs), is moving from wide receiver. 

Sophomore Dwayne Nelson is the 
front-runner at fullback. He's a 6’, 185- 
pounder with deceptive speed who ran 63 
yards for a touchdown last season against 
Texas A&M. 

"He's not really a 4.5 runner,” Hallman 
says. "He runs about a 4.7. But he plays with 
great intensity, and he had a good spring. He's 
on the verge of being outstanding." 

Roland Johnson, a 219-pound junior 
college transfer, will compete with Nelson for 
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starters under Schnellenberger at Miami. 

"Nagle has one of the strongest, most ac- 
curate passing arms in college football,” 
Schnellenberger said, “But, more importantly, he 
showed last year that he could manage the of- 
fense precisely. He showed the courage to stand 
in the pocket and make the plays when we need- 
ed them. I'm looking for big things from him." 

Louisville has a solid backup in sopho- 
more Jeff Brohm, who was recently named 
Kentucky's High School “Football Player of the 
Decade" by the Louisville Courier-Journal. 
Brohm played only briefly as a true freshman, 
completing nine of 12 passes for 118 yards 
and 2 TDs, but made vast strides in the spring. 

Aside from Nagle's passing skills, an- 
other reason for Schnellenberger's high expec- 
tations is a talented wide receiving corps that in- 
cludes sophomore Greg Brohm (Jeff's brother), 
Eric Broomfield, Fred Jones and Anthony 
Cummings. Broomfield, Cummings and Jones 
combined for 49 catches for 884 yards and 8 
TDs last season. 

"Browning is going to have a lot of fast 
people to throw the ball to,” Schnellenberger 
said. "This should be our best team yet. We have 
a combination of talent, depth and experience far 
superior to any of our previous teams. Two con- 
secutive winning seasons is encouraging, but | 
believe the best is yet to come."Q)

USM returns the nucleus of its defense, 
including inside linebacker Thad McDowell, 
who was the second-leading tackler a year 
ago, and free safety Kerry Valrie. Valrie tied for 
the team lead with 2 interceptions last season. 

Ron Brown, a two-year starter, is at 
nose guard. Junior Tim Miller is his backup. 
Kendrick Collins (260 Ibs.) and Pete Antoniou 
(266 Ibs.), a pair of juniors, are the tackles. 
Sophomore James Singleton (6'3", 205 Ibs.) 
and junior Rod Reed (6'1", 215 Ibs.) return at 
outside linebacker. 

"Singleton is one of those guys who 
isn't supposed to be able to play," Hallman 
says. "He's a straight-A student who just gets 
the job done somehow." 

Ben Washington and Simmie Carter, 
both seniors, are the cornerbacks. Brian Wood, 
a5'9", 175-pound junior, is the strong safety. 

Junior Scott Bryant, who averaged 42 
yards a punt last season, is also being used as 
a backup quarterback. “He's so valuable as:a 
punter, we hate to do this," Hallman says. "But 
he's too good of an athlete not to use him." 

The place-kicking job is up for grabs, 
and it's a sore subject with Hallman. 
Sophomore Chuck Davis started out great in 
‘89 but faded in the second half of the season. 
He made only one field goal outside 40 yards. 

"Believe me, we'll have plenty of com- 
petition there,” Hallman says.Q 
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of the championship last year and each will be strong again this fall. 
But the team that should emerge as the best of them all is — sur- 
prise! surprise! — that hard-as-nails bunch that resides in east 
Alabama — the Auburn Tigers. 

It used fo be that all you could count on in life was death and 
taxes. Now, you can add a third constant — Pat Dye will have his 
Tigers charging through November with designs on the SEC champi- 
onship and a major bow! bid. 

Over the last eight years, nobody has done it better than the 
Tigers. Auburn has finished lower than third in the conference only 
once (1985) during that span. Over the last three years, all seasons in 
which the Tigers have at least shared the conference championship, 
Auburn is 17-2-1 in the SEC. 

Dye may scoff at the notion, but with the numbers the Tigers 
put up during the 1980s (even after starting the decade with back-to- 
back 5-6 seasons), the word "dynasty" is not out of order. 

Is Auburn loaded again? In a word — yes. 

When you think of Auburn, you immediately think of two 
things — a great ground game and a smash-face defense. The 1990 
Tigers will live up to those images in a big way. 

Sure, this is a team that lost a versatile, talented quarterback and 
will stroll into the SEC wars with three untested young quarterbacks 
ready to battle for playing time. But don't shed any tears for the Tigers. 

Auburn again will have the cream of the crop when it comes to 
running backs. Although all three missed spring practice for one 
reason or another, James Joseph, Stacy Danley and Darrell "Lectron” 
Williams give Auburn an explosive group of ball carriers to run be- 
hind an outstanding line. 

Score one for the great ground game. 

As for defense, imagine lining up across the line from the likes 
of David Rocker, Walter Tate, Fernando Horn, Lamar Rogers, Richard 
Shea, Tim Cromartie. 

Get the picture? Score one for the smash-face defense. 

And come November, score one Southeastern Conference 
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Chuck Webb gets his grades in order and comes back. If he's not 
back, they're still going to be pretty darn good with Greg Amsler and 
Tony Thompson on hand. 

Quarterbacks Andy Kelly and Sterling Henton have another 
group of talented receivers to throw to and the defense should get a 
strong boost from eight — count ‘em — eight JC defenders, four of 
whom were All-Americans. 
The Vols could win it all if they can roll into the heart of War Eagle 
country on Sept. 29 and knock off Auburn, but that's a mighty big if.

But Coach Rockey Felker is pinning a lot of hope on the young 
arm of Todd Jordan, the sophomore quarterback who started two 
games last year and showed signs of immense promise, but also 
showed signs of being a freshman quarterback. For the year, Jordan 
threw two touchdowns and was intercepted eight times. If Jordan 
can't get the job done, Tony Shell is ready and able. 

Returning veterans Kenny Roberts, William Prince and David 
Fair give the Bulldogs a capable ground game. 

The Georgia Bulldogs have talent and an incredible recruiting 
class to choose from, but Ray Goff will tell anybody who listens that 
his team is going to be young, and that could mean trouble. 

Georgia's Junkyard Dogs have talent in linebackers Morris 
Lewis and Norman Cowins and new nose guard Curt Douglas. Greg 
Talley and Preston Jones are back at quarterback, but most of the of- 
fensive yardage left with Rodney Hampton. Larry Ware is the top re- 
turning rusher, and he only had 207 yards last season. Returning 
place-kicker John Kasay is a big plus. 

The Bulldogs could leap up the standings if — and it's a big if 
— incoming freshmen phenoms Garrison Hearst or Frank Harvey 
contribute. When Georgia fans talk about Hearst and Harvey, they use 
the greatest Bulldog comparison of all — Herschel Walker. If they're 
that good, Georgia could vault up the standings. 

Kentucky's hopes for improvement depend on a new coach 
and an old linebacker. Bill Curry has brought enthusiasm for football 
back to the Bluegrass country, but if linebacker Randy Holleran re- 
turns to form after missing last season the Cats can be better. 

Vanderbilt should vacate the conference cellar this year. The 
defense must improve, and new defensive coordinator Doug Mathews 
believes it will happen. New offensive coordinator, and former Vandy 
Head Coach, Steve Sloan should help get maximum production from 
quarterback Mike Healey. 

LSU is going to be in for a long season. Mike Archer's team was a 
disappointment last season, and this year could be just as disappointing. 
Only eight starters are back, and five of those are on defense. 

LSU's biggest hope for improvement could ride on the often-injured 
Harvey Williams. An injury-free season out of Williams could finally produce the 
numbers LSU fans have been looking for since he arrived in Baton Rouge.)

GOFF GETS GEORGIA GOING 


ALABAMA, FLORIDA RANK 2-3

GEORGIA 


When Ray Goff took over as Georgia coach a year ago, there 
was not much to know about him. He was a likable guy who had been 
a great quarterback at Georgia, but, as is the case with most assistant 
coaches, he had not had the opportunity to establish a real identity 
with the public. However, he was thought to be a good recruiter. 

Now, Goff has had time to work on his public persona. His first 
recruiting class proved he could pull things together, and his latest 
foray into the recruiting wars proves most folks were right. Ray Goff 
is a great recruiter. Goff and his staff did something this year that 
Vince Dooley was never quite able to accomplish — he controlled 
recruiting in the state of Georgia. 

The last-minute signing of Georgia's top prospect, wide re- 
ceiver Andre Hastings, capped an outstanding year for the Dawgs. 
Not only did they sign the South's top receiver in Hastings, but they 
signed the finest group of running backs by one team in the country. 

Mike Thornton of Albany, Ga,was the highest rated fullback in 
the Southeast. Garrison Hearst of Lincolnton and Frank Harvey of 
Dawson are both All-American-type running backs who were national 
recruits. When you talk about skill players in future SEC seasons, it is 
a good bet these young men will be at the top of any list. 

There are so many good prospects in this Georgia class that none 
can be considered a pivotal signee. However, signing the top player in 
Tennessee in defensive tackle Bernard Williams and one of Alabama's best in 
linebacker Mitch Davis, is indicative of what a fine class this is. 


ALABAMA 


Gene Stallings and his staff stepped right into a situation that 
could have been disastrous and came out smelling like a rose. After 
facing all the challenges that a coaching transition can bring and still 
finishing second in the SEC in recruiting, it is obvious this Alabama 
staff can recruit. 

Stallings’ decision to let the coaches recruit by the position they 
would coach rather than assigning geographic areas to recruit proved to 
be a big time-saver and may have saved the Tide's recruiting year. 

Alabama's class is unusual in that the position that is usually 
the most difficult to fill is the place where they had their greatest suc- 
cess. The defensive line has become one of the most difficult posi- 
tions to recruit for in college football. Alabama was fortunate to find 
at least three big guys who can run in Chuck Aaron of Centerville, 
Ms; James Gregory of St. Louis and Jason Milner of Broken Arrow, 
Ok. Aaron is 6'4", weighs 260 Ibs. and runs an impressive 4.72 forty. 
Gregory is a6'4", 300-pounder who was named All-American in a 
number of publications and Milner, who is 6'5" and 240 Ibs., runs 
the forty in 4.8. These guys will put pressure on some quarterbacks 
one day. 

Alabama also did well in signing an outstanding linebacker 
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named Joey Veargis, who comes from Miami; a fine tight end in 
Darrell Miller of Nashville and a potentially great defensive back from 
Decatur, Ga, named Derrick Nesbitt. 

This Alabama class has some question marks, but it is a solid one overall. 


FLORIDA 


Steve Spurrier dropped in on a different situation than Gene 
Stallings did at Alabama. His problems were different, but the recruit- 
ing results were about the same. Spurrier hit the ground running and 
got a lot of players to listen and visit when neither seemed likely for 
most of the elite prospects before Spurrier came on the scene. 

Losing James Roberson and Dan Mowery to Florida State after 
both had committed to Florida had to be disappointing; but signing 
players like 6'10", 265-pound defensive tackle Greg Gingeleski of 
Sarasota, quarterback Terry Dean of Naples and super linebacker 
Lateef Travis of Pensacola were great achievements. 

Jay Austin, a quarterback from St. Petersburg, is another key 
signee for the Gators. He and Dean should give immediate help to a 
position that sorely needs it. 

Chris Bilkie of Holmes Beach is a fullback who could turn out 
to be a pleasant surprise, based on his playoff performance, and 
Kedra Malone of Niceville has a chance to be a fine running back. 

All in all, it's an impressive first run for Spurrier and the 
Gators. 


Mike Archer was confronted with a difficult situation in 
Louisiana this year. The state was loaded with talent, but it also was 
loaded with academic non-qualifiers. In a normal year, things could 
have gone extremely well, but LSU was saddled with having to ignore 
many of the state's top players because of grades. 

Even with the grade situation, LSU's top recruits came from 
Bayou country. Highlights of the class include Germaine Williams, a 
6', 215-pound running back/fullback from Bellerose, who holds the 
all-time Louisiana high school rushing record, and a true All- 
American defensive back from Bogalusa named Ricardo Washington. 
Washington is a 6'5", 205-pounder with amazing ability. 

Another defensive back, Harold Ragin of Miami Beach, was 
LSU's top out-of-state signee. Ragin is a great cover man with 4.5 
speed. Defensive lineman Nathan Miller of Tuscaloosa, Al, is a 6'4", 
300-pounder who has tremendous potential. His signing helped 
soothe the pain of the grade problems closer to home. 

Given the situation, LSU did well with a fourth-place finish. 


Pat Dye and his staff have enjoyed a long string of successes 
in recruiting. One of the big reasons for that fact is that Auburn has 


Set out to sign the best players in an area comprised of mainly 
Alabama, Georgia and north Florida. When you compete for the best 
players in that area, the competition is fierce. 

When you take on the best, sometimes you win, sometimes you 
lose. But you take that chance if you want to compete on the highest lev- 
els. This year, Auburn did extremely well in Alabama but was shut out in 
Georgia for the first time in memory. The lack of success in Georgia and 
near-misses with Stacy Wilson in Mississippi and Ricardo Washington 
in Louisiana kept Auburn from having a great year. 

Even though there were disappointments, there were notable 
successes. Players like defensive tackle Randy Hart of Enterprise, ar- 
guably the top prospect in Alabama; super linebacker James Willis of 
Huntsville and awesomely fast Orlando Parker of Montgomery are 


going to be great ones. 

Even though junior col- 
lege players are not considered 
for these ratings, JUCO All- 
American lineman Eddie Blake 
adds considerably to the over- 
all view for Auburn. 


TENNESSEE 


Johnny Majors had the 
Vols in high gear early with 
some strong national commit- 
ments and seemed to be head- 
ing to a great year before sev- 
eral of those commitments fell 
through. Even so, Tennessee 
had a good year of high school 
signings and, by all accounts, 
a strong group of JUCO 
signees. These ratings are 
based on the high school play- 
ers alone. Were the junior col- 
lege players considered, the 
Vols, like Ole Miss, would be 
rated in the SEC's top three. 

Tennessee signed a 
Class that is notable for its 
consistency. All these kids 
should play some day. 
However, 6'4", 265-pound de- 
fensive tackle Kevin Mays of 
Kingston, Tn, is a real stand- 
out. Jeremy Spivey, a lineback- 
er from Nashville, is a tough 
kid who has a chance to make 
a name for himself as well. 

Overall, this is a good 
Tennessee class. It is even bet- 
ter if junior college players are 
considered. 


OLE MISS 


Much like Tennessee, Ole 
Miss had a great year recruiting 
junior college players. In fact, 
The Sporting News has declared 
that Ole Miss had the best junior 
college signings in the country. 
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But junior college players are not the whole story for what can be described 
as the best recruiting effort at Ole Miss since John Vaught left. 

Although the number of high school players signed is small, it 
doesn't lack for quality. Billy Brewer and his recruiting coordinator, 
Max Howell, must be amazed by their success, especially when you 
consider that Johnny Dixon of Harvey, La, scored a 19 on his ACT 
test after most people thought he would be ineligible. Dixon is a play- 
er with All-American potential at defensive back. 

The Rebels kept the state's top prospect, linebacker Stacey 
Wilson of Tupelo, at home while reaching into Georgia to sign one of 
the South's top linemen in James Holcombe. Holcombe had commit- 
ted to Florida State but had a last-minute change of heart. 

Although the numbers are small, this is a super high-quality

0 understand how Mississippi 

State's 4-7 record (1-6 in the SEC) 

last season might be considered a 

step in the right direction, one 

must go back to 1988 when the 
Bulldogs went 1-10. 

“| felt like we needed to start over at 
that point," coach Rockey Felker says. "We 
were passive on both sides of the ball. We 
had to get tougher, mentally and physically, 
We installed one of the toughest off-season 
programs |'ve ever been around. We worked 
them much harder.” 

The new approach produced three 
more wins. 

But the progress didn't stop there, 
says Felker. "| think it was very obvious that 
our players played with a great deal of pride 
last season, that they played with much 
more intensity and fight. They might not 
have won every time out, but it was obvious 
to most that, ‘Hey, this group has something 
inside of them that's catching.’ " 

Defensively, the Bulldogs jumped 
from last in the SEC in 1988 to fourth in ‘89. 
They went from 83rd to 15th nationally in 
rush defense. Total points allowed dropped 
from 332 to 207. 

"| don’t think I've ever been around a 
defense that improved so much in just one 
year,” Felker Says. 

Jim Carmody, the former Southern 
Mississippi Head Coach, deserved much of 
the credit. He was hired as State's defensive 
coordinator prior to '89 spring drills, and 
there was a serious attitude change on that 
side of the ball. 

"Experience helped us, too," Felker 
says. "We had some guys who had lined up 
in SEC games before. We didn't have a lot of 
great players, but they were experienced. 

"But | think you have to go back to 
that 1-10 season and the commitment we 
made after that, the toughness that was in- 
stilled in them, the pride that showed on the

field. We didn't give up many big plays. 
“When you go from last to fourth in the 
SEC, which is a very defensive-minded 
league, somebody is doing something right." 
But, while the defense shined, the of- 
fense struggled all year. It averaged only 
18.6 points per game. The Bulldogs were 
shut out twice, and they scored a total of 47 
points in their final six SEC games. They 


were last in total offense and ninth in scor- 
ing in the SEC. 

Offensive coordinator Keith Daniels 
resigned at season's end. Daniels was ac- 
cused by fans and media of being too con- 
servative, particularly in losses to Georgia 
(23-6) and Florida (21-0) during which 
State continued to run the ball while trailing 
in the fourth quarter. 

Felker refuses to publicly blame 
Daniels for the team's shortcomings. 

"|'m not sure | would change one 
thing about last season if | had it to do over 
again," Felker says. "We needed to be run- 
oriented. We needed to make our players 
tougher. We threw the ball more than any- 
body in the conference in ‘88, and look what 
it got us. It made us passive. | can assure 
yOu we are a much tougher, hard-nosed out- 
fit than we were a year ago at this time. 
There's no doubt in my mind that the style of 
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offense we played last season helped our 
defense. We've accomplished what we need- 
ed to. Now the next step is to combine that 
toughness with a solid passing game that 
can keep the defense off-balance. That's 
what we're working toward." 

Felker's first step was to replace 
Daniels with Bill Clay, who was his defen- 
sive backfield coach a year ago. It was a 
shocking move. Clay has spent all 20 of his 
years as a coach on defense, and he turned 
down the job as defensive coordinator at 
Tennessee to remain at State. 

"Bill has a real gift in motivating and 
working with young men, regardless of what 
side of the ball you're talking about,” Felker 
says. "He's had my respect for the way he 
works with our players. It was obvious the 
kind of respect our defensive backs had for 
him last year. I've been sold on him as a 
coach and a person. In fact, we talked a little 
bit last summer about him one day coaching 
on offense. Our whole offensive team is ex- 
cited about the possibilities under Bill Clay. 
| think by coaching on defense, he certainly 
can anticipate and know what's going on on 
offense. He knows how to attack a defense." 

| look at it as a really great opportuni- 
ty, one that really excites me," says Clay. “But 
| didn't fall off the turnip truck yesterday. | 
know it will be a big challenge. I've got a lot of 
hard work ahead of me. | don't profess to be 
an offensive guru. That would be foolish. My 
strengths are organization, determination and 
motivation. Our objectives will be not to turn it 
over a bunch. You move it, but don't give it up 
without a score or a kick. You can't turn it 
over. That doesn’t mean run it every time for 
three yards and a cloud of dust, either. | know 
we can't do that. But we've got to be able to 
run it and throw it." 

Felker, entering his fifth season, has

also vowed to be more involved than he was in ‘89. 
He stepped back last year and allowed his coordi- 
nators total freedom, choosing to focus more on 
the areas of administrative duties and public rela- 
| tions. He missed being in the thick of preparations. 
Darrell Dickey has been hired as the quarter- 
back coach, but Felker will be working with him closely. 

"| think head coaches go through phases 
where they're trying to get a feel for just what their 
position is," Felker says. "| feel a lot more com- 
fortable now, and one of the most fun parts of this 
job is working with the players. That's why | got 
into coaching 15 years ago. And that's what I'll do 
this season. | think it helps me have a better rela- 
tionship with the players.” 

Felker's pet project this season will be 
sophomore quarterback Todd Jordan, a 6'3", 219- 
pounder who turned down the likes of LSU and 
Alabama in favor of State. 

Jordan started two games last season and 
played in seven. He completed 41 of 84 passes 
(49 percent), Not bad. But he also threw eight in- 
terceptions and just two touchdowns. 

“He played well, but he also played like a 
freshman,’ Felker says. "It's not easy for a fresh- 
man to walk into the SEC and play. Sometimes | 
think we expect too much out of these young 
players, Todd will be a good quarterback in this 
league at some point. But we can’t rush him. 

"He's just now starting to read defenses. 
He went through his first spring training this year. 
| think he's ready to have a good year.” 

lf he doesn't, State is blessed with two-year 
starter Tony Shell, who completed 45 of 87 passes 
(52 percent) for 499 yards, two touchdowns and two 
interceptions last season. Sleepy Robinson, a 
sophomore who is an excellent option quarterback, 
might also figure into the picture. 

Felker says the strength is in the offensive 
line where four starters return: sophomore center 
Byron Jordan (260 Ibs.), senior strong guard 
Ricky Byrd (270 Ibs.), senior strong tackle Tony 
Robertson (282 |bs.) and quick tackle John James 
(281 Ibs.). Junior tackle Kenny Stewart (288 Ibs.) 
will be a key factor. Sophomore Lee Ford (273 
lbs.) should step in at quick guard. 

Byrd is the leader. 

“He's got to be our best offensive line- 
man,” Felker says. 

Byrd entered the '89 season as a nose guard 
where he had played his entire career. He sustained a 
serious knee injury three games into his freshman 
season (1986) and was granted a hardship. He spent 
the next two seasons on defense “and he struggled, 
to be honest,” Felker says. 

During two-a-day practices prior to the 89 
season, Byrd was shifted to offense. Why? 

"Because he could start on offense and 
couldn't on defense," Felker says.

Byrd surpassed all expectations. 

"Ricky Byrd does everything you would 
want a player to do," Felker says. "He practices 
hard. He has great intensity. He's a winner in ev- 
erything he does. He's a special player. He stands 
out. In fact, he might be the best football player 
we've had since I've been here." 


Robert Young is a quarterback's nightmare. 


Jordan's pass targets are experienced 
and talented. Senior John Parker and junior 
Chris Firle, who will share the split end 
spot, combined for 29 catches that covered 
397 yards a year ago. Jerry Bouldin, the se- 
nior flanker, caught 12 passes for 185 yards 
and two touchdowns in ‘89. 

“The thing | like about that bunch is 
that they have the speed to go deep, to make 
big plays,” Felker says. 

Tight end is becoming a family affair 
at State. Jesse Anderson played there the 
past three seasons. Now comes little broth- 
er, Treddis, who was the Bulldogs’ third- 
leading rusher (41 carries, 193 yards) last 
year as a Sophomore fullback. He was 
moved to tight end during spring drills. 

"We needed somebody at tight end, 
and | think Treddis’ talents are a little more 
suited for tight end,” says Felker. "Jesse was 
a great player for us there, and who better to 
replace him than his brother? They have 
similar abilities. 
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"And over the years, our tight ends 
have caught a lot of passes. | think Sam 
Wright even led us in receiving one year 
from the tight end position." 

Four players will share the tailback 
slot: junior William Prince (216 Ibs.), 
sophomore Kenny Roberts, (164 !bs.) 


sophomore Tay Galloway (188 Ibs.) and 
sophomore Tony James (179 Ibs.). 

Roberts, a sprinter on MSU's track 
team, led State with 511 yards rushing a 
year ago. Prince added 435 yards and a 
team-high six touchdowns. James, who av- 
eraged 22.7 yards per kickoff return, moves 
over from wide receiver. 

But it was Galloway who made the 
biggest splash in the spring. He was red- 
shirted two years ago and sat out the '89 
season due to academic difficulties. 

“We haven't seen a lot of him,” says 
Felker, "but | was surprised the way he 
stepped forward. He's quick and strong and 
can make people miss. 

“Same with Tony James. He's more 
suited to running back because he has real 
good quickness but not the great speed you 
need at wide receiver. 

"I've always felt like you need three or four 
guys at tailback. | like our depth. But we need 
somebody to step forward and be the big-play 
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guy. Seems like everybody in our conference has 
one. Tennessee has (Chuck) Webb. Auburn has 
two great ones, Stacy Danley and James Joseph. 
Ole Miss has (Randy) Baldwin. LSU has (Harvey) 
Williams." 

Jerrod Young, a 207-pound senior, is 
the No. 1 fullback. But quietly, without much 
publicity, senior David Fair had a solid spring. 

Fair was a high school All-American 
who was compared with Herschel Walker. 
But a knee injury three years ago nearly 
ended his career. He is back, still running a 
4.5 in the 40 and weighing 224 Ibs. 

"| think David is more relaxed, more 
comfortable with himself, than at any time 
since he's been here,’ Felker says. 

Defensively, seven starters must be 
replaced. One of those is inside linebacker 
James Williams, who departed with a 
school-record 448 tackles. 

The four returning starters are solid: 
senior nose guard Demetrius Hill (264 Ibs.), 
junior inside linebacker Reggie Stewart (235 
lbs.), sophomore outside linebacker Marc 
Woodard (216 Ibs.) and senior cornerback 
Eddie Myles (176 Ibs.). 

Hill was the team's third-leading 
tackler a year ago, despite constant double- 
and triple-teams. Woodard led the team with 
three interceptions. And Stewart was the 
team's second-leading tackler. 

"Reggie was overshadowed by James 
Williams much of the time," says Felker. "But 
he's a good player. He's got a real feel for where 
the ball is going, and he’s a good tackler." 

Seniors Desmond Bates (262 Ibs.) 
and Robert Young (270 Ibs.) are the ends. 
Young had 10 quarterback sacks in ‘89. 

Sophomore Daniel Boyd (225 Ibs.) 
joins Stewart at inside linebacker. 
Sophomore Keith Joseph (225 Ibs.) teams 
with Woodard on the outside. 

Junior Edward Williams, who started 
two games last season, is opposite Myles at 
cornerback. Senior Jeff Easterwood, who 
has served primarily on special teams, is the 
free safety. Senior Albert Williams, who 
showed signs during spring of overcoming 
a serious knee injury of two years ago, and 
junior Lance Aldridge are in a battle at 
strong safety. 

Joel Logan, who made 8 of 11 field 
goal tries last year as a junior, returns. All- 
SEC punter Mike Riley (41.0 average) is 
also back. 

State's schedule is tough again, 
opening with Tennessee and closing with a 
stretch that includes Auburn, Alabama, LSU 
and Ole Miss. 

“But, at least, we get those at home,” 
Felker says. “It's better than playing them on 
the road, which is what we did last year."

I'd play both 
ways if it came down to it." 


Tony James, whose specialty last season was returning kicks, has 
moved from wide receiver to running back. James will join Tay 
Galloway, who sat out the 1989 season under Prop 48 rules. 
Galloway was the offensive star of the spring game, rushing for 81 
yards and a touchdown on 15 carries.

Sleepy Robinson battled for the No. 1 quarterback job in the 
spring. Jordan came out listed No. 1, but Felker says the battle is far 
from over.

emember Charley "Scapegoat" 
Pell? Since he agreed to accept 
all the blame in 1984 for 
Florida's problems with the 
NCAA, Pell has been on the 
move. 

From Gainesville, it was on to 
Pensacola, Fl, where he managed the local 
office of Southcoast Real Estate 
Development, a Tampa-based company run 
by former Alabama teammate Curtis 
Crenshaw. 

The home fires also burned in Gulf 
Breeze and Navarre Beach, Fl, a couple of 
oceanfront towns just east of Pensacola, be- 
fore Pell moved to Tampa last November, 
where he is president of Team Staff Inc., a 
new firm that handles payroll, workmen's 
compensation, etc., for other companies. 

Without football, Pell is like a fish out 
of water. And this may surprise you: 
Florida's violations — and Pell was not to- 
tally guilty, nor was he totally innocent — 
were not the worst crimes ever committed. 

Former SEC compliance chief Bob 
Barrett once confided that Florida's viola- 
tions were a 4 or 5 on a scale of 1-10. And 
David Berst, the NCAA's enforcement head, 
when asked at the press conference to an- 
nounce that the NCAA Council had denied 
Florida's appeal, whether these were the 
worst violations he had ever seen, replied, 
"Heck, no!” 

There's one heck of a football coach 
going to waste out there. Apparently, every- 
one thinks that hiring Pell would bring an 
immediate NCAA investigation. That's not 
the case at all. 

"Charley Pell is free to do whatever 
he wants to do," Berst recently told Lindy's 
Footbal! Annuals. 

To ensure that Birmingham will re- 
main the self-proclaimed "Football Capital 
of the South,” 60-year-old Legion Field will 
undergo a $12 million facelift and the 
University of Alabama will continue to play 
at least three games annually at least 
through the year 2001, including the Auburn 
and Tennessee contests when the Crimson 
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Tide is the home team. 

With six years remaining on a con- 
tract that expires in August, 1996, University 
and Birmingham officials — namely, Mayor

Richard Arrington and the Birmingham Park 
and Recreation Board — agreed in late April 
to extend it six more years. 

"There were a lot of rumors going 
around that Alabama was going to leave 
Birmingham,” Arrington said. "Even though 
Alabama never indicated to us that was their 
intention, it still concerned many of us. 
We've said on a number.of occasions we 
wanted to do whatever it took to keep 
Alabama in Birmingham." 

There had been rumblings that 
University officials were concerned with the 
condition of Legion Field and would play all 
its home games at Bryant-Denny Stadium in 
Tuscaloosa, some 50 miles or so down I-20, 
but Alabama Athletic Director Hootie Ingram 
said: "We never threatened to leave 
Birmingham. We just needed some assur- 
ances that some things would be done. 

"In our internal evaluations of the 
condition of Legion Field, we visited with all 
elements of our department and received ex- 
tensive recommendations in all areas, in- 
cluding the press box, dressing room and 
overall maintenance. We feel that the up- 
graded version of Legion Field will be a

magnificent facility in which to compete." 

The improvements are scheduled to 
be completed by the fall of 1991. They in- 
clude a state-of-the-art press box; 5,237 ad- 
ditional chairback seats with overhead pro- 
tection from the elements and 16 self-con- 
tained skybox suites. 

Vanderbilt Coach Watson Brown had 
a great recruiting year — off the field. While 
Brown expresses satisfaction with his new 
crop of incoming freshmen, he is in hog 
heaven over the new members of his coach- 
ing staff. 

e The new offensive coordinator is 
Steve Sloan, former head coach at Vandy, 
Texas Tech, Ole Miss and Duke, and, until 
last fall, athletic director at Alabama. Sloan 
has installed the triple option offense. 

e The new defensive coordinator is 
Doug Matthews, a Vandy grad who held the 
same position at Tennessee and helped the 
Vols to an SEC tri-championship and a 
Cotton Bowl victory over Arkansas. 

e Veteran coaches Tom Goode and 
Bob Weber, the former head coach at 
Arizona and Louisville, are in charge of the 
Offensive line and outside linebackers, re- 
spectively. 

With the loss of Matthews to 
Vanderbilt, Tennessee Coach Johnny Majors 
went out and hired one of the nation's most 
respected defensive coordinators — Larry 
Lacewell, who had been head coach and 
athletic director the past 11 years at 
Arkansas State. 

Lacewell spent most of the 1970s as 
Barry Switzer's defensive coordinator at 
Oklahoma. One writer's most vivid memory 
of Lacewell came after one of those numer- 
ous victories over Nebraska. Somewhat the 
worse for wear, Lacewell was stretched out 
on the floor of Switzer's house during a 
post-game victory celebration hollering over 
and over, "Too much ain't ever enough." 

Lacewell and Majors are old pals. 
When Majors was Head Coach at lowa State, 
his staff included — among others — 
Lacewell, Jimmy Johnson and Jackie 
Sherrill.

AnoTHER SToRM WARNING IN SOUTH FLORIDA

t least President Bush didn't ask 
"The Question" of Dennis 
Erickson. 

This off-season, it seems 
like everyone else has. 

The national champion University of 
Miami football team visited the White House 
in March — nice little break in the middle of 
spring practice, wouldn't you say? George 
Bush was about the only guy the entire off- 
season who bumped into Erickson, the 
Hurricanes’ coach, without asking “The 
Question" or some variation thereof. 

It is always dressed with a smirk or a 
wink, this question, as if the questioner 
imagines Erickson was hearing it for the first 
time. 

"Everyone keeps asking me, ‘What do 
you do for an encore?’ " Erickson says, and 
smiles. "| just tell ‘em, it's simple. We're 
going to try to repeat.” 

Simple. 

Erickson, out of Washington State, 
inherited the college game's most success- 
ful overall program of the 1980s when he 
swept into Miami prior to the 1989 season 
after Jimmy Johnson headed for his rude 
awakening with the NFL's Dallas Cowboys. 

Polar opposite of somebody brought 
in to rebuild, or to build, Erickson was hired 
simply to "maintain." No fool, he saw that 
Miami was 44-4 over the previous four sea- 
sons and surmised that not a lot of major 
tinkering was called for. 

He did make notable changes on of- 
fense, in fact, switching the pro-styled drop- 
back passing attack to a one-back spread set 
fused with a lot of pre-snap motion and 
quick throws off short drops. But the new 
coach kept the defensive philosophy intact

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and kept in enough of the deep QB drops so 
that Orange Bowl patrons still recognized 
the offense that had earned the "Quarterback 
U." nickname. 

Fans initially worried that the loss of 
Johnson and quarterback Steve Walsh and 
the introduction of Erickson's offensive 
changes might serve to topple Miami from 


the upper echelon of college football. 

Nah. 

The result of Erickson’s debut was 
ho-hum success: an 11-1 season that ended 
with a 33-25 Sugar Bowl victory over 
Alabama and the third national title in seven 
years for UM. 

Nice maintenance program. 

"Now, we have to go all out and work 
just as hard as we did last year toward play- 
ing for the championship again,” Erickson 
says. "The goals at Miami are always the 
same." 

A year later, Erickson returns with 
"maintaining' mostly on his mind again. 
Now, however, a couple of touches of re- 
building also may be required, especially on 
defense, where graduated stars alone (line- 
men Greg Mark and Cortez Kennedy and 
linebacker Bernard Clark, to name three) 
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might have utterly decimated a thinner pro- 
gram. 

So. As the familiar question goes, 
what can Erickson and Miami do for an en- 
core? 

Appraising the Hurricanes’ 1990 out- 
look by position: 

¢ Quarterbacks: Craig Erickson (no 
relation to the coach) returns for his senior 
season after an injury-interrupted and at 
times erratic junior year that showed 147 
completions in 273 passes for 2,007 yards, 
16 touchdowns and 13 interceptions. 

Erickson made nobody in Miami for- 
get about illustrious predecessors Jim Kelly 
or Bernie Kosar or Vinny Testaverde or 
Walsh, but he is nonetheless seen as a ca- 
pable caretaker of the flame, an acceptable 
"Heir to the Air." And his coaches expect a 
big senior year from Erickson — especially 
with a year of those dramatic offensive 
changes tucked securely in his cranium. 

Backup Gino Torretta missed early 
spring work recovering from a broken (non- 
throwing) arm sustained during horseplay- 
wrestling in his dorm room. Bryan Fortay, if 
he elects not to redshirt, could leapfrog 
Torretta. 

(Miami's string of exceptional quar- 
terbacks may be broken after Erickson, some 
say, with Torretta seen as a career backup 
and with the heavily recruited Fortay — 
judging by spring glimpses — failing to im- 
mediately wow coaches with either his com- 
prehension or his physicality. But that's an- 
other story.). 

e Running backs: Senior Leonard 
Conley and sophomore Steve McGuire will 
battle to be the primary back in Miami's 
one-back offense. The spring depth chart 
suggests the winner will be Conley, but UM 
insiders suggest the winner by autumn will 
be McGuire. All agree that this head-to-head

competition may be the keenest of any battle on the ros- 
ter. 

McGuire (5'11", 219 Ibs.) is bigger than Conley 
(5'9", 170 Ibs.) and just as fast (both run a 4.6 40). And 
McGuire is coming off of a better year. 

Last year, Conley rushed for 529 yards with a 
modest 3.9 average and 4 TDs; McGuire gained 519 and 
averaged 4.9 with a team-leading 10 scores. 

Alex Johnson and maybe Shannon Crowell are 
able reserves, but there mightn't be many carries left be- 
yond Conley/McGuire. (The Canes tragically lost a 
promising young runner, Kevin Gibbs, to an auto accident 
just weeks before the Sugar Bowl.). 

e Receivers: Miami's spread offense starts 
three wide receivers and sometimes four, if the lone 
runner or the tight end exits. The Canes lost their sin- 
gle best receiver in Dale Dawkins, who led with 54 
catches for 833 yards and 7 TDs as a senior. But plen- 
ty of hands return. 

Certain starters are senior Wesley Carroll (53-770- 
5), senior Randal "Thrill" Hill (42-652-4) and up-and- 
coming sophomore Lamar Thomas (15-205-1). Coaches 
feel Thomas will blossom into a big-time star of the cal- 
iber of Miami alum Michael Irvin. 

Darryl Spencer is earmarked as the fourth wideout 
and could even push Thomas for quality time if Spencer 
proves fully recovered after missing the entire 1989 sea- 
son with a knee injury. And keep an eye on freshman A.C. if 
Tellison from Texas, one of Miami's few 1990 recruits 
who could have an immediate impact. 

Tight end? It's a downplayed position in the 
Erickson offense. More blocking, less catching. But Rob 
Chudzinski (20-207-1) and converted lineman Randy 
Bethel (10-121-3) are a solid tandem. 

¢ Offensive linemen: Miami loses two starters in 
reliable center Bobby Garcia and oft-injured guard Rod 
Holder, but replacements are fairly set in a group that fea- 
tures more bulk and size across the line than any 
Hurricane blocking unit in memory. 

Returning starters are senior weak tackle Mike 
Sullivan (6'4", 272 lbs.), junior strong tackle Leon Searcy 
(6'3", 282 lbs.) and senior Darren Handy (6'1", 278 Ibs.), 
who has handled a spring transition from guard to center 
quite smoothly. Searcy, by the way, wears size 17EEE 
shoes, should anyone ask you. 

Front-runners for the two line openings are senior 
weak guard Luis Cristobal (6'3", 282 Ibs.) and junior 
strong guard Claude Jones (6'3", 278 Ibs.). If there's a 
fall shakeup among starters, it likely will be second-year 
freshman Rudy Barber (6'3", 275 Ibs.) pushing for one of 
the two guard spots. 

It's the middle of the line that is the concern, with 
both tackles super-solid, but with both guards less expe- 
rienced and with a first-time center making the snaps. 

¢ Defensive linemen: By rock-solid UM stan- 
dards, this is the area of apparent major weakness follow-

ing the graduation of Cortez Kennedy (tack- 
le) and Greg Mark (end), both of whom won 
various postseason honors. Miami also 
loses veteran end Willis Peguese, an occa- 
sional starter over the years. 

But Mark and Kennedy leave the 
biggest craters. They combined for 22 sacks 
last season (15.5 of them by Mark) to main- 
tain the recent UM tradition of DLs such as 
Kevin Fagan, Jerome Brown and Dan Stubbs. 

But don't pity Miami's defensive line 
coaches all that much. 

Two starters return in stalwart tackle 
Russell Maryland (6'2", 273 Ibs.) and quick 
end Shane Curry (6'4", 260 Ibs.). Maryland 
had only two sacks against consistent dou- 
ble-blocking in ‘89, but he's a Jerome 
Brown-type load against the run in the mid- 
dle, and coaches peg him a likely All- 
American this fall. 

And plenty of depth rises to fill the 
Mark/Kennedy openings. Sophomores Kipp 
Vickers (6'2", 265 Ibs.) and Mark "Not So 
Little" Caesar (6'2", 280 Ibs.) are front-run- 
ners for Kennedy's spot. Juniors Eric Miller 
(6'4", 255 Ibs.) and Anthony Hamlet (6'3", 
246 Ibs.) want to be the next Greg Mark. 
Both battles are expected to carry over into 
the fall. 

Some called UM's ‘89 defensive line 
one of the best in college football history. 
Maybe. But that hardly intimidates the confi- 
dent ‘90 edition. 

“After five or six games,” predicted 
Caesar, "people will look at us and say, 
‘Who played defensive line there last year?’ " 

e Linebackers: As with the line, 
much was lost, but much returns. 

Gone are starters Bernard “Tiger” 
Clark (from the middle) and Richard 
Newbill. But back is senior Maurice Crum, 
last year's leading tackler with 98, and a pla- 
toon of young hotshots such as Darrin 
Smith, Micheal Barrow, Jessie Armstead 
and Darren Krein — none older than a 
sophomore. 

Crum sat out spring work, with the 
coaches’ hesitant blessing, to play first 
base/designated hitter on UM's baseball 
team. But Erickson already knows that 
Crum's a diamond, all full of instinctive 
quickness. Eyes instead were trained on the 
young lions, with Smith emerging this 
spring as a starter, and with Barrow (whose 
first name is indeed spelled M-i-c-h-e-a-l, 
not M-i-c-h-a-e-l) emerging as the likely 
man in the middle. 

Armstead, one of the nation’s top 
schoolboy recruits in 1989, looms as a fu- 
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ture impact star. UM feels the same about 
Krein, who hired a lawyer in an effort to have 
his letter of intent voided after Johnson left, 
but who later acquiesced upon meeting 
Erickson. 

¢ Secondary: Coaches are whisper- 
ing among themselves that Miami may have 
one of the nation’s better defensive back- 
fields in ‘90. Only cornerback Kenny Berry 
departs. 

Cornerback Roland Smith (last year's 
interception leader with six) returns along 
with aggressive young super-safeties

Charles Pharms and Hurlie Brown. Smith 
missed spring work while rehabilitating from 
a knee injury (Ryan McNeil filled in), but 
Smith is expected to be fully recovered by 
the fall. 

Senior Robert Bailey, who has been a 
fill-in starter over the years, will step in full- 
time to replace Berry. 

Depth in the secondary is such that 
coaches are struggling to fit sophomore 
Darryl Williams into the lineup. Williams 
impressed everyone with three interceptions 
in the first two spring scrimmages; he's a 
safety who may switch to the corner this fall 
or be used at all DB roles in an effort to get 
him on the field. 

© Kickers/special teams: Junior 
place-kicker Carlos Huerta has one of the 
nation's most accurate legs. In two seasons, 
he's made 54 of 60 field goals (18-22 last 
year) and hasn't missed in 91 extra-point 
tries.

Likely return men will be Carroll 
(punts) and Spencer (kicks.). 

No position at UM is likely to be im- 
pacted greatly by true freshmen. Despite its 
national title, Miami by most expert ac- 
counts, had only a mediocre recruiting year 
— certainly not the bounty of a Notre Dame 
or a Florida State. 
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The Hurricanes, in fact, failed to sign 
seven of the eight players they wooed most 
heavily. The lone exception was Tellison, the 
receiver. 

But any residual affect from this 
year's recruiting won't be felt in any tangible 
way for a couple of years. Returning players 
will carry the immediate burden of a 1990 
schedule that is typically (for UM) disparate 
in its strength and weakness. 

Miami opens the season Sept. 8 
against Brigham Young in Provo, Utah — 
one of six opponents that fashioned winning 
records and earned bow! invitations last 
season. 

Florida State (in Miami) and Notre 
Dame (in South Bend) figure to be coin-flip 
games that will shape the national champi- 
onship picture, as they are annually. And, 
like BYU, games against '89 bowl teams Pitt, 
Texas Tech and Syracuse also could prove 
tough. Tech and Syracuse are road games. 

Miami's five other opponents are ‘89 
losers, however, bankable victories for the 
independent Canes. 

Hurricane followers figure that suc- 
cessfully tackling the tougher games will de- 
pend largely on how the graduation-marred 
defensive linemen and linebackers jell. 

Kennedy and Mark almost certainly 
won't be replaced with a like caliber of play- 
er, and there also will be less savvy experi- 
ence at linebacker to help fill in gaps. 

Even if the holes are filled, Miami in 
1990 may be hard-pressed to match last 
year's nation-leading defense that allowed 
only 102 points in 12 games — especially if 
new starters prove inferior and allow oppo- 
nent blocking schemes to neutralize focal- 
point defenders like Maryland and Crum. 

The offense, however, figures to be 
better, with QB Erickson more experienced 
and fully recovered from last year's broken 
finger. Mostly, the offense should be better 
because the learning process on Coach 
Erickson's offense now is complete, not 
merely in progress. 

A year ago, early-season offensive in- 
consistency befuddled Hurricane players 
and frustrated fans at times, as in the sea- 
son's one blemish, a 24-10 loss to Florida 
State. UM managed 48 TDs and 393 points 
overall, but there were tough spots early. 

"We were never quite comfortable of- 
fensively last year except maybe the last two 
games," said Sullivan, the veteran tackle. 
"This year we're all comfortable and confi- 
dent with the offense. It's scary."

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Commovores Test New WATERS

0 find a brighter future for the 
Vanderbilt football team, Head 
Coach Watson Brown has taken 
more than a step or two back into 
the past. 

With the young Commodores facing 
the toughest schedule in the history of the 
football program and coming off their second 
1-10 season in four years, Brown has called 
on some old coaching friends for help. 

First, he lured former Vanderbilt Head 
Coach Steve Sloan, who just happened to be 
looking for a job after being forced to resign 
as athletic director at Alabama last year. Sloan 
directed the Commodores to a 5-6 record in 
1973 and improved to 7-3-2 the next season 
before heading to Texas Tech. As Brown's of- 
fensive coordinator and quarterback coach, 
he has been entrusted with implementing 
Vanderbilt's new triple option offense. 

Sloan brought along Tom Goode, one 
of his former assistants at Ole Miss, to take 
over the offensive line. Whether Sloan did 
Goode a favor remains to be seen. 

Goode's last play in his 10-year pro 
career was as the center on Jim O'Brien's 
field goal that gave Baltimore a 16-13 victo- 
ry in the 1971 Super Bowl. He is faced with 
a challenge equally as tough as that play — 
a young, basically inexperienced group of 
linemen making the transition from pass- 
blocking to opening holes for a backfield 
loaded with talent. 

New defensive coordinator Doug 
Mathews never coached for Vanderbilt, but 
he did play with the Commodores and was 
the Southeastern Conference rushing cham- 
pion in 1969. 

Mathews has instilled his frenzied, 
emotional, intense approach to defense in 
his players. Vanderbilt fans hope that will 
generate some defensive magic similar to 
Mike Healey will direct Vandy's new 
wishbone attack.

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the tricks he performed at the University of 
Tennessee. Mathews also brought along 
linebacker coach Bob Weber, a former head 
coach at Arizona and Louisville, who worked 
with Mathews at Louisville. 

"We have a lot of very talented young 
players,” Brown said. "We wanted to do ev- 
erything we could to make them better play- 
ers. That's one of the reasons we made the 
coaching changes.” 


To further emphasize his blast-from- 
the-past approach, Brown has chosen to 
dress the 1990 Commodores in simple black 
jerseys with gold numbers and plain gold 
pants reminiscent of the 1960s. Helmets will 
be black with a black “V" outlined in gold. 
There will be no stripes on the helmets, jer- 
seys or pants. In addition, white shoes have 
been exchanged for traditional black. 

"We're going to have a very simple of- 
fense and a simple defense," Brown said. “We're 
going to have a simple look to go with it.” 

The heart of the simpler approach is 
the triple option. For the Commodores, the 
offensive philosophy will be “run first, pass 
only if you must." 

"We've been recruiting for the wish- 
bone since I've been here,” Brown said. “I've 
always preferred the option, but somewhere 
along the way | got labeled as someone who 
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would rather launch an all-out passing attack. 


“We have to run the option to be suc- 
cessful. At 5'10", 5'11" and 6’, our running 
backs are built for it." 

Vanderbilt's backs may be similar in 
size and talent, but they run the gamut in 
running styles. The leading returning rusher 
is sophomore Carlos Thomas, who carried 
the ball 61 times for 254 yards and 2 touch- 
downs last season, Thomas leads the "get- 
out-of-my-way-or-l'll run-you-over" seg- 
ment along with senior Mark Johnson, who 
returns after missing last season due to aca- 
demic problems, and junior Andy lacenda, 
who is back after leaving school two years 
ago for personal reasons. 

Sophomore Tony Jackson and junior 
Anthony Carter are the pure speedsters. 
Junior Corey Harris and sophomore Derrick 
Payne are the Fred Astaires of the backfield 
with their dancing and dodging footwork. 

“We definitely have a lot of weapons," 
quarterback Mike Healey said. "We'll be ro- 
tating them in and out. We're talking about 
17-play drives lasting seven or eight min- 
utes. We're going to need them all. 

We're going to be coming out and 
running the ball right down the gut. It's a 
vertical offense. We're going to have a much 
more aggressive approach. 

"There is no more left or right. Now 
we have the strong side and the weak side. 
We're doing more running. We're definitely 
in better condition." 

Just how much passing the 
Commodores will do is uncertain. After last 
year's blitzkrieg passing offense designed 
for fifth-year quarterback John Gromos fiz- 
zled, Brown decided to go to the option in 
the final three games with Healey and 
Marcus Wilson as his quarterbacks. 

“Last season it seemed like we al- 
ways needed a 15-yard pass,” Healey said. 
“It was a high-risk offense with low-percent- 
age pass plays. In the wishbone offense,

"That will be our No. 1 priority in the fall,” Brown 
said. "With a wishbone offense we have to lower our 
turnover ratio. Last year we lost 31 fumbles." 

Healey, who passed for 574 yards (44 for 97, 5 
interceptions) last season and 1 touchdown, was 
pleased with the lack of turnovers in spring scrimmages. 

"We've been taking care of the football," Healey 
said. "We did not have a running back fumble in our 
first two scrimmages. We really picked up the new 
scheme faster than | expected. The big thing has been 
learning the steps. | thought it would take until the end 
of spring to get them down." 

Providing the running room for the Commodores 
will be a mixed bag of linemen. Anchoring the line will 
be 273-pound junior center Kevin Brothen, a legitimate 
preseason All-Southeastern Conference selection who 
has added more than 25 pounds of muscle since last 
season. Part-time regular Jim Arnouts, a senior, will 
play one guard but must prove that he can finally be 
counted on to perform on a reqular basis. 

Redshirt freshman Lloyd Griffin is both explosive 
and quick and will line up at the other guard. Junior 
Bobby Craycraft moves from guard to tackle and junior 
Grant Glewwe will play the other tackle position. 

Pushing this group for playing time will be for- 
mer defensive linemen Mark Mikesell, John Dooling, 
Greg Dahlberg and Tom Vincent along with Kenny 
Toney, Harlow Dodge and Chris Cohron. 

"We're looking for a lot of explosion off the ball,” 
Goode said. "We're going to be handing the ball off at 
the line of scrimmage instead of four or five yards back 
like they did with the I-formation. 

"With everything happening on the line of scrim- 
mage we don't have to sustain the blocks as long, but 
we have to be explosive. We have to be able to blow 
people off the line. 

"We've been working on the fundamentals — the 
basics of the game. Stances, splits, foot placement and 
blocking are what we need to do.

pounds. Eventually, he could play at 250. 
That's a very big tight end even for the 
Southeastern Conference." 

Defensively, Mathews has been busy 
adding a few new wrinkles to the 4-3 align- 
ment as well as instilling his gung-ho phi- 
losophy. His work with the Vols was out- 
standing in 1989 and they allowed 741 
fewer rushing yards than the previous sea- 
son, 471 fewer yards total offense and 96 
fewer points. 

If he can do the same thing for the 
Commodores, they just might be able to im- 
prove on last season's defensive performance, 
which was their best in many seasons. 

"We're young in some spots," 
Mathews said. “But young players are will- 
ing to work a little harder. They know they 
have to do it. They gave us a good effort this 
spring." 

The No. 1 priority has been to finda 
replacement for middle linebacker DeMond 
Winston, who led the Commodores in tack- 
les with 169 (70 solo, 99 assists) and sacks 
with 5. Sophomore Mike Gandolfo, who 
started at defensive tackle as a true fresh- 
man, has been given the starting nod, but he 
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is being challenged by sophomores Bill 
Rigling and Jason Bailey. Junior David 
Summers could also be in the thick of the 
battle if he recovers from back problems. 

Gandolfo, who had 28 tackles and 
three quarterback sacks, knows he has big 
shoes to fill in replacing Winston. 

“The whole town knew that when No. 
52 was in the game they were very sure — 
very confident that he was going to make the 
plays,” he said. "| don't know if it was be- 
cause of the change in personnel, but we'll 
have three linebackers behind the line in- 
stead of just one. That was a very good de- 
fense last season with two linebackers up on 
the line, but you have to have a super player 
like DeMond to make it work." 

At the other linebacker spots will be 
junior Rod Keith and redshirt freshman 
Gerald Collins. 

Sophomore Alan Young and fresh- 
man walk-on John Dewitt will be at the 
ends. Seniors Derrick Sartor and Kenny 
Pulce will line up at the tackles. 

A trouble area for the Commodores 
was expected to be in the secondary with the 
loss of cornerbacks Steve Law and Renford

Reese. Defensive secondary coach Ron Case 
found instant help, however, with the signing 
of junior college standout Scott Walker from 
California's Mount San Antonio College. He 
will play left cornerback with sophomore 
Robbie Young returning at the right corner 
after an unsuccessful move to quarterback in 
the spring. 

Junior Steve Medes, the top defen- 
sive back in tackles with 84, is the starter at 
strong safety. Chris Donnelly, 1989 SEC 
Freshman-of-the-Year, will be back at free 
safety where he broke up a school record 14 
passes and made 70 tackles. 

The kicking game should be in top 
shape. Sophomore David Lawrence returns 
as the punter. He averaged 40.6 yards per 
kick last season, but sometimes had trouble 
getting his punts away quickly. This season 
his leg is not only quicker, but more accu- 
rate. With the wishbone offense, Lawrence 
will have to be ready since field position will 
be critical. 

The kickoff, extra point and field goal 
duties are up for grabs with sophomore 
Robbie Chura holding a slight edge over ju- 
nior Jeff Owen at the end of spring practice. 
Brown is looking for a foot-to-foot duel this 
fall as the two compete to become the re- 
placement for departing kicker Johnny Clark. 

Brown came out of the spring with a 
feeling of confidence. Injuries were minimal. 
The new coaches infused a much-needed 
dose of new blood and enthusiasm and the 
new offensive system was smoothly imple- 
mented. Most surprisingly, the personnel 
changes, always a gamble, were beneficial 
to both sides of the football. 

But even if all the pieces do come to- 
gether, the fate of the Commodores could be 
little better than last year. They face a killer 
schedule which features games with SEC pow- 
ers Auburn, Georgia, Alabama and an improv- 
ing Kentucky team on the road and LSU, Ole 
Miss and Tennessee at home. Non-conference 
foes include Syracuse, Army and Wake Forest 
at home as well as the season opener on the 
road at Southern Methodist. 

“We have to have one of the five 
toughest schedules in the country," Brown 
said. "At least this is the first time in three 
years we've had six home games. The last 
two years we have only had five while most 
teams were playing seven, eight or nine at 
home. We're the only Division | school that | 
know of to have done that. 

"We had a good spring. Everyone is 
pretty much where we want them. All of our 
moves were good ones. And when you start 
making moves, you never know how they 
will turn out. Now we just have to wait and 
see how they will do ina game."Q)

draft after becoming disenchanted with the wishbone. Defensive Defensive end Eric Weir missed spring drills with an ankle injury. 
tackle Cedric Moore missed spring drills due to academic problems. 
He is expected to be eligible this fall. Offensive tackle Jim See, a 
300-pounder, decided to end his football career, but he plans to 
remain at Vanderbilt as a student. Middle linebacker-running back 
Sean Guerin was sidelined this spring while recovering from a knee 
injury sustained in the 1989 season finale with Tennessee. He 
underwent surgery to repair the damage and is doubtful for the fall. 


Sophomore Mike Gandolfo was switched from defensive tackle to 
middle linebacker. Robbie Young was moved from cornerback to 
quarterback and then back to cornerback during the first week of 
spring drills. Pat Akos was moved from defensive end to tight end. 


Starting quarterback Mike Healey did not play the final two weeks of 
spring practice after sustaining a rib injury. Strong safety Steve 
Medes saw very limited work due to a nagging shoulder injury. 
Running back Brett Hayes missed most of spring practice with an 
ankle injury. Cornerback William Brown did not participate in spring 
practice due to a shoulder injury. 


Running back Mark Johnson was back in uniform after missing the 
1989 season on suspension for academic difficulties. Running back 
Andy lacenda returned a few pounds heavier, but is expected to 
get his share of playing time. He left school for personal reasons two 
years ago and returned suddenly this spring.

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AUBURN Looks BEST OVERALL 
Vols, Tide, Gators - Close Behind

here is nothing more subjective than comparing football players. 

Was Joe Namath a better quarterback than Archie Manning? 
Was Emmitt Smith a better runner than Rodney Hampton? The ques- 
tions go unanswered. One running back’s stats may be eye-popping, 
but his offensive line's stats may be comparable. 

There's just no way to tell, but it is fun to debate the ques- 
tion. With that in mind, here's a position-by-position evaluation of the SEC 
football teams. This evaluation is based on performance on the field, and with 
little consideration given to ) incoming freshman or junior college transfers.

The quarterback evaluation was easy. Alabama's Gary Hollingsworth 
had a dream season with 2,379 yards passing and 14 touchdowns. He is head 
and shoulders above the field. In fact, this position has plenty of potential, but 
few proven stars. 

Florida's Kyle Morris had a hot hand before his suspension last sea- 
son. Morris, who threw for 1,098 yards in six games, is back and gives the 
Gators a solid performer. 

Tennessee's Andy Kelly hit 92 of 156 passes for 1,299 yards and 7 
touchdowns, but he was intercepted 9 times and needs to cut that figure down. 
If he stumbles, Sterling Henton has proven himself capable of running the Vol 
attack. 
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Georgia's Greg Talley and Preston Jones are a good pair of proven vet- 
erans, but both threw three more interceptions than touchdowns. Talley did, 
however, have a nice percentage, 92 of 174 for 52 percent and 1,331 yards. 

Auburn lost a great one in Reggie Slack, but the Tigers went through 
spring drills with three talented newcomers vying for the number one spot — 
Frank McIntosh, Corey Lewis and Stan White. McIntosh has the most experi- 
ence and may have a slight edge. 

Mississippi State's Todd Jordan has worlds of talent and is being 
groomed for the top spot. He only threw 87 passes, completing 45 for 499 
yards and 2 touchdowns. If Jordan is not able to move the Bulldogs, Tony Shell 
has had some big games and could step right in and play. 

Kentucky's Freddie Maggard has shown some real talent (130 of 231, 
1,515 yards, 6 TDs, 12 interceptions), but could be pushed by sophomores 
Brad Smith and Ryan Hockman. Kentucky could rise in the ratings if any of the 
three step forward and take control. 

Ole Miss lost John Darnell, who has been a mainstay for the Rebs in 
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triple option ground attack. 


recent years. Russ Shows had a good spring but Tom Luke, who was expected 
to challenge for the job, missed most of the spring work with an injury. 
Tommy Hodson threw every pass for LSU last year. This year, there are 
four hopefuls — Sol Graves, Chris Moock, Chad Loup and Brad Strohm. 
Vanderbilt's Mike Healey started the last three games of the season. He 
hit 44 of 97 passes for 574 yards and a score, but Vandy has switched to a

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When you think of running backs, you automatically think of Auburn. 
This year is no exception. The trio of James Joseph (817 yards, 4 TDs), Stacy 
Danley (652 yards, 4 TDs), and Darrell Williams (371 yards, 5 TDs) is as good 
as it gets in the SEC. 

Alabama can feel good about its backs, especially Siran Stacy. Stacy 
had 1,079 yards and 17 touchdowns and didn't start until the fourth game of 
the season. He's got plenty of help from fullbacks Martin Houston (239 yards, 3 
TDs) and Kevin Turner (199 yards, but 48 pass receptions). 

The Tennessee Vols are counting on Chuck Webb, who had academic 
difficulties in the spring. Webb is a great one (1,236 yards, 12 TDs). But the 
Vols have more than just Webb. Fullback Roland Poles missed the spring with 
a shoulder problem, but is expected back at full strength. Tony Thompson gives 
Tennessee speed and power in relief of Webb. 

The Florida Gators may have the most underrated running back in 
America in Willie McClendon. His backup is Errict Rhett, who could start for 
most other teams. Dexter McNabb is the Gators’ fullback. 

Ole Miss has a good 1-2 punch returning in Randy Baldwin (642 yards, 
9 TDs) and fullback Ed Thigpen (327 yards, 5 TDs), but proven depth could be 
a problem. 

Mississippi State has plenty of experience returning. Kenny Roberts 
(511 yards, 4 TDs) and William Prince (435 yards, 6 TDs) give Rockey Felker a 
comfortable feeling. Sophomore Tay Galloway had a good spring and this 
could be the fall that David Fair comes all the way back and has a big year. 

Kentucky will be throwing a lot this fall, but when Bill Curry decides to 
run, the weapons are few. Mike Thomas is the leading returning rusher, but he 
only had 213 yards. Al Baker has been moved to fullback and will be more a 
blocker than a runner this season. 

LSU is hoping for an injury-free season out of Harvey Williams. If he 
should go down again, or not live up to his pre-injury billing, the Bengal Tigers 
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will have to get some help from Calvin Windom, Mike Garrett, Sammy 
Seamster, or Harvey's younger brother, Darrell Williams. 

Vanderbilt has a lot of experience back, including its top three rushers, 
but the numbers have to improve if the Commodores are going to have a good 
ground game. Carlos Thomas, Anthony Carter, and Tony Jackson saw action in 
all 11 games, but among them only gained 709 yards and scored 4 touch- 
downs. 

Georgia's hopes for a strong ground game rest on Larry Ware (207 
yards, 1 TD) and Brian Cleveland, who missed spring drills with an injury. But 
the two names to watch for are Frank Harvey and Garrison Hearst, two incom- 
ing freshmen who could be the next Herschel Walker, or at least the next 
Rodney Hampton.

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The big-name receivers are gone. What's left this season is a whole 
pack of good ones, but an absence of great ones. 

As a group, Auburn's receiving corps of Greg Taylor, Victor Hall, 
Shayne Wasden, Pedro Cherry, and Herbert Casey have great hands and a 
whole lot of speed. Taylor is the leading receiver back, having grabbed 25 pass- 
es last year for 353 yards. 

Alabama's receivers are right behind the Tigers, although tight end 
Lamonde Russell is the leading receiver (51 receptions, 622 yards) returning in 
the SEC. Filling out the Tide corps are Prince Wimbley and Craig Sanderson. 

Mississippi State has a fine group of receivers back in John Parker, 
Chris Firle, Jerry Bouldin, and Treddis Anderson. Nobody caught a lot of pass- 
es last year because State didn't throw it enough, but with this group around, 
look for the Bulldogs to put the ball in the air more often. 

Tennessee's usual team of fleet receivers will crank up for another go 
with Carl Pickens, Anthony Morgan and Alvin Harper as the mainstays, but past 
that, depth will be a problem. 

When the Georgia Bulldogs put the ball up, chances are either Sean 
Hummings or Arthur Marshall will grab it. Tight ends could see a new face be- 
tween the hedges, as high school All-American Andre Hastings sports a 
Georgia jersey. 

The Florida wide receivers will be Terence Barber and Ernie Mills, the 
fastest player on the squad. Kirk Kirkpatrick will be the tight end, and he's a 
good one. And full season out of QB Kyle Morris will mean much bigger num- 
bers for the Gator receivers. 

LSU will look to Todd Kinchen (24 catches, 376 yards) to up his totals 
in order to fill the gap left by the departure of Tony Moss and Alvin Lee. Behind 
Kinchen, the Bengal Tigers will be looking for help from Wesley Jacob, Marcus 
Cotton and Scott Ray. 

Ole Miss lost most of its pass catching corps, and will look to lettermen 
Tyrone Ashley, Jeffrey Holder, Camp Roberts and Louis Gorden to replace Pat 
Coleman, Willie Green and Rich Gebbia. It will be a tall order. 

Vanderbilt has a good group of receivers, but last year's leader, Corey 
Harris, is now a halfback and Brad Gaines has decided to turn pro. The receiving 
chores will be handled by Mark Johnson, Derrick Gragg, Pat Akos and Greg Jones. 
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Phil Logan is Kentucky's top cat (28 catches, 337 yards); he and Steve 
Phillips and John Bolden are hoping the Wildcats throw more often now that 
Tommy Bowden is calling the plays as coordinator.

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lf Vince Strickland returns (his eligibility was in question due to a junior 
college course), then Alabama's offensive line returns intact. Even if Strickland 
doesn't return, the group of Terrill Chatman, Roger Shultz, Chris Robinett and 
Trent Patterson is still the best in the SEC. 

Auburn's offensive line is big and physical, just like the Tigers’ defense. 
Bob Meeks, Rob Selby and Ed King are solid, and junior college transfer Eddie 
Blake may be able to step right in and play. 

Tennessee has a strong returning offensive front in Charles McRae, 
Antone Davis, John Fisher and Tom Myslinski. This group is strong and run 
blocks extremely well. 

The Florida front has a big one in Phil Bromley and some more experi- 
enced hands in Glenn Neely, Mark White and Cal Dixon. The Gators specialized 
in blocking for Emmitt Smith last season, but will lean more toward pass- 
blocking this time around. 

The Ole Miss Rebels have experience across the front in tackles Adrian 
Strother and Lee Lott, quard Everett Lindsay and center Dawson Pruett. 

Mississippi State has starters returning all across the offensive front. 
Tackles Tony Robertson and guard Ricky Byrd may be the best of the lot, but 
there is enough talent here for this group to move up in the rankings if the of- 
fense produces. Last season, it didn't. This year, it might. 

The Georgia Bulldogs are solid in the middle with center Jack Swan 
and guards Haze Sadler and Russell DeFoor back. If Will Colley decides to play 
this fall, Georgia will be stronger. Colley, however, may decide to graduate and 
move into private business. Guard LeMonte Tellis looks to be healthy again 
after missing last season. 

LSU is so pitifully thin at most positions, it's unusual to find three re- 
turning starters in one group, but that's what we have here. The only offensive 
starters returning in Baton Rouge are in the line — center Blake Miller, guard 
Chris Truax and tackle Roger Hutchinson. Help will come in the persons of 
Darren Landry and Raymond Smoot, but depth is a major problem. 

Depth will also be a problem for Kentucky, where the only starters back 
are tackle Greg Lahr and guards Todd Perry and Joel Mazzella. Mazzella came 
to Kentucky as a walk-on and last year was second team All-SEC. This year, he 
should be even better. 

Vanderbilt has only two starters back, center Kevin Brothen and guard 
Bobby Craycraft, but they are good ones. Vanderbilt's problem is depth, where 
they hope Grant Glewwe, Jim Arnouts, Lloyd Griffin and Mark Mikesell will fill 
the bill. 

In evaluating some positions, there is a hands-down winner, like 
Auburn's defensive line, where there's enough strength to play — and win — 
in the AFC West. 

Auburn's threesome up front is simply the best defensive front in the 
SEC, and one of the best in the nation. The marquee name is David Rocker, a 
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6:4", 264-pound tackle machine. Rocker had 80 stops last season, including 14 
behind the line of scrimmage. 

Rocker's mate at tackle is a ball carrier's nightmare — Fernando Horn. 
Holding down the nose guard spot for the Tigers is Walter Tate. Need more 
proof? Don't forget Lamar Rogers, Richard Shea and Tim Cromartie. 

The Florida Gators are another mean bunch across the defensive front. In 
the new defensive alignment, linebacker Huey Richardson, considered one of the 
best in the country, is now up front as a defensive end. That alone means Florida 
almost lives up to Auburn's standards. Also holding court on the Gator front line 
are Mark Murray and Brad Culpepper. There is talent here, and a lot of it, 

The Kentucky Wildcats will be strong up front with Billy Swanson (144 
tackles) and Craig Benzinger (159 tackles) leading the way. Jerry Bell and Joey 
Couch can also be counted on to make the Bluegrass a tough place to play. 

Kelvin Pritchett is the mainstay on an Ole Miss defensive line that could 
be a key to the Rebel season. Doug Jacobs started for the Rebs last year, but 
additional help must come from Brian Cagle, Jim Lentz and Snake Williams. 

Tennessee lost three stars out of its defensive line, but the Vols think 
they may be even better this year. Mark Moore has great potential while J.J. 
Surlas is trying to make a comeback from knee surgery. Shazzon Bradley could 
make a difference at tackle, after a move from middle linebacker. 

Demetrius Hill in the middle of the Mississippi State line is impressive, 
but he needs help. Robert Young and Desmond Bates will be the starting ends, 
but depth in the defensive line is a problem that might come back to haunt the 
Bulldogs. 

At Vanderbilt, Watson Brown is hoping new defensive coordinator 
Doug Matthews can shape up the front line that finds Derrick Sartor, Joel 
Walker and Tom Wroblewski the main cogs. 

Alabama's defensive front was weak down the stretch last season, al- 
though there is some talent on hand — Steve Webb, George Thornton and 
Byron Holdbrooks — the Tide needs more. 

The Georgia Bulldogs may be stronger than expected in the line if the 
move of Curt Douglas turns out to be a good one. Douglas is moving from 
linebacker to nose guard, a move that will free up Robert Bell for other duties 
across the front. 

Tackle Marc Boutte is the only returning starter on the LSU defensive 
front, and that means big trouble for the Bengals. 

Darryl Hardy leads the parade of five returning linebackers at 
Tennessee. Hardy led the team with 110 tackles last season and is considered 
$0 solid that Johnny Majors moved the second leading tackler, Shazzon 
Bradley, to defensive end. Bradley could, however, return to linebacker, and if he 
does it will just make the Big Orange tougher. The rest of the Vol stop crew in- 
cludes Reggie Ingram, Eric Riffer, Earnest Fields, Mario Brunson and Lance 
Nelson. 

Georgia may be suspect across the defensive front, but there are no 
such worries about the Bulldog linebacking crew. Outside linebackers Morris 
Lewis (10 QB sacks, 11 tackles for losses) and Norman Cowins (7 sacks, 51 
tackles) are two of the very best, and their presence gives Georgia a leg up in 
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“the linebacking derby. 
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Alabama lost all-American Keith McCants to the NFL, but there is still 
plenty of talent on hand. John Sullins started some last season on the inside 
and could start them all this year. Rodney Helton and Errick Owen will both play 
inside. The outside linebacker spots are solid with Spencer Hammond, Byron 
Sneed and Antonio London returning. 

The Auburn Tigers have only one starter returning, Darrel Crawford, but 
don't shed any tears for Pat Dye's team. There is talent on hand, but it is young 
talent. Reggie Barlow, Ricky Sutton and Larry Young are among a host of play- 
ers who will be seeing action. By the end of the season, look for Auburn's 
linebackers to be among the best in the SEC. 

Florida has plenty of experience at linebacker. Ephesians Bartley is a 
good one, while Jerry Odom and Tim Paulk are strong inside. Carlton Miles 
has picked up 30 pounds since last season and is making a run at starting in- 
Side, 

At Ole Miss, there is considerable talent. Pete Harris, Shawn Cobb and 
Phillip Kent are strong and talented and give the Rebels plenty of firepower 
against both the run and the pass. 

Mississippi State has two good linebackers with starting experience, 
but the other slots must be filled. The returnees are junior Reggie Stewart, the 
team's second leading tackler a year ago, on the inside and sophomore Marc 
Woodard on the outside. 

Kentucky is another team that could prove to be better on the field than 
on paper. Billy Swanson is the only returning 1989 starter, but Randy Holleran, 
one of the best in the league in 1988, is back and, if he's 100 percent healthy 
and back to form. Kentucky's linebackers will be a defensive force. 

LSU is another team with only one starter back. David Walkup is the 
lone man with experience, although Anthony Williams showed some promise 
in the spring, Help must come from Mike Hewitt, Roovelroe Swan or Corey 
White. 

Vanderbilt has one proven veteran, Scott Brown. New defensive coordi- 
nator Doug Mathews has moved sophomore tackle Mike Gandolfo to lineback- 
er to provide some help. 

The Tennessee Vols may — or may not — have the best secondary in 
the SEC. A lot depends on whether Carl Pickens spends more time playing 
stop than go. If Pickens — who prefers wide receiver — is back there, the Vols 
are tough. Starters will come from Pickens, Preston Warren, J.J. McCleskey, 
Kelly Days, Mark Fletcher, Jeremy Lincoln and Roderick Lewis. Keith Denson 
will play if he gets his grades straight, and to make things even more promising 
in Knoxville, JC All-Americans David Thomas and Dale Carter will be on hand. 
The Vols will be tough. 

The Florida Gators also are rock-solid in the secondary. Cornerback 
Richard Fain is one of the best in the country, and there is much more talent on 
hand in safeties Godfrey Myles and Will White. Also look for strong seasons

Headline, Jan. 8, 1990: 
Bolt from the blue — Bill Curry 
leaves Alabama for Kentucky. 

Which headline is more startling? 

Last January, before their Crimson 
Tide played Miami in the USF&G Sugar 
Bowl, Alabama fans would have claimed to 
have seen a man in a BAMA hat chasing 
man's best friend before the Tide's Head 
Coach ever thought seriously about a job 
opening in Lexington. 

Rover wasn't seen running. 

Curry, meanwhile, after a 10-2 cam- 
paign, decided to lift his name plate so he 
could attach it to a new 
location—Commonwealth Stadium, 
Lexington, Ky. Go figure. 

Months removed, Alabama supporters 
continue to ponder Curry's latest career deci- 
sion. But the new Kentucky coach isn't about 
to second-guess his change of scenery. 

Too many hurtful moments forced 
Curry to more than just consider relocating. 

Pressure? Receiving death threats 
before his first imprints on Bryant-Denny's 
turf was an initial clue. A brick shattered his 
office window after a loss to Ole Miss two 
years ago. Last season, Curry witnessed the 
ousting of athletic director Steve Sloan on 
the very day BAMA reported for workouts. 
“How do you do that?” Curry, to this day, 
wonders aloud. And, yes, losing to Auburn 
three consecutive times proved un"bear"able 
to many. 

Yet, the 1989 team captured an SEC 
championship and gallantly wrestled mythi- 
cal champion Miami in the Sugar Bow! . 

Problems arose within the Alabama 
family as Curry didn't endorse the way the 
QB Freddie Maggard will lead ‘Cat offense.

Tide program had turned. A very complicat- 
ed situation, he admitted. 

"It had dawned on me very gradually 
that as long as | was there, my players and

“I'm not talking about the media. I'm not talk- 
ing about the fans; the fans were absolutely 


wonderful all three years. They did support 
us. They were terrific. 

“But you've got to have the people in 
the organization believe in you and in the 
same things you believe." 

At Alabama, where autumn Saturday 
afternoons are synonymous with winning 
football, Curry (26-10-0, three bow! games 
and one conference championship) no 
longer could remain. "The very people | was 
sworn to serve (players) were being injured 
by my presence in that situation, or by cir- 
cumstances that my presence exacerbated,” 
he said. 

Goodbye, tradition-rich Alabama. 
Hello, blue-collar Kentucky. 

Maybe this is where Curry, a former 
center who carved his own long-shot talents 
into an All-Pro career, belongs. 
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Significant strides were made within 
Kentucky's football program by his prede- 
cessor, Jerry Claiborne. Off the field, 
Claiborne and his staff brought national re- 
spect, setting high standards in academics 
and seeing through the completion of a 
state-of-the-art training center. On the field, 
UK had three winning seasons and averaged 
5.1 wins a season. Not bad standards con- 
sidering Claiborne's initial year was 0-10-1. 

Thirty-two returning lettermen, in- 
cluding an All-SEC linebacker who missed 
‘89 with a knee injury, have been handed 
over in the transition. Add a solid recruiting 
class that both staffs put together and Curry 
has a good foundation to begin with. 

"The rap that this is a ‘basketball 
school’ isn't true," Curry said. “They do love 
basketball. But they wouldn't pack this stadi- 
um if they didn't love football, too. When 
you pack this stadium and you haven't been 
winning championships, that is a very good 
indication that the support is there.” 

Wildcat senior linebacker Randy 
Holleran believes Curry is an impeccable fit 
for the Kentucky program, just as the ‘Cats 
appear right for the 47-year-old coach. Like 
the effect of a new battery, Curry's introduc- 
tion as Kentucky's next sideline leader in- 
stantly energized a team's once-drained 
enthusiasm. "The moment he came into the 
room there was a feeling like he came to us," 
Holleran, back to 100 percent after blowing 
out a knee last fall, remembered. "He wanted 
us. From that moment on it's just been a 
strong bond." 

Curry pleasantly reminds many 
Wildcats of a young Claiborne. A no-non- 
sense individual. A disciplinarian on and off 
the field. A battler always, a quitter never. 

That's Jerry Claiborne. That's Bill Curry. 

The new coach's youthfulness is an 
added component, predicts All-Star candi- 
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date and defensive back/return specialist 
Chris Tolbert. 

"There is a difference because he 
(Curry) can relate to us," Tolbert 
stressed. "I'm not really saying Coach 
Claiborne couldn't relate, but he was in 
his own ways; being how old he was, he 
was set in his ways. But with Coach 
Curry, he told us we could talk to him. 
He's willing to listen and he's willing to 
change because he knows times have 
changed. 

"And he's willing to change with 
those times. 

“Coach Claiborne is an excellent 
coach. He's the reason why | came to 
Kentucky — to be under him. Ifa few play- 
ers would have done what he said, then we 
could have won a few games here and 
there. But he had some tough players who 
didn't want to do what he said." 

Winter and spring workouts con- 
structed by a new staff—which features 
Tommy Bowden, son of Florida State 
Coach Bobby Bowden; former SEC quar- 
terbacks Daryl Dickey and Walter Lewis, 
and Bill Glaser, the lone returning full- 
time assistant from last year's Wildcat 
staff—tested the players as much men- 
tally as they did physically. 

If one messed up, everyone paid. 

"The intensity level is up a lot 
more since Coach Curry and his staff 
have come here," Holleran said. “If you 
don't do it perfect, then you stay out 
there until you do it right.” 

; In other words, the team had to 
| earn its way off the practice field. 
Effectively, this Three Musketeer theme 
injected new blood into the players’ 
preparation. 

"Coach Curry is definitely tough,” 
Joel Mazzella, a second-team All-SEC 
offensive lineman, confessed. "He wants 
everything done perfectly and he won't 
accept anything less. That's pretty tough, 
to come in and learn a new system and 
do things exactly right. 

"Coach Claiborne required a lot 
out of us and Coach Curry expects just 
as much, if not more. It's a lot of time, 
but it's been a lot of time (devoted to 
football) since we've been here.

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thing in," Mazzella said, "you're a little hesi- 
tant at first. Once we learn the techniques 
and get that down...this is going to be a 
good deal for us once we get everything 
Clicking." 

Nonconference foe Central Michigan 
is the first assignment for the new staff. By 
that time, UK will have labeled its No. 1 
quarterback. Freddie Maggard (6'2", 219 
Ibs.) throughout spring ball was ahead of 
sophomores Brad Smith (6'3", 205 Ibs.) and 
Ryan Hockman (6'2”, 201 Ibs.) for the top 
spot to direct Curry's pro multiple set. 

"Freddie Maggard has a marvelous 
attitude,” Curry said. "He's a quick learner, a 
very tough guy. A good leader." 

In his season debut as a starter, 
Maggard completed 130 of 231 passes for 
1,515 yards. Smith played in only one game 
and Hockman watched all 11 contests from 
the sidelines. 

With a Bowden operating the offensive 
controls, passing the pigskin should rule 
over a rushing attack. Suffice to say, a wide- 
open offense runs in the Bowden family, 

UK's offense will "throw in order to set 
up the run," Bowden said, If that holds true, 
then senior receivers Steve Phillips, Phil Logan 
and John Bolden, along with a foursome of tal- 
ented tight ends, have to be smiling. 

That doesn't mean that running backs 
Al Baker, moving from tailback to fullback; 
Mike Thomas (leading returning rusher (213 
yards on 48 carries) and redshirt sophomore 
Craig Walker will have reduced roles. 
Meanwhile, losing the outside speed of Alfred 
Rawls (893 yards) and key blocks by fullback 
Andy Murray cannot be replaced. 

The guy who may be utilized the 
most is the small, yet elusive, flanker/return 
specialist Kurt Johnson. Standing 5'7" and 
weighing a mere 140 pounds, UK's roadrun- 
ner embarrassed a numerous share of 
would-be-tacklers with zigs here, zags there. 

Johnson, who as a college rookie ran 
back a kickoff 100 yards (actually 108) at 
Georgia, is the country's lone returnee from 
last year's top 15 in both kickoff returns 
(10th, 25.7 average) and punt returns 
(15th,12.07 average). He also caught 12 
passes for 104 yards. 

Johnson and Tolbert (13.3 average, 1 
TD, ranked 12th in the nation last season), 
may give UK the best punt return combo in 
the land. Johnson's also a dangerous 
weapon on the end-around. Just give hima 
block and watch him go. 

Speaking of blocking, UK's offensive 
line returns nine lettermen, led by Mazzella (RG, 
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611", 285 Ibs.), Greg Lahr (LT, 6'4", 271 Ibs.) 
and Todd Perry (LG, 64", 261 Ibs.). 
Notwithstanding the loss of first-team All-SEC 
tackle Mike Pfeifer, there is more depth in the 
trenches for Kentucky than recent seasons. 
Veteran tackle Mike Nord (6'7", 291 Ibs.) and 
guard Dean Wilks (6'3", 300 Ibs.), both injured 
during '89, along with Football News Freshman 
All-American tackle Chuck Bradley (6'5", 278 
lbs.) provide adequate support, either in starting 
or backup roles. 

Holleran points to two linemen in

particular. "| look for Joel Mazzella and Greg 
Lahr," he said. "Greg is not your greatest 
athlete, but he's a perfectionist—what he 
does, he does perfect. Joel is not real big, as 
far as height, but he's real big in heart and 
he's a great athlete." 

Who's going to start at center? Good 
question. In all likelihood, either Matt 
Branum (6'2", 261 Ibs.) or Courtney 
Longacre (6'3", 266 Ibs.) will earn his first 
college start come Sept 1. 

Neither Holleran nor Tolbert question 
UK's dropping of the wide-tackle-six in favor 
of a multiple defensive formation. That in- 
cludes Mike (LB), Will (LB), Bandit (OLB) 
and Strike (OLB) terminology. 

"| like it a lot more because we have 
better pass protection,” Holleran said. "We 
had the three-deep before. Now we've got 
that extra defensive back. But up front we 
have also made a change where we keep as 
many guys pass—rushing. We have four 
pass rushers almost every time and they're 
blitzing and stunting on every play. That 
gives the offense pressure, something we 
didn't do (last season). 

"In the wide-tackle-six we were more 
of a read defense. This defense is more of an 
attack-type defense." 

"It's more exciting, more fast-pace,”" 
Tolbert said emphatically. "We get to the ball 
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quicker and we swarm to the ball.” 

Experienced and intense best de- 
scribe UK's returning defenders. Besides 
Holleran and Tolbert, other 'Cats who are in 
that mold include: Joey Couch (NG, 6'1", 
255 Ibs.), Billy Swanson (LB, 6’, 231 Ibs.), 
Jerry Bell (DT, 6'3", 291 Ibs.), Jeff Brady 
(Bandit, 6'1", 228 Ibs.), Brad Armstead (S, 
6’, 179 Ibs.) and Sterling Ward (CB, 5'11", 
174 Ibs.). 

UK's ‘89 defense limited its first four 
opponents, including Alabama and Auburn, 
to 14.7 points per game. But in their last two 
performances the ‘Cats allowed Florida and 
Tennessee a combined 69 points. 

Oliver Barnett stood out as the key 
figure in Kentucky's defense that gave up 
20.0 points per game He responded with an 
All-American season (AP third team). 

So who will fill Barnett's inspirational 
role? 

“Randy Holleran," answered Tolbert. 
“When Randy got hurt, we were kind of ner- 
vous, kind of scared. Billy (Swanson, 144 
total tackles) came through. So we knew we 
had Billy, but then Craig Benzinger (team- 
high 159 tackles) was not like Randy 
Holleran. Randy just brings us up a notch.” 

Holleran broke the school's all-time 
solo tackle mark in 1988, recording 102 
unassisted stops. The return of the 
McKeesport, Pa, product is vital. There are 
others, however. 

Who are they, Randy? 

Holleran anticipates Swanson and Bell 
to answer the call. Or maybe a trio of defensive 
backs—Ward, Armstead and Tolbert. "They 
work really well together. It seems like they 
have a real good friendship off the field and 
that helps,” he said."They are sort of like 
brothers. They are always around each other." 

That comment will, almost assuredly, 
bring a smile to Curry. And its the Kentucky 
program, even among UK support groups, 
where Curry can associate his family beliefs. 

"There are always going to be groups of 
negative people out there who tell you that you 
can't do it, or that you shouldn't be trying, or 
that there is something wrong with you,” Curry 
said. "They are going to make judgments 
about why you do things. In fact, they are not 
passing judgment on you, they are only pass- 
ing judgment on themselves. Because what 
they are doing is telling you what they would 
do under similar circumstances."

{may sound strange, but the highlight 

of Memphis State's 1989 football sea- 

son was probably the game-ending 

horn in the Tigers’ 57-20 loss at Florida 

State. 

The horn meant that the Tigers’ 

2-9 season was over. It was a year that a lame- 
duck football team with a late-summer ap- 
pointee as head coach thought would never 
end. Inexperience, lack of depth and key in- 
juries also declawed the Tigers. 

Chuck Stobart was appointed Memphis 
State's coach last July after Charlie Bailey re- 
signed because of NCAA rules violations. 
Stobart's late hiring meant he wasn't able to 
call all the shots his way until after the 1989 
season. 

Then, he was able to hire a staff with 
coaches who were all of his own choosing. He 
had a chance to send them on the road to re- 
cruit his first class of signees at Memphis 
State. He saw that the off-season strength and 
conditioning programs were carried out his 
way. 


“We've had to change the attitude, the 
personality and the philosophy of this team," 
Stobart said. "A good majority of our players 
have accepted the change. Obviously, not all 
players have; I'd be naive to think that." 

Memphis State appeared to be turning 
the corner when Bailey guided the Tigers to a 
6-5 record in 1988. It was Memphis State's 
second winning season in the 1980s. 

The shock of Bailey's resignation and 
Stobart's sudden hiring was too much for the 
Tigers to take. 

"After the 6-5 season, we were looking 
forward to being even better," senior tailback 
Marvin Cox said. "When the bottom dropped 
out and the coaching change was made, a lot 
of team morale went down. The team unity 
wasn't there." 

Many of the seniors have dedicated 
themselves to leading the team adaptation of 
Stobart, his staff and their philosophy. The 
Tigers’ 23 seniors met about every two weeks 
in the off-season to seek a unified direction. 
They voiced their concerns and passed the 
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TOGETHERNESS IN TIGERTOWN 


message on to the squad. 

The seniors created the team theme for 
1990. Borrowing a song title from rapper M.C. 
Hammer, Memphis State promises to “Let's 
Get It Started” in 1990. 

"The seniors feel like we need to start a 
winning tradition," senior inside linebacker 
Scott Rumley said. "We want to start some-

thing, and be able to look back and say that we 
made a difference." 

The rebuilding project began with win- 
ter weight workouts under new strength coach 
Vic Koenning. 

Junior free safety Glenn Rogers said: 
“The intensity level was real high. | wondered 
a lot of times if | would make it through it. The 
competition in the weight room really cranked 
up." 

The weight program was followed by 
an intensified conditioning program, and 
Stobart was happy with the results. He said 95 
percent of his players had improved strength 
and 67 of 73 players had their best 40-yard 
dash times ever. 

The Tigers spent two-thirds of the 
spring scrimmaging because Stobart was still 
learning his personnel. What he found was 
that Memphis State probably will be better de- 
fensively than offensively when it opens the 
season Sept. 1 against Arkansas State. 

Memphis State's defense has more ex-

perienced players on its first two teams than 
the offense. The defense also has a new coor- 
dinator, former New Mexico head coach Joe 
Lee Dunn, whose defensive philosophy of re- 
acting and attacking an offense rather than 
reading it pleases Stobart. 

The Tigers have 25 returning defensive 
lettermen, and they obviously learned some 
good lessons last season when opponents av- 
eraged 30.6 points and 417.8 yards. In each of 
the last five 1989 games, Memphis State al- 
lowed 31 or more points. 

Memphis State must rebuild its defen- 
sive front but has experience in other areas. 

Rumley, who transferred to Memphis 
State in 1987 when the NCAA shut down 
SMU's probation-riddled program, leads a tal- 
ented linebacking crew. He had 87 stops last 
season and started every game. 

Rogers and senior cornerback Reginald 
Jones are among the secondary hitters. 
Rogers had 34 tackles, 4 interceptions and 5 
pass breakups last season. Jones had 53 tack- 
les, 3 interceptions and 7 breakups. 

Stobart's biggest concern is offense, 
where 19 lettermen return. The Tigers have all 
five starters returning on the line and have 
depth along the front. 

But Memphis State has no proven 
game-breakers at the skilled positions and a 
two-way quarterback battle in the spring may 
multiply by one in the fall. The spring saw ju- 
nior Tommy Ferrari and sophomore Gary 
Bouldin seeking the starting quarterback spot. 

Ferrari played in five games in 1989, 
competing 23 of 59 passes for 250 yards and 
one touchdown. Bouldin, a lanky 6'6" thrower, 
saw action last season as a wide receiver-spe- 
cial teams member. He played quarterback in 
the fourth quarter of the season finale against 
Florida State, completing 4-of-5 passes for 61 
yards and throwing a 28-yard touchdown on 
his first collegiate completion. 

The veterans will be challenged in the 
fall by JC signee Keith Benton from the 
College of the Sequoias in California. Benton,

GREEN WAVE 


THE YEAR To CHANGE History?

istory is a clear indicator that 

there are no sure things in Tulane 

football. 

But, there's a better than 

good Chance that the Green 

Wave can break a frustrating 
decade-long drought. Not since 1981 has 
Tulane finished a season with more victories 
than defeats. 

Tulane could break out in 1990 in 
large measure because of the stumpy pres- 
ence of Chance Miller, a.5'8" 188-pound 
backfield jack-of-all-trades. 

The most productive starter of 
Tulane's returning ball-carriers, Miller gained 
only 332 yards last season. But first appear- 
ances, despite a 4.0 per carry average, can be 
deceiving. Miller missed six weeks with a se- 
vere knee injury, one which threatened his 
entire season. 

The 'B-back' in the Green Wave's of- 
fense, a variation of the run-and-shoot, Miller 
is essentially the runner in the Wave back- 
field. The B-back, or fullback, is the ball-car- 
rier, and must be an accomplished blocker 
and receiver in the pass-oriented offense. The 
‘A-back,’ or tailback, is really just a receiver 
slotted in the backfield. 

"A lot of responsibility will fall on 
Chance," Greg Davis, entering his third sea- 
son as Tulane Head Coach, said, "I think he 
can handle things." 

Tulane shows across the board im- 
provement, with more size and depth than 
last season's 4-8 team. As much as anything, 
though, Davis needs to improve in the fortune 
department. 

Three 1989 victories got away from 
the Wave in the last minutes. Turnaround the 
Hawaii (26-31), lowa State (24-25) and Ole 
Miss (28-32) heartbreakers and Tulane would 
have the look of an up-and-coming team. 

Davis became Tulane's Head Coach 
prior to the 1987 Independence Bow! game 
and has compiled a 9-14 record in the two 
seasons since. He will be looking for im- 
provement against a schedule that will not be 
easy. 
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The Wave opens with games against 
USL, Rice and SMU, but the next eight weeks 
will be tough — Florida State, Ole Miss, 
Memphis State, Southern Miss, Mississippi 
State, Cincinnati, Syracuse and LSU round 
out the schedule. 

“I've found the better you are, the more 
quality depth you have, the luckier you tend

to become," said Davis. 

The Green Wave not only lost at 
Hawaii, but it lost Miller, a game in which he 
gained 99 yards before sustaining a knee in- 
jury that required arthroscopic surgery. Miller 
was told the season was over for him. 
Intensive — stunning, really — rehabilita- 
tion returned him to the Wave backfield seven 
weeks later. 

“They told me | probably wouldn't play 
again that season, but | knew | would," Miller 
said. Frank Monica, the Greenie backfield 
coach, said in more than a decade of coach- 
ing, he's only seen one other player return the 
same season from a similar injury. 

And shortly after his return, in a 38-34 
victory over Memphis State, Miller gained 
106 yards, the most for any Tulane running 
back since 1984. 

“It was hard going through rehabilita- 
tion,” Miller said. "Looking at my first game 
(at Hawaii), maybe | had a promising season 
ahead of me. Then all of a sudden it was 
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gone, right before my eyes. It was discourag- 
ing. 

“Laying in the hospital all | could think 
about was 99 yards in my first game in col- 
lege. Maybe | had something good going this 
season." 

Turned out, he did, to the surprise of 
others. 

"| remember some of my friends called 
me in the preseason and asked me who was 
going to start,” Monica said. “They all had 
their own opinion. When | brought up Miller's 
name, they asked if he was a walk-on." 

He wasn't a walk-on, but he wasn't ex- 
actly the obvious choice, either. At his size, 
Miller, now a redshirt sophomore, was not 
widely recruited. 

Davis said, “We were fortunate in that 
we Saw him in our football camp, and we 
knew how fast he was (40 yards in 4.4 sec- 
onds) and what a competitor he was. So, we 
didn't hesitate to recruit him." 

Miller was moved from tailback to full- 
back, a position he had never played. “They 
started telling me the plays and what to do in 
the huddle,” he said. "If | hadn't played, they 
would have had to call off the scrimmage. 
They couldn't give me a break, so | ran about 
80 plays in a row. | could barely breathe. It 
was hard.” 

“When we came off the field," Davis 
recalled, “I told our staff that he got himself a 
plane ticket to Hawaii (for the opener). He 
was very impressive in how hard he ran and 
the fact that he withstood that many plays." 

Miller should be able to run better, if 
for no other reason than his supporting cast 
should be better. 

"We're able to run the ball better than 
ever before," Davis said. "Because of that, the 
plays we make off of play-action are better. 
We have much more depth there." 

We'll have an experienced line with 
three returning starters," Davis continued. 
"All-in-all, | think we'll have more depth on 
the offensive line than in past years. 
Especially, when you consider the number of 
freshmen we were able to redshirt last season. 
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The strength of the line will be the competi- 
tion from the younger players during the 
spring. The line, which was very suspect 
going into last season, will be one of our 
deeper spots.” 

Tim Duncan (6'2", 262 Ibs.) is the se- 
nior anchor of a veteran offensive line. 
Charles Hobbs (6'1", 268 Ibs.) a senior left 
guard and Brian Estep (6'3", 254 Ibs.) a ju- 
nior guard plays on the right side. Darren 
Shoulders (6'3", 281 Ibs.) and Mike Milich 
(6'4", 279 Ibs.) are both senior tackles. 

Melvin Ferdinand (6'2", 201 Ibs.,Sr.), 
who had 11 receptions for 137 yards last sea- 
son, will open at wide receiver, and Jerry 
Ursin (62, 214 Ibs..Jr.), with 24 catches for 
258 yards, is the starter at flanker. Jeff Kinyo 
(6'3", 241 Ibs.,Sr.) heads the depth chart at 
tight end. Junior Andrew Browning was not 
enrolled in school during the spring, but 
could return in the fall. 

"| think Jerry Ursin is ahead of where 
(Jerome) Mcintosh was going into his junior years. 
We feel very confident about Jerry," said Davis. 

Deron Smith (6'4", 216 Ibs., Sr.), who 
succeeded Terrance Jones at quarterback, re- 
turns with some glitzy statistics. Smith com- 
pleted 237 passes in 423 attempts for 18 
touchdowns and 2,613 yards as a junior. 

"| thought Deron Smith had a very 
good year last season, in fact, he probably 
surprised some people,” said Davis. "We're 
moving Jerome Woods (last year's number 
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who has 4.45 speed in the 40, had two-year 
totals of 3,125 passing yards and 1,165 rush- 
ing yards. 

Because Memphis State doesn't have 
proven quarterback depth, Ferrari and Bouldin 
were declared off-limits from contact in the 
spring. 

"We didn't want them banged up, but 
that makes it tough because we didn't have a 
chance to evaluate them under fire,” Stobart 
said. “Evaluating them under fire in the fall 
against the opposition is different than spring 
evaluation. I've seen different quarterbacks 
react in different ways.” 

Whoever is the quarterback, he'll oper- 
ate an |-formation offense that may show a few 
more split-back formations this season. 

“It seems like the backs may be thrown 
to more this season,” Cox said. "We'll try and 
do a variety of things to keep defenses guess- 
ing.” 

Defenses guessed correctly many 
times last season. The Tigers averaged just 
15.8 points and scored 20 or more points in 
only three games. 

Cox was the consistent bright spot ina 
dismal offense a year ago. Playing both tail- 
back and fullback, he rushed for 844 yards, 
the fourth highest single-season total in 
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two quarterback) to defense, which indicates 
we're happpy with (Billy Duncan and (Benny) 
Valentine as backups.”

“The competition there along with the 
number of lettermen returning will make our 
backfield very solid,” says Davis. “The running 
backs play a big part in our passing game.” 

The defensive line, a problem a year 
ago, should open with Ronnie Clement (6'3”, 


school history. He had four 100-yard rushing 
games, including a 150-yard effort against 
Cincinnati. 

He may have some relief this season 
with the return of former prep All-American 
Xavier Crawford. Last season, Crawford was 
redshirted to concentrate on academics. Two 
years ago, as a freshman, he scored three 
touchdowns. 

The surprise of Memphis State's spring 
work was sophomore fullback Leon Bosby. He 
impressed Stobart so much that the coach 
talked of giving Bosby an expanded role in the 
offense. 

They'll run behind a huge offensive line 
featuring tackles Joe Stanley (6'5", 286 Ibs.) 
and Chuck Boler (6'5", 295 Ibs.), guards Keith 
Bland (6'5", 299 Ibs.) and James Maclin (6'1", 
286 Ibs.) and center Clark Stevenson (6'2", 
256 Ibs.). However, Stevenson underwent back 
surgery after sustaining an injury during the 
winter workout program. 

Bland, a senior, is the iron man of the 
line, having played in 22 consecutive games. 

“We have a chance offensively, but 
many things have to go right,” Stobart said. 
"We can't afford to get any of our veteran 
players hurt because we're really thin. And 
our wide receivers have to play well because 
we don't have but one real burner." 

The Tigers have a receiving foursome 
that combined for 68 receptions, 1,044 yards 
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273 \bs., Jr.) at one tackle. Clement's play 
had Davis gushing in the spring. 

"| think Ronnie came along farther 
than anyone else this spring,” the coach said. 
"Ronnie has progressed well and his pass 
rush has gotten better,” defensive line coach 
Bill Shaw said. "He's not a flashy player, just 
a Steady, hard-nosed performer who's always 
around when you need him.” 

Andy Threadway (6'4", 256 Ibs., Sr.) 
should start at right end, and Jay Rink (6'2", 
255 Ibs., Sr.) and Ray Benford (6'2", 240 Ibs. 
Jr.) are at the other end. 

"I'm excited about the job the defen- 
sive line is doing," Davis said. “I think the 
tackles are way ahead of where they were at 
this point last year. The Wave also is hoping 
to improve its rush defense. Tulane allowed 
an average of 161 yards rushing last season, 
which was an improvement of 52 yards per 
game over 1988. Shaw said he'd like to see 
that figure continue to drop until it is below 
150, and thinks it will.

“We had to get them 
to believe in what we're doing or we wouldn't 
have a chance to succeed until we got several 
recruiting classes in here.” 

The attitude apparently has changed. 

“More than anything last year, it was 
real awkward for everybody," Rumley said.

y job is not to win football 
games. Sure, | have to win 
some or get fired, but my job 
is to love young people. | feel 
very strongly that it's what you 
are inside that matters. Is 
Christ really in you? It's not my job to decide 
if He is in you, but to know that He is in me. 

Your Team's About to Play Its First 
Bow! Game In Years. Four Players — 
Including Your Starting Quarterback And 
Receiver — Break Curfew. 

Our Georgia Tech football players had 
been warned. They knew we were going to be 
on national television on New Year's Eve, 
1985. We were playing favored Michigan 
State in the All-American Bowl in 
Birmingham, Al. Because the whole nation 
was watching, our team was told that their 
behavior had to be beyond reproach. 
“Anyone who lets us down," | told them, “will 
not be allowed to play. 

Three nights before the game, four 
broke curfew: our starting quarterback (10 
touchdowns during the season, 110 comple- 
tions for 1,557 yards), our leading pass re- 
ceiver (6 touchdowns, 29 receptions for 645 
yards), our reserve fullback and a flanker- 
back. What was | to do? 

Michigan State had their great All- 
American running back, Lorenzo White, and 
a brilliant pass receiver, Mark Ingram. If | 
sent our four errant players back to Atlanta, 
we would go into the game with a second- 
string quarterback who had thrown two pass- 
es all season (an interception and a loss). 

| felt sick, but discipline should not be di- 
luted, so | sent the four players home. As one 
Georgia sportswriter grimly wrote that 16 touch- 
downs and 2,200 yards of offense went with them. 

| knew my decision would be greeted 
with protest but, as | told the Associated 
Press, “We will not bend the rules, no matter 
how great the price." 

How would this affect our other play- 
ers? Just before practice, | told the team. | 
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said that | was not angry with the players; | 
still loved them, and | was sorry, but the deci- 
sion had to stand. 

They listened in stunned silence. 
Practice ran its usual course. When it ended, | 
saw some of the players talking among them- 
selves. Finally, Ted Roof, the defensive cap- 
tain, came up to me and said the team wanted 
to have a meeting with me. Wild thoughts 
flashed through my mind. Were they going to 
ask me to reconsider or refuse to play without 
their teammates? | waited as they assembled, 
feeling tenser than | ever had. 

There are ominous signs of a break- 
down in values. There are probably many 
causes, but I'm constantly aware of America’s 
emphasis, not just on playing sports, but on 
winning in sports. To an impressionable 
youngster, the world seems to say, "Winning 
is everything!” By our personal conduct, we 
coaches should be saying to young athletes, 
"There is a Power available to you, a Power 
that is supremely worth having. Along the 
way, | found it for myself. | want you to dis- 
cover it, too." 

My dad used to tease a friend of ours, 
Doc McKay, because Doc was a church-goer. But 
Dad didn't object when Doc took me to church. In 
the end, Dad became a believer himself. 

The god | worshiped was athletic 
achievement. In high school, | didn't think 
about anything else. | was big and looked 
promising enough to get a football scholar- 
ship to Georgia Tech. 

After | graduated, the Green Bay 
Packers selected me on their 20th pick — 
not exactly a ringing vote of confidence. 
There | found myself under the steely eye of 
Vince Lombardi. After two years with the 
Packers (in the second year we won the 
Super Bowl), | was traded to the Baltimore 
Colts, where | worked for one of the best 
coaches in football, Don Shula. 

In 1980, when | was offered the job of 
Head Coach at Georgia Tech, a marvelous 
man, Homer Rice, came in as athletic direc- 


tor. Homer became a sort of guardian angel 
for me. In my first two years as coach, Tech's 
record was 2 wins, 19 losses, 1 tie. Dismal! 
But Homer told me to hang in there. “You're 
rebuilding from scratch," he said. “It'll take 
time. Stick with it. I'm right behind you.” Yes, 
the Lord does help pitiful cases. He sends 
them friends like Homer Rice. When | sus- 
pended those four players, | can imagine 
what some alumni said to Homer. But he 
never wavered. "Something good is going to 
come of this," he told me. 

There on the practice field, waiting for 
the players, | wasn't so sure. When they were all 
there, Roof said, "Coach, we just want you to 
know that we understand what you did. It was 
the right thing to do. And we want you to know 
one more thing: We're going to win this game." 

| didn't answer for a moment because 
my throat was too tight. | knew that regard- 
less of the game's outcome, this was the high 
point of my whole career in football. 

The game was a thriller: Michigan 
State was leading at the half 7-0. We came 
back and tied it at 7-all. They went ahead 14- 
7. We kicked a field goal that made it 14-10. 
With time running out, Lorenzo White, who 
probably hadn't fumbled three times all sea- 
son, lost the ball, and we recovered it. Todd 
Rampley, our backup quarterback, threw an 
interception, but roughing-the-passer was 
called, and we got the ball back on the 
Michigan State 30-yard line. With less than a 
minute to go, we marched down to the five- 
yard line where Malcolm King drove into the 
end zone. Final score: Georgia Tech 17, 
Michigan State 14. Pandemonium! 

So, you see, the Lord is faithful. He 
gives each of us the gift of life. The greatest 
sensation in the world is the feeling that 
you're giving something back. Ah, yes, the 
Lord does help pitiful cases. That means 
every single one of us.

ment. Penn State has more Fulbright scholars 
than any other school in the nation. The 
"Campaign for Penn State" has raised more 
than $330 million and is third among the na- 
tion's top fund drives. Ohio State is second, 
and Minnesota is fourth — both Big 10 
members. 

Almost lost in his athletic view of the 
move is the fact that Paterno also sees it as 
an important academic change. 

Paterno is the university's biggest 
fund-raiser. He has not only convinced a lot 
of people to give big money to Penn State, 
but he has contributed a good bit of his own 
to endow the school library and to provide 
scholarships for minority students. 

Paterno has insisted on academic in- 
tegrity in the athletic program. The Nittany 
Lions no longer accept Prop 48 players. 

Paterno claims that Penn State is 
among the national leaders in graduation 
rates. It's a little-known fact that most of the 
other sports have been at or near 100 percent 
graduation for years. 

Penn State ranks 15th in research 
spending. Four Big 10 schools rank ahead of 
the Nittany Lions. 

According to William C. Richardson, 
Penn State executive vice president and 
provost, the university plans to apply for 
membership on the Committee of Institutional 
Cooperation, an umbrella organization of the 
Big 10 schools and the University of Chicago, 
a former member of the conference. 

The CIC has been described as a kind 
of academic common market which offers 
such things as a high-speed computer infor- 
mation exchange system and a library preser- 
vation project. 

Penn State also expects to become a 
part of the Big 10's traveling scholar program, 
which allows graduate students and honors 
graduates access to courses at other institu- 
tions. 

"For undergraduates, many kinds of 
benefits flow from that," said Roger Clark, di- 
rector of the CIC, which operates from the 
University of Illinois. "Things like the excite- 
ment faculty research brings to the 
classroom, and the speed with which the 
findings of research get into the classroom 
teaching.” 

Paterno was one of the first coaches to 
urge the university presidents to take a more 
active role in athletics. 
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He also was one of the first to point 
out the dangers of having an athletic booster 
club which is not directly controlled by. the 
university. 

“If they think that by making a contri- 
bution they're going to have a voice in the op- 
eration of the athletic department, then we 
don't want their money," Paterno said. 

Paterno has been bashed by some 
black educators because of his stand support- 
ing the NCAA's attempts to legislate academic 
reform. Many boosters believe the stand has 
hurt Penn State's ability to recruit minority

athletes. For almost a decade now, players 
being recruited by Paterno have been receiv- 
ing a packet of newspaper clippings which 
detail problems of individual players and mi- 
nority problems on campus and in State 
College. 

The other Eastern independents were 
quite content to allow Paterno to be the main 
spokesman at NCAA conventions. As a member 
of the Big 10, Paterno hopes his words will have 
much more clout. He sees the Big 10 presidents 
and coaches as a source of support for attempts 
to improve academic integrity. 

"I'm looking forward to Penn State 
being part of a group that | think can have a 
very sizeable influence on the direction of in- 
tercollegiate athletics in the future,” Paterno 
said. "Obviously, it has been very difficult for 
us alone to have as big an impact as | think 
we can now have with schools that have simi- 
lar interests. There's strength in numbers.” 

Paterno hopes that the move to the Big 


10 will have a positive influence on Penn 
State's basketball program. The Lions have 
made giant strides under the young and en- 
thusiastic Coach Bruce Parkhill but are still 
light years away from being able to seriously 
contend for Big 10 honors. 

Penn State was a forerunner in wom- 
en's athletics, starting a full program in 1964, 
eight years before Title IX forced universities 
to give equal opportunities to women. 

That tradition helped produce 13 na- 
tional titles in women’s sports as well as ath- 
letes such as Susie McConnell, who was the 
point guard on the U.S. Olympic basketball 
team that won the gold medal in 1988. 

Plans are on the drawing board for a 
Convocation Center that would contain a 13,000- 
seat arena to replaced the antiquated Rec Hall. 

Tarman estimates that the cost of the 
center will be in the neighborhood of $40 mil- 
lion. It will be used for concerts, graduation, 
lectures and other student activities. That's why 
it's considered a university, rather than an ath- 
letic, project and why funds for the building 
will come from the state legislature. 

In a move that proponents hope 
will speed up legislative approval, Dr. 
Jordan and the Board of Trustees have 
been asked to name the Convocation 
Center the Joseph V. Paterno Pavilion. 
Members of the Nittany Lion Club, who 
raise most of the athletic funds, are on 
record as approving the name. 

Tarman will have the difficult task of 
deciding which Eastern teams will remain on 
the football schedule. "Those decisions will 
be relative to long-standing rivalries and tra- 
ditional games," he said. "We'll have to con- 
sider length of contract and decide where we 
want to maintain visibility.” 

Notre Dame and West Virginia are 
under contract until 1994. The Lions also 
have signed for four years of an eight-year 
agreement with Southern Cal. That series 
starts this year. 

Asked what he would say to those who 
claim that the man who was the leading pro- 
ponent of Eastern football has now aban- 
doned it.

The Heisman hunt turned into a rallying cry for the Cougars, 
banned from a bow! game by NCAA probation. They won nine and 
lost two and helped their quarterback win the biggest prize of all. 

Peter Lambos, president of the Downtown Athletic Club, made 
the official presentation to Ware at a black tie dinner. Lambos, who 
sat next to Ware during the dinner, said what impressed him most 
about the 55th Heisman Trophy winner was that he talked about what 
the University of Houston had done for Andre Ware, not what Ware 
had done for Houston. It represented another example of why Ware is 
so rare. Ware acted appropriately awed by New York City. 

“It's exactly like TV," he said, looking out a window. "It's beau- 
tiful at night, the Statue of Liberty." 

He said all the right things in his acceptance speech, even 
praising the people of New York. 

It marked the beginning of a whirlwind adventure for Ware that 
never stopped. Everybody wanted a piece of 
Andre, to speak at their dinner, to ride in 
their parade, to sign autographs for the 
whole family. There was no escape. 

Mitchell Dale, a car dealer in Ware's 
hometown of Dickinson, and a friend of the 
family for years, put it into perspective. "The 
reason he's been so busy is the type of indi- 
vidual Andre Ware is,” said Dale. 
“Everybody wants him as a role model." 

Ware displayed his true character the 
Saturday the Heisman was announced. 
Months before he had committed to speak at 
a little league football banquet at his high 
school in Dickinson, 25 miles down the Gulf 
Freeway. He refused to allow the most pres- 
tigious award in college football to change 
his itinerary. 

Craig Veasey, a senior defensive end, 
rented a white limousine to transport Ware 
and a couple of Cougars around town that 
evening. Several hours after Houston thrashed Rice 64-0 and Ware 
completed an endless series of television interviews, the limo pulled 
away from darkened Rice Stadium, took the players back to their 
dorm for a quick change and then off to Dickinson. 

"It's always a lot of fun to speak to those guys," said Ware. 

Maybe Ware's most admirable quality is that he never forgot 
his home. One replica of the Heisman Trophy rests in the trophy room 
at the University of Houston, the other in a bank in Dickinson for all 
the town to see. 

"He still comes by and checks on us," said Glenn McWhorter, 
the baseball coach at Dickinson and formerly an assistant in football. 

When McWhorter suspended nine players from the baseball 
team one spring, leaving mostly freshmen and sophomores, he asked 
Ware to join the club. Andre pitched, played center field and ran the 
bases well enough to draw interest from pro scouts. 

"He could throw it so hard, but he was wild," said McWhorter. 
"He was always throwing away from the batter, afraid he was going to 
hit him. Dub (Farris, the football coach) explained to him all those 
guys had school insurance." 

Farris became an important influence on the fatherless Ware. 

"| was tough on Andre when | had to be," said Farris, now ath- 
letic director for the Northside School District in San Antonio. "He 
took criticism well. He's a thoroughbred. He didn’t put his head 
down. 

"When we ran, he ran hard. When we worked, he worked hard- 
er than anyone else. He never missed a practice." 
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Ware passed the ball to the new quarterback of Houston foot- 
ball, David Klingler, a 6-3 junior. 

"| told Coach Jenkins | never would have left him stranded as 
far as leaving somebody to take over," said Ware. "David is more than 
capable. He's a great athlete who is going to do an outstanding job." 

Jenkins concurred. 

"l've got a tremendous amount of confidence in David," he 
said. "There were very few plays he made bad decisions on. He un- 
derstands completely why I'm doing the things | am offensively and 
understands the next move the defense will likely make. 

"He's in a position to surprise everybody in the country the 
way Andre did. In David's case, what you've got to be impressed with 
is that he was the No. 2 (rated) quarterback in the conference. He was 
only intercepted one time." 

Klingler believes in the run-and-shoot offense, and in his abil- 
ity to operate it. He would prefer to avoid the 
unavoidable comparison with Ware. "How can 
you top what he's done?” asked Klingler. “All 
the records he's set probably won't be broken 
for a long time — if ever.” 

True. Ware completed 63 percent of his 
passes last year for 4,699 yards and 46 
touchdowns, breaking or tying 26 NCAA 
records. Houston Post columnist Dale 
Robertson renamed the Astrodome “The 
Warehouse." 

Klingler seemed to get a good grasp 
on the offense during his years as an under- 
study. 

"If you have a good offensive line and 
good receivers, it's really an easy job," he 
said, making advanced trigonometry sound 
as simple as long division. "Those guys are 
open. All you have to do is throw the ball." 

Klingler played basketball well enough 
in high school that he nearly accepted a 
scholarship to Pittsburgh. He can punt with anyone on the Houston 
team and briefly played free safety in practice two years ago when the 
Cougars found themselves short in the secondary. 

"I've got mixed emotions," Klingler said of Ware's decision. "| 
wanted to play more, sure, but Andre is one of my favorite guys and | 
hate to see him go." 

The two quarterbacks developed a close enough friendship 
that Ware often photo copied Klingler's notes from their business 
Classes when he returned from his many trips around the country. 

"| think physically David is every bit as talented as Andre," 
said Jessup. "| know everybody's comfortable with him." 

Klingler's arm seemed of little concern to his coaches or team- 
mates. Replacing Andre Ware, the leader, may be more difficult. 

"All the years of experience he had, you had to look up to 
Andre," said Jessup. 

"For awhile, we'll miss his leadership," added Weatherspoon. 
“We had a lot of leaders this team." 

Hooper thought Ware's absence might make opponents take 
Houston a little less seriously. 

"With Andre there, everybody would have been scared," he 
said. "Now they'll think the Cougars lost everything." 

"Two years ago, everybody thought (receivers) Jason (Phillips) 
and James (Dixon) were the whole team," recalled Weatherspoon. 
"We have a lot of good players on this team." 

However, there may not be another Heisman Trophy winner at 
Houston for a long, long time.Q 
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
